AT THE SHIPYARD. 


The Masts of the Lawson Being 
Stepped. 


One of the big steel lower masts of 
the schooner Thomas W. Lawson was 
stepped Saturday. The big  seveo- 
master is still on the stocks at the 
Fore River yard and the mast, which 
is 135 feet from step te cap and weighs 
17 tons, was hoisted into place by a 
pair of heavy wooden shears set up on 
the deck so that they can be warped 
along for stepping each of the other 
six masts. The mast is a steel cylinder 
32 inches in diameter and was moved 
alongside the ship on rollers, the new 
yard locomotive assisting in the work.

HOUSE ADOPTS THE REPORT 


Filipinos to Have Legislature After 
Two Years of Peace and Good Order 
—Buffalo and Charleston Exposi- 
tions Get Aid From Government 


Washington, July 1—Witt final ad- 
journment probably today the house 
worked under high pressure from noun 
yesterday until far into the night. As 
a preliminary, several resolutions were 
adopted to grease the legislative 
wheels. The rule providing for the 
printing of conference reports before 
consideration was suspended until the 
end of the session and a resolution wus 
adopted making a motion to suspend the 
rules in order at any time. ‘lhe Louse 
then got down to business. 

The conference report on the Philip- 
pine civil government bill, which is con- 
sidered the last obstacle in the way of 
adjournment, was adopted by a strict 
party vote with the single exception of 
McCall (Mass.), who voted with the 
Democrats. A partial report on the 
general deficiency appropriation bil 
was adopted and after a prolonged 
fight the house, by a vote of 115 to 101, 
accepted the senate amendment to ap- 
propriate $500,000 for the Buffalo ex- 
position and then sent the bill back to 
conference. 

The sevate amendments to appro- 
priate $160,000 for the Charleston ex- 
position and $1,000,000 to pay the 
Hawaiian fire-bubonic plague awards 
were defeated, the former by a vote of 
71 to 118. Subsequently, at the night 
gession, the house reversed itself and 
assented to the senate umendoment 
making an appropriation for the 
Charleston exposition. 

A number of bills were passed under 
suspension of the rules, including the 
senate bill to allot lands in the Cherokee 
nation and to provide corporation laws 
for Alaska. 

At the evening session the Dick 
militia bill, which is to be used as a 
stop gap for the remainder of the ses- 
Sion while the house is waiting for 
conference reports, Was taken up. The 
adjournment session is to be withheld 
until the conference report on the 
Philippine bill is adopted by the sen- 
ate.

Au- 
thority is given to issue bonds for har- 
bor and other improvements. 


In the senate Mr. Elkins delivered an 
earnest speech in favor of the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, maintaining that it 
Would be ia the best interests of both 
countries.

At Remarks Made by the Senator 
From the Hoosier State, and Which

Parted With Great Difficulty

assaulted Senator Beveridge last night 
just after the senate had adjourned

He was very 
angry and threatened severe harm to 
the Indiana senator. 

The episode was the result of a 
heated controversy which the two sen- 


ators hed during the afternoon, when | 


Beveridge had said that Bailey had 


made “an unwarranted attack” cn So- 
licitor Pentield of the state department. | 


In executive session Beveridge, like 
other senators who smoke, lighted a 
cigar and took a seat on the Republi- 
can side. He was still sitting 
when the senate adjourned. Bailey 
crossed the aisle and walked through 
the seats until he was facing Bev- 
eridge. 

“Beveridge,” he said, “I don't want to 
have any trouble with you, but I want 


you to withdraw those words which 
charge me with making an unwar- 


ranted attack upon Pentield.” 

“I didn’t intend to insult you,” re- 
plied Beveridge, “and there is nothing 
in my language that you could con- 
sider offensive.” 

“I don't allow any one to say that I 


libel a man, and that is what you do in | 


making the charge. Now, if you won't 
withdraw the words when I ask you 
I'm going to make you withdraw them.” 

Senator Bailey had been getting 
more and more abgry and excited as he 
talked. He had been sitting down 
part of the time or leaning against the 
desk immediately in front of Bever- 
idge. Vhe latter, in reply to Bailey's 
last remark, still remaining in his chair, 
said: “I repeat that I did not intend 
to insult you and that I have nothing 
to retract.” 

As these words were uttered Bailes 
threw himself upon Beveridge, who is 
a man hardly up to the average in 
physique, and seized him by the throat 


With both hands. The rush was so 
sudden and fierce that the chair in 
which Beveridge was siiting was 


pushed back against a desk and the 
desk was toppled over. Before the as- 
sault could go any further senators 
who had been sitting near had moved 
up between the desks.

Was With great difficulty that the two 
Senators were able to drag him away 
from Beveridge, and when they sue- 
ceeded a part of the Indiana senator's 
beck wear was ripped and torn «way in 
the vigorous grasp of Bailey. 

Senator Bacon and Assistaut Door- 
keeper Layton came quickly forward 
and assisted in pulling the Texas sena- 
tor further away, Bailey meanwhile 
struggling to get free and lunging 
toward Beveridge. Ashe was removed 
a little distance he was heard to utter 
something that sounded iike a threat 
about killing. 

Without further effort, however, he 
walked away, when Senator Bacon 
urged him to be quiet and led him 
toward the Democratic side. Bacon 
engaged Bailey in conversation for 
soine time, advising him to coo! down. 
Mr. Spooner also went across the aisle 
and discussed the matter with the Texas 
Senator, urging him to apologize and if 
possible fix it up at once, but Bailey 
refused all such proffers, declaring that 
Beveridge had insulted him in the sen- 
ate and that he had taken the only 
course left, as the Indiana senator had 
refused to withdraw his remarks, 

Senator Beveridge remained in the 
chamber for some little time and con- 
tinued to smoke his cigar. He re- 
marked to those who spoke to him on 
the subject that it did not amount to 
anything. He made no effort to resist 
or resent the attack made on him. 

Mr. Bailey had criticised the state 
department for its handling of the cause 
of an American citizen, Dr. Scott, 
and reflected on the competency of 
Judge Penfield, solicitor of the de- 
partment. Mr. Beveridge characterized 
the words of the Texas senator as an 
“unwarranted attack.” ‘this char- 
acterization Mr. Bailey regarded ag an 
insult and demanded that the Indiana 
senator withdraw his words. Mr. 
Beveridge declinta t, withdraw them, 
unless Mr. Bailey first withdrew his 
language in respect to Solicitor Pen- 
field, although he disclaimed any in- 
tention of insulting Mr, Bailey. ‘ 

The trouble grew out of a resolation 
offered by Mr. Bailey calling for the 
papers in a Mexican wining case in 
which, he maintained, Dr. Scott had 
been unfairly treated, not only by the 
Mexican courts, but also by the Anier- 
ican ambassador, Mr. Clayton, and the 
Officials of the state department.

The Prince of Wales was accom- 
panied by the Crown Prince of Den- 
mark, Prince Frederick, Prince Charles 
of Denmark and their suites, and by 
the foreign attaches, including Major 
E. B. Cassatt, the United States mili- 
tary attache. 

The troops marched past the queen's 
earriage, the Prince of Waies receiving 
the salutes. The queen then drove 
slowly in and out of the lines and the 
Prince of Wales closely inspected the 
troops and dismounted and conferred 
medals aud crosses on those who had 
merited the honor, shaking hands with 
the recipients of the Victoria cross.

His majesty is 
still easily fatigued on the least exer- 
tion.” 

Yesterday afternoon the king com- 
pleted the seventh day since the opera- 
tion was performed, and unless any 
dangerous symptoms manifest them- 
selves before the eighth day the king 
may be confidently expected to re- 
cover.

RIOTING RENEWED 


etwvs Railway Employes Assaulted and Cars 


Blocked In Pawtucket and Vicinity 

Pawtucket, R. L., July 2.—The most 
riotous scenes enacted since the de 
parture of the militia, 10 days ago, in 
connection with the street railway 
strike, were those last night in this 
city and in Central Falls. 

¥oeutires and ofher obstructions were 
placed on the tracks, missiles of, all 
kinds were thrown at passing cars, ‘and 
several shots were fired by the mob 
which lined the streets, 

The attacks became so deter nined 
and general over the entire system in 
Central Falls that all cars were svith- 
drawn early in the evening. 

An organized mob invaded the 
vicinity of Pawtucket and East avenue 
and Garden street and every car was 
attacked, two employes of the railway 
company receiving severe injuries by 
being struck with stones. 

The police made an effort to clear the 
Streets and yards and their efforts were 
successful, although it was found nec- 
essary to abandon the service at 10 
O'clock. . 

‘Two arrests, one of which by his con- 
fession may prove the means of dis- 
integrating a particularly unruly mob, 
were made. A dozen persous in jail for 
eétone throwing and for obstructing 
cars will be arraigned in the district 
court today.

Faxon holds that the valuation is ex- 
cessive. 

That the city is on the 
bankruptcy,’’ as claimed by 
on, cannot be maintained. The 
total debt on Jan. 1, this year, for 
all purposes was $1,566,635.64, which 
is a big sum, but the Assessors 
valued the schoo) buildings owned by 
the city at $523,725.00; and the city 
also has a city hall, police station, 
fire stations and apparatus, almshrouse, 
bathhouse, ete., worth about $300,- 
000 more; to these are to be added a 
water system worth $1,000,000; a 
sewer system worth several hundred 
thousands; parks, playgrounds and 
real estate worth over $200,000, 
elc,, etc. 

While the assets are double the lia- 
bilities, it cannot be charged that the 
city is on the verge of bankrupicy, but 
at the same time the increasing taxes 
are a burden on real estate, so that it 
is not profitable for investment or 
rental. There may be other causes 
besides taxation, including assessments 
for sewers, sidewalks, street sprink- 
ling and water rates; increased cost of 
materials, shorter hours of labor, etc., 
but nevertheless real esiate needs re- 
lief from high valuation, and the out- 
look is not encouraging. 

The increase in cost of all city de- 
partments, and numerous improve- 
ments, are ata too rapid pace; almost 
a reckless pace. It may be said that 
Qlincy is not an exception, but the 
recent statistics prepared by a Boston 
department show that we are. That 
only four cities have a larger per cent. 
of net debi to assessed valuation, and if 
the valuation is higher than it should 
be, the situation is even worse. This 
year the Mayor went to the limit on 
amount which could be appropriated 
for current expenses, and the limit for 
municipal debt has been reached, so 
Vhat as fast as one note is paid another 
is contracted. Outside the debt limit 
the city has borrowed extensively for 
water, sewers aud playgrounds.

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BOTH SUICIDAL. 


Findings on Thorndike and Shunk 
inquests. 


Judge Avery has made the following 
findings as a result of inquests held 
before him on the death of Eva M. 
Thorndike of Weymouth and Edwin R. 
Shunk of Wollaston. 

In the case of the Thorndike woman 
he finds that she came to her death 
at Weymouth, Feb. 25, in consequence 
of loss of blood caused by the opening 
of a large vein in the left forearm and 
the partial severance of an artery atthe 
bend of the left elbow. The circum- 
stances attending death and the prep- 
arations made by the deceased just 
prior thereto indicate a premeditated 
suicide. 

Ji appears that the body of Eva M. 
Thorndike was found by Samuel Drew 
in an outbuilding on the premises of 
Henry T. Bicknell at about 7 o’clock in 
the morning. At this time the woman 
was atill alive though unconscious, and 
short time afterwards. 
Against the door of the bed room 
occupied by the deceased, was a table 
to bar entrance from without. The 
bed appeared to be undisturbed but 
when examined it was fouod that a 
rubber sheet had been placed thereon 
anda large quantity of clotted blood 
was disclosed. A new knife, very 
sharp, Covered with blood was on the 
bed. The left sleeve of the night dress, 
carefully cut off, was found on the 
bed. A window in the room was open, 
underneath which, on the outside, 
were marks or impressions in the 
snow, indicating that the deceased had 
fallen onto hee right side, Ona_ the 
snow were imprints of her bare fect 
with traces of blood extending to a 
fence some yards away, and from this 
point on, there were impressions in 
the snow which indicated that she had 
drawn herself to the outbuilding where 
she was subsequently found,

A surprising feature of the con- 
ferees’ action is that, considering the 
wide and strong opposition, the 
present plan should have finally pre- 
vailed. The navy department’s oppo- 
sition is not confined to the secretary 
and his predecessor, Mr. Long, but in- 
cludes every bureau chief and officer 
of rank stationed at the department. 
Their objections are on the sound 
theory, they claim, that no ship can be 
built as cheaply at navy yards, where 
the men work but eight hours a day 
for the same wages that men are paid 
who work nine and 10 hours a day at 
private yards, and that in addition 
navy yard workmen are granted 15 
days’ leave annually, and have all the 
holidays with full pay.

The Indians recognized the 
queen-empress and each detachment 
cheered as it passed.

The Milton selectmen have issued 
a warrant for a special towao meeting to 
be held on the evening of July 14, to 
see if the town will vote to accept 
Chapter 307 of the Acts of 1902. 
entitled ‘‘An act to supply the town of 
Milton with water."’ Under the pro- 
visions of this act it must be sub- 
mitted to the voters within six months 
of its passage. If the act is accepted 
and the Water Company thereupon 
notifies the Selectmen of its desire to 
sell its property, action will be taken 
to see if the town will vote to purchase 
the property and rights of the Company 
and to authorize the issue of bonds or 
notes for the payment therefor. 

Another article is, to see if the town 
will establish a sinking fund to provide 
for the payment of all loans, and if so 
to elect three or six commissioners, 
one-third for one, two and three years 
respectively.

NOMINATIONS HELD UP| FUSSELLS PREDICTION 


Several Refused Confirmation | pxciting debate in th 


by the Senate 


PRESIDENT PLANS NO WAR 


Wiill Substitute Others Where He 
Finds There Has Been Reason For 
the Senate’s Action—President Will 
Settle Colorado Factional Warfare 
Washington, July 3—The adjourn- 

ment of congress with 19 of the presi- 

dent’s nominations for postnsters 
uncontirmed by the senate, besides two 
absolute rejections, and the failure of 


the senate to act on several still other 


important nominations, is one of the 
significant facts of the day. During 


the ndmivistration of President Me- 
Kinley there Was practically pothing of 
this sort. He occasionally withdrew 
a nomination, znd in a few instances 
where it was felt in the senate that he 
had unwittingly made a mistake, and 
was so tactily acknowledged by him, 
the senate allowed nominations to 
lapse. There was very rarely a straight 
rejection. It should be noted, however, 
that President has made a 
good many vominations, at the 
gestion of senators, very reluctantly, 
and bas so expressed himself. Hence 
the senate’s final action should not be 
construed as indicating to the whole 
extent of these rejections 
ment between the president and the 
senate over patronage. 

During President Cleveland’s second 
administration there was a long list of 
this kind with the close of each  ses- 
sion. He about as promptly made the 
men who had failed of confirmation 
“recess appointees,” and in that way 
coutinued them in office until the next 
session of the senate, When their names 
were again submitted. The failure of 
a second session to act favorably 
necessitated his selection of somebody 
else. 

This was a course of war in dealing 
with th® senate which President Roose 
velt will not attempt. He will instead 
go over the nominations which lave 
tailed to tind approval, and wherever 
there was any proper reason for the 
Senate's action he will substitute an- 
other man. If he finds cases where the 
senate’s delinquency was wholly un- 
warranted he will make those 
appointees and try to secure their con- 
firmation in the fall.

“The declaration continues to be read

ple of all the world because its promise 
Was made good, because its words *vere 
Bupplemented by deeds, because after 
the men who signed it and upheld it 
and done their work, the men who 
come again after them, generation by 
generation, did their work in turn. 
The Declaration of Independence had 
to be supplemented in the tirst place by 
that great instrument of constructive

;and administrative siatesmanship— 
| the constitution under which we now 
live. 


“And then over 70 years passed ond 
there came again upen the nation the 
days of iron need. There came again 
the days that demanded all that was 
hest—the life itself of the bravest and 
the truest of the nation’s sons. And 
with Sumter’s guns awakened our peo- 
ple, and America, until then the in- 
carnate genius of peace, sprang to her 
feet with sword and with shield, a 
helmeted queen among nations: when 
the thunder of the guns called the na- 
fan's children they sprang forward to 
do the mighty deeds which if left un- 
done would have meant that the words 
to which we bave listened today would 
have rung as meaningless platitudes. 

“Those were the two great epochs in 
the nation’s history, the epoch of the 
founding of the union and the epoch of

j} ington and the epoch of Abrahaun 
Lincoln. .Those two generations had 
the greatest tasks to do, but each gen- 
eration has its tasks and woe to the 
generation which regards the deeds of

“Under our form of government with 
{ts great decentralization of power, 
some of those problems must be solved 
through the work of private individuals 
working by themselves: others, by the 
association into organized bodies of 
groups of private citizens, and others 
yet through the various governmental 
agencies of municipal, state and na- 
tion, Especially great, especially dif- 
ficult are the problems caused by the 
growth and concentration of great in- 
dividual and above all great corporate 
fortunes. It is immensely for the In- 
teresis of the country that there should 
be such individual «and corporate 
wealth as long as it is used right, .nd 
When not used right then it becomes a 
serious menace and danger. The most 
important department of civilized gov- 
ernment is the department of justice. 
Think what it means. ‘The department 
of justice—justice which means that 
each man, rich or poor, big or small, 
strong or weak, shall have his rights 
and shall not be allowed to do wrong to 
his fellows. And you here have a 
right to feel proud of your representa- 
tive in the cabinet, the man under 
whom we can guarantee that the de- 
partment of justice will be such in fact 
as well as in name. When it comes to 
practical work the ounce of per- 
formance outweighs the ton of prom- 
ise. And under Mr, Knox there has 
been very much more than an ounce of 
performance, 

“As we face these infinitely difficult 
problems let us ever keep in mind that 
though we ueed the highest qualities 
of the intellect in order to work_ out 
practical schemes for their solution, vet 
We need more still, character. We 
need common sense, common honesty 
and resolute courage. 

“We need what Mr. Knox has shown 
-the character that will refuse to be 
hurried into any unwise or precipitate 
movement by any clamor, and on the 
other hand, the character that will re- 
fuse to be frightened out of the move- 
ment whieh he thinks it right to under- 
take, by any pressure, still less by any 
threat, express or implied. 

“We have great problems. 
only solve them by degrees. Much can 
be done along the lines of super- 
vision and regulation of the great in- 
dustrial combinations which have be- 
come so inarked a feature in our civili- 
zation, but if we recklessly try to do 
too much we shall do nothing or else 
we shall work a ruin that will be felt 
most acutely among those of our citi- 
zens who are most helpless. 

“It is no easy task to deal with great 
industrial tendencies, To deal with 
them ina spirit of envy and hatred and 
malice would be to Invite a disaster 
which would be so widespread that this 
country would rock to its foundations. 
We cannot turn the wheels of 
progress. if we could it would mean 
the absolute destruction of just sueh 
industrial centers as this We will 
either do nothing or we will do damage 
if we strive ignorantly to achieve the 
impossible. But that fact does not ex- 
cuse us Tor failure to strive to do what 
is Special legislation 
needed; some of that legislation must 
come through municipalities, some 
through states, some through the na 
tional government, but above and be- 
yond all lezislation we need honest and 
fearless adniinistvation of the laws as 
they are on the statute books. 
and fearless administration of those 
laws in the interest of neither the rich 
man as such, nor the poor man as such, 
but in the interest of exact and equal 
justice toall alike, and such administra- 
tion you will surely have while Mr. 
KKnox remains as attorney gencral in 
the cabinet at- Washington.”

The ascension Was made about 6 
Oclock Just evening under the di- 
rection of Andrew C, Tilllman ard in 
the presence of fuliy G000 people. The 
balloon, a new one used for the tirst 
time yesterday, was tilled shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock, and Miss Ward took her 
seat in the basket of the parachute, 
which was simply a network of ropes 
on an iron hoop. When all was ready 
[cn guys were cut and the balloon as- 


cended rapidiy. Miss Ward seemed 
to be sitting on the forward part of the 
seat, and when about 300 feet in the 
air she released the narachute and 
started on her course earthward. 

The parachute dropped fully 200 feet 
before opening, then as it expanded it 
fell quite slowly. The girl had by this 
time slipped from the front of the seat 
| and was holding on by her bands to the 
wrist straps. As the umbrella opened 
and the parachute filled with air, it 
gave a sort of jerk and an upward 
start, which shook off the girl's hold 
from the wrist straps and she dropped 
60 feet to the ground, her body re- 
volving once in its descent. When 
within 12 feet of the ground her chin 
struck an electric light wire, breaking 
Mer fall somewhat, but she fell heavily 
to the ground with all her weight on 
her right foot. 

‘The terrible impact of the girl's foot 
With the ground drove the femur bone 
tup through the knee, shortening the 

right leg eight inches. The spectators 

were horritied at the spectacle and a 

brother of Miss Ward, a sister and two 

friends who were with them, fainted 
at the sight. 

Miss Ward was picked up uncon- 
scious and carried to a cottage nearby, 
where she was attended by two dectors, 
They put the leg in splints and applied 
restoratives and the girl was then 
brought to the city and taken to the 
hospital. Her knee and leg were found 
to be so badly injured that it was con- 
sidered necessary to amputate the leg 
at the thigh. just above the knee. Miss 
Ward also sustained a fractured jaw. 
besides internal injuries and numer: 
cuts and bruises. She bore the eper 
tion remarkably well and recover 
consciousness after it was over 

She has since shown slight fimproeve- 
ment and, al:hough the phys'cians spy 
there may be a slight possil'l'ty of re- 
covery, her injuries are so s rious that 
they have very litUle hopes in that di- 
rection.

Within a generation or so labor unions 
have grown so rapidly that they are 
even more aggressive than capital. Not 
content with getting what they set out 
to get the unions have gone on increas- 
ing their demands tintil today they are 
not only aggressive but threatening. 
Justice is not their concern, They aim 
to dictate in every phase of the relation 
between capital and labor. In all this 
there is no gain to the cause of labor. 
All the gain comes to a few, the few 
who are in authority. Such tactics as 
the unions resort to bring capital and 
labor no nearer together, No better un- 
derstanding is reached. It is simply 
war, war in which the laborer and the 
consumer are the heaviest losers. It is 
time to wake up to the situation, to 
recognize the fact that the labor unions 
are now guilty of the same offence that 
they charge againt capital, namely, the 
offence of tryanny. If the labor prob- 
lem is to be solved it must be solved by 
different means than are being used. It 
matters little who is the tyrant so long 
@s tryanny exists. Different people are 
most vitally affected, that is all. In 
any event the hope and salvation of the 
general pablic depend on intelligent 
and united opposition to tyranny when- 
ever and wherever it shuws itself. At 
present this tyranny is oftenest found 
in the unions. They are the worst en- 
emy that labor has at this moment.— 
Boston Home Journal.

DETAILS OF PROPOSED BILL 


To Be Prepared by Littlefield of Maine 
For Submission to Congress—Presi- 
dent’s Course May Take Campaign 


Material From Democrats 


Oyster Bay, I, L., July 7.—It has 
been ascertained that the president's 
speech at Pittsburg in reference to the 
trust question was merely the 
runner of determined efforts by Lim 
to have congress take up that subject 
and enact definite legislation for the 
contro! and supervision of trusts at its 
pext session. Recently the president 
and Attorney General Inox held a con- 
ference with Representative Little- 
field of Maine, whose knowledge of con- 
stitutional law is admitted, at which 
Mr. Littlefield was invited to prepare a 
bill for the regulation and control of 
the trusts that will go before congress 
with the endorsement aud influence of 
the president back of it. 

The bill will be submitted at the be- 
ginving of the next session, but before 
this is done the president, Attorney 
General Knox and Mr, Littletield will 
have frequent conferences as to the de- 
tails. In addition to this proposed ac- 
tion the president is going to talk upon 
the trust question a good deal on the 
several trips to be made by him in the 
fall. The president has announced to 
friends that the question is a vital one 
and that le proposes to push it vigor- 
ously until there is some action by con- 


fore- 


gress. 

The president has told his friends 
that one class of people in the country 
go so far us to desire legislation that 
would create a revolution in financial 
circles. The other that which 
controls the money combinations, is 
violently opposed to any change in ex- 
isting conditions. 

Between these two classes the presi- 
dent expects to tuke earnest and active 
‘ound. He will proceed along con 
servative lines. 

Attorney Genera! Knox is not a pub- 
lic speaker, and never made a political 
speeci: in his life, but he will make 
two or three speeches this fall. The 
trust question will be the paramount 
one in hisremarks. The attorney gen- 
eral is in most hearty accord with the 
views of the president, and the bill to 
be presented to congress at the begin- 
ning of the next session by Repre- 
sentative Littlefield will have upon it 
the official stamp of Attorney General 
Knox. ‘ 

The president has not hesitated to 
say that when he touched upou the 
trust question in his last annual mes- 
sage, it was not his intention that the 
subject should rest with that. 

Other great questions, however, in- 
tervened during the session of con- 
gress to prevent his conferring with the 
leaders as to what might be done, and 
he was content to let the matter 
over to the next session only upon the 
understanding that by that time there 
should have been done a great deal of 
work in getting together a bill that 
Would demand strong support. 

The president's determination on this 
question, the Republicans say, is going 
to take away from the Democrats a 
g00d part of the material they had ex- 
pected for campaign use.

EXPLORER ANDRE’S FATE 
He and His Companions Massacred by 
Uncivilized Eskimos 

Winnepeg, July 7—Rev.Dr. Ferlies, 
a cburch of England clergyman, has 
arrived from York Factory, Northwest 
British Territory, and britigs authentic 


information of the fate of Explorer 
Andre and his companions. 

Two years ago, 1800 miles north of 
York, a party of Eskimos under the 
leadership of “Old Huskie” saw the 
Andre balloon alight on a plane of 
snow in that vicinity, which js two 
miles north of Fort Churchill. Three 
men emerged from the balloon and 
some of Huskie'’s people approached 
them out of curiosity. 

As they did se one of Andre's com- 
panions fired off a gun. This isa signal 
to uncivilized natives for battle. It 
was regarded asa challenge. #nd almost 
instantly the natives fell vpon the three 
explorers and massacred them. Every- 
thing pertaining outtit. was 
earried to the homes of the natives on 
the borders of the Arctie region. 

Old Huskie himself gave this infor- 
mation to Ralph Alstine, agent for the 
Hudson Bay company, and the story 
after being investigated by Dr. Ferlies 
was told by him. He says that there 
Is little room for doubt, frequent 
reporis have since come of the strange 
implements Which the north natives 
have in their possession, the telescope 
being particularly described. 

The Hudson Bay company has re- 
cently offered a reward for the recovery 
of any portion of the outfit belonging 
to Andre, and, though natives have gone 
on the search for fhem, they have never 
returned, believing, as Rey. Dr. Ferlies 
says, that they will in some way 
punished, for they now understand that 
it was hot an attack upon them, but an 
accident by which the gun was dis- 
charged that precipitated the massacre. 
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Pope Celebrates Coronation 

tome, July 7—A fete was held at the 
Vaticun last evening in celebration of 
the pope's jubilee in honor of the 24th 
anuiversury of his coronation.

FREIGHT HANDLERS GUT 


More Than N.ne Thousand 
Quit Work at Chicago 


MANY. ARE DISSATISFIED 


At Belong Compelled to Obey Strike 


Order, as They Were Receiving All 
the Consideration They Had Asked— 


Arbitration Board at Work 


Chicago, July $.—Hopes of a speedy 
settlement of the strike of the Freight 
Tiandlers 


union, whieh was declared 


yesterday, are entertained by otticials 
of the union and members of the state 


board of arbitration. The officials of 


the union lust night told Chairman Job 
of the board of arbitration that they 
were Willing to permit employes of the 
different companies to meet officials of 
the siime 
providing a joint conference should be 
held at which officials of the union 
would be permitted to act as advisors 
to the men. The arbitration board is 
now working on the matter in an effort 
to bring about a conference between 
the railway managers and committees 
representing the men. As the railroad 
otticials have favored this step there is 
little doubt that the strike can be set- 
tled satisfactorily to both sides if the 
conference shall be arranged 

Lack of unanimity already permeates 
the strike. The Chicago Federation of 
Labor Was ignored when the order "vas 
issued for the men to quit work, aud 
its executive oflicials are somewhat 
offended and are inclined to let the 
freight handlers fight out their battle 
in their own way. 

There are 2000 freight handlers in and 
about the various freight houses of the 
24 railroads centering in Chicago. Of 
this number more than {00 are now 
involved in the strike.

Some of the men who quit work yes- 
terday did so under protest. Notably 
this was the case in the fr ight houses 
of the Lake Shore and Michigan Cea- 
tral road. The men there employed 
were receiving all the consideration 
they had asked. They were forced to 
strike, however, by the order of the ex- 
ecutive committee of their union. Be- 
fore going out the men informed the 
railway officials of the situation and 
said they would seek an immediate re- 
turn under orders from the authority 
that ordered them out. 

The sudden suspension of customary 
operations by the freight handlers oc- 
casioned considerable trouble in and 
about the various railroad warehouses 
and depots, but the inconvenience and 
delay were but a drop in the bucket to 
what will happen if the strike shall not 
be settled soon. 

To add to the present difficulties of 
the railroads the Teamsters and Truck 
Drivers’ union threatens to join in a 
sympathetic strike. If this shall oe- 
eur, it will affect freight of every kind. 

There was no trouble or disorder in 
or about any of the freight houses yes- 
terday. Anticipating the possibilities 
of such a strike, the railroad companies 
had brought to Chicago a considerable 
number of men to take the places of the 
strikers. These men were intercepted 
by pickets of the strikers and most of 
them were induced to go in the Freight 
Handlers’ union. 


Employers Objected to Union 

Burlington. N. J.. July S—Ffor the 
first time in 20 years the six shoe fac- 
tories of this place, employing about 
1500 men and women, are idle. te- 
cently the shoemakers organized a 
union. The manufacturers objected 
to this proceeding and announced that, 
beginning July 7. only non-union la- 
bor would be employed. As a result 
not one of the union workmen appeared 
at the factories yesterday. ‘The em- 
ployes had made no demands on the 
manufacturers, 


Coal Strike Situation Unchanged 

Wilkesbarre, Pa.. July 8 —With 
President Mitchell in New York and 
all other miners’ leaders at Nanticoke, 
attending the annual convention of 
district No. 1, strike headquarters is 
an extremely quiet place. The ninth 
week of the suspension of anthracite 
coal mining shows no change in the 
situation. there being not the slightest 
indication that either party to the con- 
troversy is ready to quit. 


Railroad Won’t Recognize Union 

Winnipeg, July 8—Canadian North- 
ern trainmen presented a schedule yes- 
terday and demanded recognition in- 
side of 36 hours.

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A PRIEST’S TROUBLES 


Have Existed Many Years and Have 
Now Reached the President 

Oyster Bay, L. I., July 8.—The first 

official caller on President 


Roosevelt 
on Sagamore hill since his arrival here 
was Rev. John H. Cushing, a Catholic 
priest, of Denver, who went there yes- 
terday to file a complaint against Am- 
yassador Meyer. Cushing claims that 
he and 2S other priests were driven out 
of the Denver diocese by Bishop Mata 
for no other reason than their failure to 
vote for him for the bishopric. Dro- 
tests were sent to Rome, and later the 
29 priests, as well as Matz, went there 
to state their case before the Vatican. 
The tight has continued without suc- 
cess ever since 1SSS8. 

In 1901 Matz is alleged to have had 
Cushing arrested in Rome for forcing 
himself into his presence, and it is said 
Cushing was put in jail by the Italian 
authorities, who opeuly admitted that 
it was in retaliation for the lynching of 
Italians in New Orleans.

A“THEORY UF MURDER 


Gains Ground In Case of Miss- 
ing Beverly Boy 


OLD WOODSMAN’S 


OPINION 


Is That Wilbur Clark Was Enticed 
Away and Killed, His Body Being 
Buried In a Swamp-—State Police 


Hope to Soon End Suspense 


Beverly, Mass.,” July 8—Hermit 
Mason A. Walton of Gloucester has 
given up his theory that Wilbur F. 
Clark, the missing Beverly child, was 
kidnapped He has 


plored the woods and swamps and will 


thoroughly ex- 


now search for the body of a mur- 
dered boy. He does not believe the 
boy wandered in from the road, but is 
firmly of the opinion that he was taken 
into the woods and murdered. Walton 
is an old woodsman and his opinion has 
great Weight with the state police, who 
Will continue the work along these 
lines in the hope that if the boy cannot 
be found alive his body at least may be 
recovered and the terrible 
under whieh his parents are now living 
be removed. 

“It is not a lost boy I am looking for 
now, but a murdered one,” said Wal- 
ton, after completing the most thor- 
ough search of Pine swamp yet under- 
taken since Clark’s disappearance just 
three Weeks ago today. 

“The boy's body is not above ground, 
if it is in the swamp,” Walton con- 
tinued. “I have searching for 
six days, and during that time [ have 
been over practically every inch of the 
ground. I found plenty of places where 
no one had been before, but no trace of 
a lost boy. 

“I do not believe the boy was kid- 
napped. It is a fairly easy matter to 
steal a child in a city, but out in the 
country itis almost impossible. Nobody 
could have stolen the child right before 
the face and eyes of its father and 
mother without Nobody 
had any motive for kidnapping him, 
So that is really the most un- 
reasonable that has been advanced. 

“The boy's body is not in the lake. 
Everybody admits that, of course. Then 
it must be in the swamp, and if it is 

thy has it not been found? The boy 
could not have wandered far alone. 
There are no bog holes deep enough 
for him to sink entirely out of sight, 
and even if that did happen his hat 
would remain on the surface, 

“Not only that, but if his body was 
on the surface it would smell so that 
you could not get any where near it with- 
out knowing it. Crows and bluejays 
will always flock where there is a dead 
body. In my searching I have detected 
no smell, and seen no birds flocking, 
and my senses are good and keen, too, 
like every man’s who has lived all his 
life in the woods: 

“So I say that the boy's body must 
be buried somewhere in the swamp or 
woods, and if it is, there has been a 
murder committed. I'm going to the 
SWilhip again tomorrow to search on 
that line. I don't say I'll find anything, 
but it seems to me that that is the only 
plausible theory to work on.” 

Gloucester people remember well that 
it was Walton who found the body of 
John Dondero in Magnolia swamp, 
after hundreds of searchers had tray- 
ersed the locality for three weeks.

CHAMBER! 4!N HURT 


British Colonia: secretary's Heaa 
Badly Cut In an Accident 

London, July 8—Joseph Chamberlain 
Was painfully hurt yesterday in a cab 
accident in Whitehall. The secre- 
tary’s hansom was passing through 
the Canadian arch, when the horse 
slipped and Chamberlain was precipi- 
tated forward with great violence. 
His head struck and shattered the giass 
front of the cab. Mr. Chamberiain's 
head was badly lacerated and bleeding 
profusely. A policeman helped the 
secretary into a cab and accompanied 
him to Charing Cross hospital, where 
his injuries were dressed. While Cham- 
berlain’s wounds bled a great deal, they 
Were not serious. 

The following bulletin was issued 
from Charing Cross hospital: “Mr. 
Chamberlain is suffering from a scalp 
wound on the forehead. He is now 
free from pain and feeling comfortable. 
There is no concussion.” The gash on 
the forehead required several stitches, 

Mr. Chamberlain's injuries, although 
hot dangerous, are likely to detain him 
in the house for the remainder of the 
week. He has a nasty crescent-shaped 
cut across the forehead three inches 
long and penetrating to the bone. 
Pieces of broken glass were found em- 
bedded in the wound. There was no 
concussion, but the bone is bruised. 
Mr. Chamberlain also 
slighter cut under the right eye. 


Bruce Gets Eighteen Years 
Hudson, N. Y., July 8—Harvey 
Bruce, who, with his three cousins, 
Willis, Burton and Frederick Van 
Wormer, was indicted for the murder 
of their uncle, Peter A. Hallenbeck, 


was arraigned in the supreme court 
yesterday. Bruce testified for the 
prosecution at the trial of the Van 


Wormers and in consideration of that 
fact a plea of guilty of manslaughter in 
the first degree was accepted in bis 
case yesterdiy. Justice Betts then 
sentenced him to Daunemora prison for 
18 years. The Van Wormers are now 
under sentence of death. 


Noted Manufacturer Dead

| NBW BATTLESHIP 


To Be Built at the New York Observations in Daily Walks of 


Navy Yard. 


Secretary Moody is reported by the 
Washington correspondent of the 
Herald to have selected the New York 
navy yard as the place where the 
government-built warship shall be 
constructed, so that it will not seriously 
effect labor at the Quincy yard. 

The only yards which received serious 
consideration were New York, Boston 
and Norfolk, none of the others having 
the equipment for undertaking a work 
of such magnitude. Norfolk was re- 
garded with some favor for the reason 
that unskilled labor could be procured 
cheaper than at northern yards, but it 
was shown to have the disadvantage of 
affording but a poor class of the higher 
grade of workmen. It was feared also, 
that the labor market would be serious- 
ly affected by the employment of so 
many men at government wages, and 
that the mechanics at Newport News 
would desert that yard. 

It was also shown that transportation 
rates from the steel factories were about 
10 per cent. higher to Norfolk than to 
New York and Boston, and fora ship 
weighing nearly 15,000 tons this differ- 
ence would have a material effect upon 
her cost.

Japan’s Mountains, 

All the mountains of Japan are of 
mnquestioned volcanic origin, and Fuji 
stands ‘where Hondo, the main island, 
is broadest. About twenty craters are 
still active throughout the islands, but 
Fuji-san belongs to the much greater 
number which are now inactive. Its 
last eruption occurred in 1707, contin- 
uing more than a month. As far away 
as Tokyo, sixty miles northeast, the 
ashes fell to a depth of seven or eight 
finches, while on the Tokaido, twélve 
or fifteen miles southeast, the accu- 
mulation was six feet. At this time 
was formed Ho-yei-san, & secondary, 
or parasitic, cone on the southeast 
slope. 

No other mountains in Japan reach 
within 3,000 feet of the elevation of 
Fuji, and it is therefore in prominent 
view from an immense area, including 
thirteen provinces of the empire. Cer- 
tain avenues in Tokyo are called Fuji- 
mi, or Fuji viewing streets, and from 
all of them the famous peak is a glori- 
ous spectacle.. All winter long the sum- 
mit of Fuji-san is unapproachable, and 
from November to July snows reign 
supreme. In the latter month, how- 
ever, When the trails up the mountain 
slopes are laid bare, the ascent be- 
comes feasible and remains so through- 
out the summer and early autumn. 


There Is No Mikado. 

Mr. W. 8. Gilbert was no doubt pri- 
marily responsible for the belief which 
is everywhere prevalent that the em- 
peror of Japan is always called the 
mikado by his people. Ask nine men 
out of ten what ts the official title of 
the ruler of the islands of the chrysan- 
themum and they will probably think 
they are being made fun of. Assure 
them that the question is asked fn all 
sober serlousness and they will give 
that of the title of Mr. Gilbert’s im- 
perial opera. For all this, the nine 
men out of ten would be wrong. His 
majesty is known as “tenno hei-ka,” 
which means “his imperial majesty.” 
Thus the people of Japan address thelr 
sovereign exactly as do the subjects 
of the imperious kaiser. Mikado used 
at one time to be the title, for it is the 
oldest form of address in use. It has, 
however, fallen into abeyance for sey- 
eral generations, 


Grindstones. 

The production of grindstones in the 
United States is almost entirely from 
Ohio and Michigan. The principal 
grindstone district in Ohio is included 
in Lorain, Cuyahoga and Summit coun- 
ties, with Cleveland as a center, the 
largest grindstone quarries and manu- 
facturing plants being within twenty- 
five miles of Cleveland. The quarries 
in southern Ohf are along the Ohio 
river west of Marietta and inland 
northwest of that city. A few quarries 
are in West Virginia across the river 
from Marietta. The Michigan quarries 
are on the shores of Lake Huron, about 
ninety miles north of Port Huron, near 
Grindstone City. In South Dakota are 
located the quarries of the Edgemont 
Stone company. 


Two Big Wedding Fees. 

When Collis P. Huntington was mar- 
ried for the second time, Henry Ward 
Beecher performed the marriage cere- 
mony. Huntington's first wife had 
been dead less than one yeur, and he 
desired the second marriage to be kept 
secret until his return from Europe. 
He gave Mr. Beecher a marriage fee 
of $1,500. When Huntington returned 
some months later, he went through a 
public ceremony, and Beecher again 
officiated. He gave another 
fee of $1,500. The great preacher had 
his humor aroused by this second fee. 
Turning to Huntington, he said, “Col- 
lis, 1 do wish you were a Mormon!”

Punctually every night at 9 o'clock the 
city “wakeman,” attired tn official cos- 
tume, appears before the mayor’s 
house and blows three solemn notes on 
the “horn of Ripon,” an instrument 
decorated with silver badges and with 
the insignia of the trading companies 
of the City of Spurs. Thereafter he 
marches to the market cross and gives 
one blast on his horn.

LONG STRIKE A FAILURE 


Pawtucket Railway Men Give 
Up the Fight 


GAIN ABSOLUTELY NOTHING 


Closing Chapter of a Bitter Contest 
In Which Services of the Militia 
Were Required to Subdue Mob Vio- 


lence and Much Damage Was Done 


Pawtucket, R. L., July 9.—The street 
railway employes’ strike, which has 
been in force since June 3, was last 
night declared off by a vote of 43 to 14, 
after a session lasting nearly four 
hours. The strikers yain xubsolutely 
nothing. Excepting five who made 
themselves objectionable, all tlie *-en 
will be taken back on the bisis of an 
11-hour day at 18 2-3 cents an hour. 

The strikers will retain their old 
rank, but will follow the old men who 
did not strike and all others wio-re- 
turned during the strike, together with 
four strike breakers. 

The announcement of the settlement 
Was made to a large crowd who had 
gathered about the hall awaiting the 
decision. o. 

The men will return to work tomor- 
row, but they will report to Superin- 
tendent Smith today to receive instrue- 
tions on the new transfer system. 

The spirit of enmity agaiust the rail- 
road company reached its height on 
June 12, when it became necessary to 
call out the state militia. An almost 
complete boycott had been established 
and no cars coul.| be operated in safety 
either in this city or Centra! Falls after 
nightfall, even when the troops were 
present. 

On June 29 the city was evacuated by 
the militia and since that time, although 
many overt acts have been co nmitted, 
practical quiet has been restored. 

The strike was precipitated by the 
refusal of the railway company to abide 
by the 10-hour law, giving the men pay 
for 11 hours. ‘The entire system, eoin- 
prising Providence. Central Malls and 
all suburban towns within a radius of 
16 miles, was affected. The men ae- 
cepted the railway company’s terms in 
Providence and on the suburban roads 
on Saturday last, but the local strikers 
determined to hold out. 

Mucb pressure Was brought to bear 
and last night's action brought tea 
close one of the most bitterly contested 
labor problems with which this city 
has yet had to deal. 


iF FUNDS RUN LOW 


Miners Will Appeal to Labor Unions 
and Public For Assistance 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 9.—A national 

defense fund, to which all 


organized 
labor and the public in general will be 
asked to contribute, is the latest propo- 
sition placed on foot to help the strik- 
ing anthracite coal miners if they need 
assistance in their struggle. Harry 
White of New York, secretary of the 
National Garment Workers, and mem- 
ber of the conciliation committee of the 
National Civic Federation, held a long 
conference with President Mitchell 
yesterday, during which the plan was 
approved by the miners’ chief and Mr. 
White will at once begin preparations 
tocarry itout. President Mitchel! says, 
however, that the Miners’ union will 
uecept no aid until their own resources 
are exhausted. Mr. Wliiite came here 
authorized by several labor organiza- 
tions to place the proposition before 
President Mitchell. 


Militia May Be Called Upon 

Blackstone, Mass., July 9.—-A fusillade 
of revolver shots directed at the Sara- 
Dac mills of the American Woolen com- 
pany added a degree of excitement lest 
night to fle midnight hour. Lhearmed 
guards within the walls of the plant 
made no response to the attack. A 
very bitter feeling exists over the action 
of the woolen company in ordering here 
100 foreign weavers to fill the strikers’ 
places. The mill will be put in opera- 
tion today. So determined are the local 
strikers to resist any attempt to dis- 
place them that provisional orders have 
been issued for the calling out of state 
militia in order to protect the employes 
and the mill property. ‘The strike, 
which is a sympathetic oue, has been in 
force four months. 


The Freight Handlers’ Strike 

Chicago, July 9.—T»rough the efforts 
of Chairman Job of the state arbitration 
tommittee a series of meetings has 
been arranged for today between the 
general managers of cach of the roads 
and a committee of five men from the 
same line. Chairman Job says that he 
inserted the entering 
wedge for the settlement of the strike. 
President Curran of the freight hand- 
lers says: “I feel assured tuat the 
difficulty will be amicably adjusted be- 
fore tonight.”

Teach Filipino Schools 

New Haven, July 9—J. L. Fiske, 
Yale, 1901, who has been in charge of 
the boys’ school at Tacloban, Leyte, 
in the Philippines, writes home as fol- 
lows about his experiences: “The gen- 
eral idea existed that those brown skins 
were waiting to receive us, and all with 
mouths wide open to be filled with 
western civilization, and the English 
language. Such has not been our ex- 
perience. Where the people are so dis- 
trustful and reluctant to become peace- 
ful an Americanized school work can- 
not prosper. 

“Of the 384 teachers who began 
work in Leyte and Samar only eight 
are still in their places. Several have 
left t&e islands, some have stations 
elsewhere, and some are awaiting a 
safe place to begin life anew. ‘Two 
friends in Basey, Samar, tell often of 
being rooted up in the night and given 
arms to help defend the town. Sey- 
eral have been driven out. 

“We are exceedingly indignant over 
the reports sent and carried to ‘God's 
country by officials.’ They who talk of 
independence for the Filipinos are as 
ignorant of existing conditions here as 
they who talk of their ability and de- 
sire for peace.” 


To Hurry Coronation 

London, July 9—The news that the 
coronation of King Edward was to be 
held before the middle of August was 
published in America before it was 
known here. The Times and other 
papers confirm the announcement. 
From the same excellent source it is 
learned that the pressing forward of 
the coronation was due to the personal 
insistence of the king. His doctors 
were at first opposed to such an early 
date, but they now see that it is far 
better for the king to get through the 
turmoil of the coronation as svon as 
possible than to have it hanging over 
him for months, 


Ships at Admiralty’s Disposal 

London, July 9.—In the house of 
commons yesterday Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Admiralty Arnold- 
Forster contirmed the report that J. 
P. Morgan had offered to place all the 
British ships in the new combine at 
the disposal of the admiralty for the 
next 50 years, on certain terms. Mr. 
Arnold-Forster added that the offer had 
not yet been accepted, because it could 
only be dealt with in relation to Brit- 
ish shipping generally and the Atlantic 
trade position, which was !wing very 
carefully considered by the govern- 
ment, 


Standard Oil In New Combine 

Cincinnati, July 9.—The Confee- 
tioners’ Review of this city says: A 
report comes from the east that a move- 
ment has been started for the purpose 
of combining all the eastern candy com- 
panies under one management. The 
movement is said to be backed by the 
Standard Oi! company. According to 
current report the Standard Oil com- 
pany has been engaged in securing a 
proprietorship of the most extensive 
sugar plants in the west, which lends 
color to the report of the eastern candy 
combine. 

Back From the Philippines 

San Francisco, July 9.—Nearly all 
the troops returning on the transport 
Logan, which arrived yesterday, have 
seen long service in the Philippine isl- 
ands. The Sixteenth went from here 
in 1899. The men of that regiment 
have served in northern Luzon, now 
and again being in active combat with 
the rebels. ‘The Sixteenth infantry has 
been assigned to duty at Fort Me- 
Pherson, Atlanta, Ga., and the Seventh 
will remain for some time at the 
Presidio 

Miss Morrison Again Sentenced 

Eldorado, Kas., July 9.—Jessie Mor- 
rison, convicted of murder for killing 
Mrs. Olin Castle by cutting her throat, 
was yesterday sentenced to 25 years 
in the penitentiary. Motion fora new 
trial was overruled. Miss Morrison, 
who has gone through three trials, took 
the sentence with little show of demon- 
stration. ‘The case will be appealed to 
the state supreme court. At ber 
second trial Miss Morrison was given 
but five years. 


Disapproved by Governor 

New Orleans, July 9.—In consequence 
of the criticism of the northern press 
Governor Heard has vetoed the Smith 
bill, passed last week unanimously by 
the Louisiana legislature, prohibiting 
the use in the public schools of the 
state of any history which did not give 
the credit of the naval victory at San- 
tiago to Admiral Schley. 


Gathering of Educators 

Minneapolis, July 9.—Minneapolis 
has within her gates 15,000 or more 
delegates to the National Educational 
association convention. The meetiuzs 
yesterday were confined to the national 
council, fhe Indian department and the 
general sessions. 


Exposition to Close on Sundays 

St. Louis, July 9.—The board of di- 
rectors of the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position yesterday adopted a resolution 
that during the whole duration of the 
exposition the gates shall be closed to 
visitors on Sunday.

Boston, July ¥.—Murder was com- 
mitted yesterday in the house at 71 
Waverley street, Roxbury. Herbert 
Hill, 21 years old, shot and killed his 
Sister Alice, wife of Francis Riley, and 
wounded his mother. After the shoot- 
ing Hill ran hatless up Waverley street. 
It is said that he secured a hat froma 
painter, and then disappeared in I rank- 
lin park. 

Hill was finally arrested yesterday 
afternoon, after an aimless flight, at 
Milton Lower Mills, while attempting 
to board an electric car for Brockton, 
his peculiar actions attracting the at- 
tention of Policeman » Harrington, 
whose beat takes in the boundary line 
between Boston and Milton. He made 
not the slightest resistance and was 
taken to station 9, nearest the scene of 
the murder, where he was locked up 
for the night. 

Hill had every appearance of being in- 
sane. He talked incoherently and his 
hands were cut and bleeding where he 
had torn them with his teeth in his 
frenzy. 

During the day more than 150 police 
Officers and others had carried on a 
systematic search for Hill in Franklin 
park and the woods around Dorchester, 
but he cluded them ail. After he bad 
been locked in his cell he utterly col- 
lapsed and cried nearly the whole 
night. 

Hill's story was told in such an in- 
coherent and rambling way that the 
police could make little out of it. The 
prisoner was out all Monday night, not 
reaching home until 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning. He slept in the hallway un- 
til 7. 

The policé think that he nad some 
talk with his mother; that he crew ex- 
cited and drew his revolver, and, his 
sister appearing at that time, received 
the first bullet, which severed Ler jug- 
ular vein. One shot struck his mother 
and the other entered the transeunm over 
the door. ‘There was also an abrasion 
on Mrs. Hill's head which led the police 
to think she had been struck on the 
head with the butt of the revolver. 
All these occurrences took place in the 
hallway on the first floor of the iiouse. 

The prisoner, however, cannot give 
any details, sometimes declaring that 
he knew he had killed his mother and 
sister, and then again saying he bad 
no knowledge of what had been done. 
When asked about the shooting itself 
he talked incoherently and the police 
do not believe he has any reaiization of 
what he did. 

Some months ago Hill began to suffer 
from insomnia and begau using 
morphine, but he grew worse it stead 
of better. He acted strangely at times

VIVID WAMIC WARFARE. 


First Lifelike Reproduction of| Observations in Daily Walks 


the Custer Massacre. 


PLANHED BY SOOUT 0. P. HANHA. 


Fifteen Handred Crow and Cheyenne 
Indians, With 260 Regulars, Fought 
a Sham Battle on the Little Big 
Horn’s Historic Battleground. 
Three Hundred Indians Were In 
Real Fight Years Age. 


At Sheridan, Wyo., July 4, not far 
from the spot where Custer fell, twen- 
ty-six years after the heroic Seventh 
cavalry was demolished by a ferocious 
and overpowering force of Indians, 
was enacted a mimic but fearfully 
lifelike tmitation of that celebrated 
massacre, says the New York Times. 
Fifteen hundred Crows and Chey- 
ennes, hideous in their war paint, 
swooped down upon 260 men from 
Fort McKenzie and surrounded, cut 
down and annihilated them in the 
presence of thousands of spectators, 
who then saw the first lifelike repro- 
duction of the slaughter of Custer and 
his band. 

The fight of June 25, 1876, was with- 
out a surviving witness, and after the 
last horrible yell had died away in the 
Big Ilorn, after the last scalp had 
been lifted, there was no one of that 
gallant band of troopers left to tell 
the tale. The scene of carnage bas 
been described only in the unwilling 
speech of the Indian victors and the 
imagination of the writers whom that 
speech and the graves of the silent 
dead inspired. So, after all, the most 
authentic and certainly the most vivid 
picture of that fight was the sham bat- 
tle between Uncle Sam’s men and the 
Crows and Cheyennes on the Fourth 
of July, 1902. 

The recent reproduction of the Cus- 
ter massacre is the result of many 
years of scheming. For ten years ef- 
forts had beeu made te persuade the 
Crows to take part in the mimic tight, 
but all overtures had been met with 
grunts of disapprova). It was not un- 
til after patient persistence and much 
canvassing that O. P. Hanna, once a 
scout witb Custer, succeeded in inter- 
esting the reds in a sham battle. 
Through his long experience on the 
frontier and his personal acquaintance 
among the leading chiefs of the west- 
ern Indians Hanna finally came out on 
top. They agreed to “put up” an ex- 
hibition if Hanna would do certain 
things, which Hanna readily promised. 

The Crows are a very conservative 
tribe these days, and when once they 
were interested in the project they 
were ready to emigrate almost to a 
man to the field of the sham battle. So 
the Crow agency on the Fourth looked 
like a deserted village, while around 
the town of Sheridan were camped at 
least 3,000 Indians. Of the chiefs who 
took part in the sham battle the best 
known are Spotted Horse, Wolf-That- 
Lies-Down, Two Leggins, Old Crow, 
Plenty Cuss, Crazy Head, Red Toma- 
hawk, Iron Thunder, Medicine Crow, 
Sparrow Hawk, Pretty Eagle and Bad 
Man. 

Rehearsing 1,000 Indians for the 
sham battle was no small task and re- 
quired diplomacy as well as exécutive 
ability. For days the spectacle, was 
repeated until all the movements were 
thoroughly drilled into the red men’s 
minds. In the band of Indians who 
fought on the Fourth more than 300 of 
them were in the battle of twenty-six 
years ago. Major Sanders was the Cus- 
ter, and at the head of his Little band, 
representing the detachment of the fa- 
mous Seventh United States cavalry, 
he could be seen in the distance mak- 
ing a detour to surround a small clus- 
ter of Indians. The latter ran, and 
Sanders charged after them in full pur- 
sult. The red men were real warriors 
in appearance, with their shining, nak- 
ed limbs and features fantastically col- 
ored, and riding their mounts at top 
speed they presented a terrifying spec- 
tacle. 

The reds were then re-enforced and 
beat back the soldiers, the firing broke 
into a sullen roar, and the soldiers 
were seen again advancing. The sol- 
diers divided into two columns, one 
taking one side and the other the op- 
posite of the ascent up the ravine. 
Then Spotted Horse, who acted Gall, 
brought up more Indians. The troop- 
érs tried to form a junction of their 
two slender columns, but the enemy, 
scores and scores of flying, yelling 
fiends, remained ever between them. 

There was no escape. Gall was an 
omnipresent fiend and seemed to pos- 
sess a charmed life as he charged at 
the head of his hordes, yelling, encour- 
aging, calling ov the Great Spirit as 
they rode over their own dead to reach 
the little band of the Seventh. First 
the cavalry horses fell as their riders 
dropped behind them, shooting desper- 
ately on every side at an enemy that 
seemed to encircle each one of them. 
so numerous were the reds. 

A final charge, and both sides were 
down save a few plucky bunches of 
men who stood side by side in the last 
encounter. Tken the carnage began, 
and scalps were lifted in high glee. 
Custer alone, with half a dozen men, 
was making bis last stand. 

Then Custer remained alone for a | 
moment, finally falling, pierced by nu- 
merous bullets and lying undisturbed 
among that yelling horde, which re- 
garded him with awe as some power- 
ful agency of the evil spirit. There = 
lay, even as did the Custer of a quar- 
ter of a century ago. his yellow locks | 
undisturbed, his face marred only by | 
the battle smoke and his sword in his 
hand even tn death. j 

Such was the mimic battle given at 
Sheridan on the Fourth. at once the 
first and the most lifelike attempt to 
reproduce the Custer massacre.

the Notorious Convict 

Seattle, Wash., July 9.—Harry Trécy, 
the fugitive Oregon convict who has 
killed six men and wounded several 
others since June 9, is being hotly pur- 
sued by men and dogs in the country 
southeast of Seattle and will prohably 
be slain or captured within a few bours. 
His pursuers, who have with them two 
fine bloodbounds, are only a short dis- 
tance behind him. 

Tracy made another extraordinary es- 
cape from one of the posses after Lim 
yesterday. Word was received at 
the sheriff's office that Tracy lad been 
at the house of Mrs. Gerald at Renton 
for five hours. Fifty armed men at 
once hastened to the scene. When they 
reached the place they scatiered and 
took positions so they couid watch the 
house to the best advantase, On the 
arrival of Sheriff! Cudihee the posse 
closed in on the house, only to learn 
that Tracy had ieft the house by a 
rear door 10 minutes previously, while 
the posse were taking up positions to 
watch the place, hid for a few minutes 
in some of the bushes, and then quietly 
slipped away through the woods toward 
Palmer. The wonderful coolness and 
daring of the convict was never more 
fully exemplified than in this instance. 
In the back yard of the Gerald home 
Anderson, the man who ‘Tracy liad kept 
a prisoner from the time he left Port 
Madison, was found tied to a tree. 
Tracy had tied Anderson while the 
posse was in full view of the house. 

The bloodhounds were let loose on 
his trail and are reported to be close 
behind him. Fully a thousand armed 
men are now engaged in the pursuit. 


Wireless Experiments 
Washington, July 9.—The navy de- 
partnent has in contemplation a plan 
to establish a wireless telegraph  sta- 
tion in San Francisco harbor. The de- 
partment has now adopted a system of 
wireless communication, but expects 
soon to begin a series of ¢xperi tents 
at different points throughout the coun- 
try with several foreign systeiits. Lieu- 
tenant Hudgins of the naval burean of 
equipment, who was sent abroad to 
purchase apparatus for tria!, will bring 
with him the apparatus of two French 
and two German systems of wireless 
telegraphy, and these will he tried to- 
gether with the Marconi system, at 
New York, Annapolis, Washington, 

San Francisco and other poiats. 


lowa Crops Under Water 

Des Moines, July 9.—Last nizht the 
Des Moines river broke over the levee 
in the southeast part of the city and 
a score of families were driven from 
their homes. The steamer Leman, the 
biggest of the river excursion boats, was 
sunk and is in danger of breaking up. 
At midnight more than 24; inches of 
rain had fallen in 10 hours. The 
Raccoon is two miles wide through 
Dallas and Green counties and sweep- 
ing over crops on the bottom lands. 
Reports from the upper Des Moines and 
Raccoon tndicate that the flood has not 
reached its greatest height. 


Lee’s View of Cuba’s Prospect 

Wasbington, July 9—General Vitz- 
hugh Lee, former consul-general to Ha- 
vana, declared yesterday thar unless 
the Republican party agrees to carry 
out the reciprocity policy of President 
Roosevelt with regard to Cuba, anarchy 
will take the place of order, followed 
by interference by the Umited States 
and annexation. “Il have observed,” 
says General Lee, “that the negroes of 
the island are getting more or less dis- 
conted, claiming that they have not had 
their proper shar of the spoi's. This is 
significant of trouble.” 


An Indian Territory Volcano 

Guthrie, O. T., July 9.—Great excite- 
ment has been caused at Tulsa, 1. T., 
owing to the discovery by surveyors 
working north of that place of cracks 
in the sides of mountains, as though 
from great pressure underneath. Gas 
is escaping from the fissures and a con- 
tinual hissing and roaring ean be 
heard. On the extreme top of the high- 
est hill there has been a small voleano 
at work. Lxperts state it is a great oil 
and gas field and that pressure froma 
great depth has caused the commo- 
tion. 


Hard on Fishermen 

St. Johns, July 9.—Reports continue 
to arrive here of disasters on the coast 
as the result of the recent storm. 
Whittles’ craft with five men wis lost 
off Cape St. Mary. The loss in fish 
nets and gear sustained by the settle- 
ments in the vicinity of St. Jolns is 
estimated at $40,000.

Managua, July 9.—The Democracia of 
this city reports that the volcanoes of 
Mirad Valle and Rincond Vieja, jn 
Costa Rica, situated respectively SO 
and 60 miles southeast of Lake “Nic- 
aragua, are in active eruption.

An English King's Death. 

William Rufus was killed by an ar- 
row, elther accidental or with murder- 
ous intent. He died in the New for- 
est, his body was stripped by tramps 
and the next day was found by a char- 
coal burner, who placed the naked 
corpse on lis cart, hoping to receive a 
reward. On the way to Winchester 
the cart was upset, and the king’s body 
fell in the mire. Covered with filth 
and black with charcoal, it arrived in 
Winchester, where it was buried in the 
cathedral. A few years later the tow- 
er fell and crushed the tomb, and 600 
years after the Puritans rifled the 
grave and played football with the 
king’s skull.

There is an interesting story very 
little known of how Cruikshank con- 
ceived his picture of Fagin, the. Jew. 
During the time he was illustrating 
“Oliver Twist” he spent days travers- 
ing the east end of London in seareh 
of a face that would correspond with 
his conception of the character. One 
day while standing before a mirror in 
his dining room “pulling faces at him- 
self,” so to speak, for the want of 
something better to do, he accidentally 
made the features for which he was 
looking. The picture therefore of 
Fagin is really that of Cruikshank him- 
self.

The Narragansett dis- 
trict includes forts Adams, Wetherill 
and Greble. Ro -. and Rodman, 
Mass. The New London district is 
composed of forts Trumbull, Conn.; 
Mansfield, R. 1.; H. G. Wright, Michie 
and Terry, N. Y. 

The New York forts are situated at 
the entrance of Lond Island scund and 
are located for the purpose of defend- 
ing all the cities of the sound as well 
as the upper approach to New York 
city. 

All the engineer officers available 
have been ordered to these districts and 
are directing the preparation of such 
portion of the defense as would come 
under their charge. Ordnance officers 
have been directed to give attention 
to the inspection of guns, and quanti- 
ties of ammunition with blank charges 
have been sent to the various forts, 

Not only will the defense consist of 
handling and firing the guns hut it will 
also be a test of the appliances such as 
range finders, telegraphic facilities, 
signal operations and ever} bing else 
that is necessary in a perfect sea coast 
fort. Within the radius of the opera- 
tions the army will have no notice of 
where and when the attack will be 
made, The army must find that out 
for itsetf.

Traveler Tells of the Effect of 


American Influence. 


SHOE SHINING ON THE ISLAND. 


How a Yankee Bootblack Founded a 
New Industry—Education Very Pop- 
ular, and the Natives Are Eager to 
Learn English—Automobile Line 
Established—Many Good Roads Be- 
ing Built. 


“The American occupation of Porto 
Rico has resulted in the introduction 
of one Anglo-Saxon institution among 
the Latin peoples of the West Indies 
that has already become fast and per- 
manent,” said Dr. J. W. Fewkes of the 
bureau of ethnology, who recently re- 
turned from an archeological tour of 
that island, in the course of which he 
was afforded unusual opportunities for 
viewing the life ard customs of the is- 
landers tempered by American influ- 
ences, says the Washington Post. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“The first American troops that land- 
ed on the island were accompanied by 
a colored bootblack, a about 
twelve or fourteen years of age from 
New York, who drove a thriving busi- 
ness shining the shoes of the officers. 
The Porto Ricans were strangers to 
such an institution, but being of an 
imitative turn were not long in adopt- 
ing what to them seemed worth copy- 
ing. Following on the heels of the ar- 
my came other Americans, so that the 
little bootblack from New York soon 
had more business than he could at- 
tend to. But this, however, did not 
last very long, and in less than twe 
months after his experi- 
enced very lively competition from the 
youngsters of San Juan, who, watch- 
ing his movements, straightaway pro- 
vided themselves With boxes, brushes 
and blacking and, learning the word 
‘Shine,’ 
er the most approved American fash- 
ion. 

“Today every city and town in Porto 
Rico is full of tittle bootblacks, for the 
natives, having noticed that properly 
polished shoes constituted part of the 
makeup of well Americans 
and anxious not to be outdone in the 
matter of style, adopted the custom of 
keeping their shoes shined. 

“The American occupation and influ- 
ence is being felt in other ways 
throughout the island and is more es- 
pecially noticeable in the schools. The 
people are anxious to learn, and edu- 
cation is looking up all over the is- 
land. During my sojourn among these 
people I visited a country school one 
day where a teacher, a bright young 
Porto Rican, called one of his pupils, 
a little boy ten years of age, to the 
blackboard and directed him to draw 
a map of the state of Pennsylvania. 
The little fellow executed the map as 
well if not better than I could have 
done myself, putting in the rivers and 
cities, the names of which he wrote 
out in Spanish, Another little fellow 
drew a map of Connecticut, and I am 
free to confess that I never in my life 
saw a brighter class in geography. 

“Another thing I noticed is that ev- 
erybody on the island is anxious to 
learn English, which is coming into 
use more and more every day. It is 
now being taught in all the schools, 
and the generation now growing up 
will be able to speak and read the 
language as well as their native Span- 
ish.”

PLAN OF NEW WARSHIPS, 


Will Have Unusually Thick Armor 
and Strong Batteries. 

The navy department at Washing- 
ton has its plans practically complete 
for the four big warships just author- 
ized by the new law and which will 
bear the names of Louisiana, Connect- 
leut, Tennessee and Washington. The 
distinctive features of the new Ships, 
Says the New York Press, are the 
strength and the arrangement of their 
batteries and greater thickness in ar- 
mor. 

The battleships are to have a dis- 
placement of 16,000 tons and will be 
built for a speed of eighteen knots. 
Their batteries will consist of four 12 
inch guns, eight 8 inch guns, twelve 7 
inch and twenty 3 inch guns and a 
large number of smaller weapons scat- 
tered over the ship. 

The armored cruisers are to have a 
displacement of 14,500 tons and a 
speed of twenty-two knots. Their bat- 
teries will consist of four 10 inch guns, 
sixteen 6 ineh and twenty-two 3 inch 
gucs and a large number of smaller 
ones,

erat. As St. Louis is the center of the 
greatest apple producing section on 
the globe it is deemed proper that the 
apple growers should start the move- 
ment for an universal fruit congress. 
Among those interested in the pro- 
posed congress are H. C. Cupp of Fall 
Creek, LL, president of the Mississip- 
pi Valley Apple Growers’ association; 
C. H. Williamson of Quincy, B. C. Wil- 
son of Hannibal and J. M. Crow of 
Louisiana, Mo. 

Mr. Messick says the greatest apple 
country in the world is without doubt 
along the Mississippi and Missouri 
river bluffs and in northern Arkansas, 
southwest Missouri, eastern Kansas 
and other portions of the same states, 
where there is a recky foundation and 
plenty of iron in the soil.

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BTEAMER BADLY DAMAGED 


The Priscilla Is Rammed by the Pow- 
hatan In a Fog 

Newport, R. L., July 10.—-Stern first, 
with her head low down in the water 
end with a great hole in ber bow, and 
one of her crew killed in his berth, t'.e 
Fall River line steamer Friscilla was 
dragged to her berth here by the 
steamer Puritan, of the same line. 
Priscillg had been in collision with 
steamer Powhatan, in Narragansett 
bay, off Point Judith, and for six 
hours had waited for help tocome. At 
last the Puritan had beard signals of 
distress and had gone to the scene of 
her sister ship. 

The Prisciila was bound for New 
Yorm. She had left here 4 trifle late, 
and put out intoa dense fog. After an 
hour's run, she was struck cn the port 
bow by the sharp bow of the Pow! atan 
with practically no warning. By jetti- 
soning part of the cargo, the vessel was 
lightened until her pumps kept her 
afloat. The passengers were Lot 
panic-stricken. 

The officers of the Priscilla state that 
the Powhatan had not been regularly 
sounding her whistles, and that when 
she did at a late moment, she gave the 
wrong signal, and then the crash came. 
The Powhatan men stated that the 
“riscilla came suddenly out of a bank 
of fog, and that the ships came together 
after an exchange of signals before 
anything could be done to avert a col- 
lision. . 

Providence, July 10.--Steamer Pow- 
hatan, bound from Balti ore for this 
port, arrived here and reported being 
in collision with the Priscilla. Her 
bow was badly damaged and a great 
hole was stove in the port side five feet 
below the water line. The forward 
compartment was flooded but no water 
reached the other bulkheads of the ship 
and no damage was done to the freight. 

Ancient Dam Washed Away 

Parras, Mex., July 10.—A cloudburst 
visited this section yesterday, covering

damage to the extent of 400,000. The 
big Patagolana dam broke id was 
completely destroyed.

All Classes Intend to Uphold 
President Palma 


DISCONTENT OF NEGROES 


Will Not Go to the Extent of Making 
Trouble—Hopes of Tiding OverjPe- 
riod of Suffering Until Reciprocity 
Legistation Is Successful 


Washiugwa, July 10.—Minister 
Quesada of Cuba, in an interview on 
conditions in the island yesterday said: 
“Not only is the island tranquil from 
one end to the other, but the people 
are determined to continue quiet, no 
matter how much their suffering, be- 
cause they know that internal disorder 
means the sacrifice of Cuban independ- 
ence. 1 am not speaking from mere 
conjecture, | know that all the prom- 
inent generals in every section of the 
island have communicated to President 
Paima their purpose to uphold his ad- 
ministration. The governors of all the 
provinces have reported to President 
Palina that their localities are free from 
disorder.” 

Asked regarding the negroes he said: 
“There has been some discontent among 
the colored people, because they had not 
been given any ollices, and when Presi- 
dent Palma came into office they held 
meetings and requested that they be 
given some of the places. But even 
when they held these meetings and 
passed ther resolutions, their leaders 
at the same time declared in un- 
equivocal language that they did not 
propose to make any trouble. On the 
contrary, they asserted positively their 
intention of preserving good order and 
peace in the island. There is no fear 
of any trouble from the colored citi- 
zens of the islands.” 

“Is the commercial condition of the 
island satisfactory?” he was asked. 

“There is naturally a pessimistic feel- 
ing in the islands,” was the reply, “be- 
cause of the failure of reciprocity legis- 
lation. Believing, however, that recip- 
rocity is only delayed, and not per- 
manently denied, we hope to success- 
fully tide over the period of suffering 
which must elapse until reciprocity is 
granted. If it does not come, and the 
sugar growers cease producing sugar, 
the mills will shut down and both the 
laborers in the fields and in the n ills 
will be out of employment. We will 
then have a period of distress.” 


Burglar « Murderer 

New York, July 10.—Albert C. Lat- 
imer, who was shot, it is supposed, by 
a burglar at his residence in Brooklyn, 
died last night. The shooting took place 
on July 2 at 2 o'clock in the morning. 
Mr. Latimer died without being able 
to make a connected statement as to the 
visit of the burglar. Mrs, Latimer told 
how her husband grappled with the in- 
truder and was shot. The police have 
been unable to find any trace of the 
burglar.

SARANAC MILLS START UP 


Seventy-Two Strike-Breaking Weav- 
ers Are Put to Work 
Waterford, R. 1, July 11.—Seventy= 
two strike breakers from Previdence, 
Paterson and Union Hi!l, N. J., under 
escort of 31 deputy sheriffs, arrived here 


late yesterday afternoon and entered 
the Saranac mills of the American 
Woolen company. The new help, all 
of whom are experienced, were sent 
here to take the places of the native 
help, who have been on strike for the 
past four months. 

There was no show of violence against 
the new arrivals aside from some 
shouting by the strikers who watched 
the procession, guarded by the deputies, 
march through the town to the mill 
property. 

Seventeen pative weavers returned to 
work yesterday, after having been idle 
10 days, but the 150 others, who have 
been out since last March, paid no 
attention to the call for weavers issued 
by Agent Merrill. Ie said that he had 
no assurante as to how many more of 
the native weavers would come in. 

The deputy sheriffs were sent here 
by the American Woolen tompany to 
protect its employes and property. 

Waterford is in. the town of, North 
Smithfield, and is practically without 
police protection except what the state 
is able to render, 

The weaving department of the mills 
will be put into operation today and it 
is expected that another deputation of 
men will soon arrive so that the entire 
loom capacity of the plant may be put 
into operation.

MINE DISASTER AT JOHNSTOWN, 


Hundreds ~ Killed by 
Baffle Attem 


Johnstown, Pa., July 11.—Johnstown 
has again been visited by an appalling 
disaster. It is only less frightful than 
the awful calamity of May 31, 1889, in 
cost of life, but in its terrible conse- 
quences it has brought the shadow of 
sorrow in hundreds of homes made 
desolate by a mine explosion which 
took place in the Cambria Steel com- 
pany’s rolling mill mine, nnder West- 
mont hill, at 12:20 o'clock 
afternoon.

How many are dead it may take sey- 


eral days to fully determine, but that | 


is is a long, shocking list is certain. It 
may reach 206 or more men. It was 
nearly an hour after the explosion be- 
fore any general knowledge of what 
happened got abroad. Men who came 
from the mines, escaping with 
lives, told the terrible news end soon it 
spread like wildfire all over the city. 
In scores of homes there was the most 
pathetic scenes. Mothers, 
daughters sons and relitives were 
frantic with grief. Hundreds rushed 
to the point and awaited news that did 
not come from the illfated mine. 

At the opening across the river from 
the point, the Cambria Iron company 
police, with several assistants, stood 


guard, permitting no cne to enter the | 


mine, from which noxieus g:ises were 
coming. 
all hope of sending rescue parties from 
the Westmont opening was abandoned. 
Two men who had. escaped from the 
mine—Richard Bennett and John 
Meyers—went back two miles to see 
what assistance could he rendered, bot 
the frightful damp drove them back 
and they fell - prostrate when they 
finally, after a desperate struggle, 
reached the outside. Twodoctors gave 
the men assistance and after working 
with them half an hour, restored them. 

Their story of the situation in the 
mine made it clear that the rescue work 
could not proceed from the Westmont 
opening and then hasty preparations 
were made to begin that sad mission 
at the Mill creek entrance. 

Soon after the news of the explosion 
reached the Cambria officials, Mining 
Engineer Marshall G. Moora and ono 
of his assistants, A. G. Prosser, made an 
attempt to enter the mine. They were 
followed by Mine Superintendent 
George T. Robinson, but the deadly 
gases stopped their progress aid they 
were compelled to return to the sur- 
face, 

Mine Foreman Harry Rodgers, his 
assistant, William*Blanch, and _ fire 
bosses John Whitney, John Retallick 
and John Thomas were overcome by 
the gases and it is feared they perished 
in an heroic effort to rescue the miners. 
A son of Harry Rodgers then tried to 
reach his father, but he was quickly 
overcome by the deadly gas and was 
carried out unconscious.

At 11:20 the first four victims were 
brought to the surface from the Klon- 
dike section. They were William 
Robertson, who was unconscious when 
found; John Retallic, alive and in pretty 
good shape, and two unknown Slavs, 
both alive, but unconscious. Dr. Low- 
man, who came up With the men, said 
he passed 25 dead bodies, some of them 
in sitting postures. 

At 2 o'clock this morning Mayor 
Pendry stated that Genera] Manager 
Price told him the numbeyz of bodies in 
sight at 1 o'clock was 65. 

When the news of the explosion 
reached the surface several! of the mine 
Officials attempted to enter the mine, 
but were prevented by deadly gases. 
The scene of the accident, kuown asthe 
Klondike, Is two miles from the sur- 
face, and the work of rescue, which has 
already commenced, is attended with 
great difficulty and danger. 

About a score ef American miners 
who were at work near the Klondike 
district noticed the presence of the fire 
damp in their apartment soon after the 
explosion occurred and started at once 
for the main entrance. They were al- 
most overcome by the dcadly gas, but 
reached the outside world in safety. 

One of the men who got out safely 
faid it is not known what caused the 
explosion and that it Will probably 
never be known. as he believed none of 
the men at work in the Klondike dis- 
trict can be saved. He also said that 
only a few days ago the officials issued 
an order to the employes in the mine 
not to play with the gas and that the 
very next day a young Hungarian was 
seen pushing his naked lamp along the 
roof of the mine in search: of it. 

Mining Engineer Moore and George 
T. Robinson, superintendent. are at 
the head of a mining party from the 
Franklin slope and Conemangh mine. 
They are slowly working their way 
toward the scene of the explosion, hut 
must fight the deadly gasex every step 
of the way. Canvas screcns are being 
used to wall all the side eutrances and 
rooms, so as to force 2 direct current 
of pure air ahead of the rescuers. En-

No list of the names of 
the dead miners can be given, for the 
majority of them were foreigners and 
were known only by check and not by 
name.” : 

The mine is one of the largest coal 
Mines in the United States, aceording to 
the statement of  officia!s. From 
the entrance in the hill across the river 
from the point to the one at Mill creek 
is a distance of 3 3-4 miles.

The cases against Charles Carlson 
Oscar Johnson and Geerge A. Ryden, 
the three men who it is alleged blew 
up the house of George K. Ellis with 
dynamite the night before the Fourth, 
came up on continuance in the district 
court this morning. 

Officer John A. McAloon was the 
first witness. He testified that he 
visited Carlson’s house on the night of 
July 3 three times with Officer McKay. 
Saw no one there the first time, but 
had a talk with Ellis. Saw no one the 
second time. The third visit was about 
2 o'clock A. M. McKay and I drove 
up a private way from the corner of 
Curtis and Ryden street. Saw three 
forms in front of Carlson’s house and 
saw them fjre several shots toward 
Ellis Sik, Se the horse. When 
they saw us they rav. I chased the 
tallest man towards Ellis house. 1 
also heard door slam at the Carlson 
house. In consequence of what was 
said I went back and found McKay 
back of Carlson’s house. 

We then searched the Ryden house 
and barn and the Johnson house.

The Lawson’s keel was laid the first 
of last November and she will be ready 
for sea just about nine months from 
then. Her finished cost will be 
$250,000. When in commission she 
will be used in the coal carrying trade 
between northern and southern ports 
and may ‘‘round the horno’’ to the 
Philippine Islands after she is well 
broken in. She will be taken at 
once to the Fore River dock for fitting 
out and will probably go into commis- 
sion inside of six weeks. Her first 
trip will be outof Boston, and is likely 
to take her to Philadelplia on her way 
south.

{n comparing the edges of knives and 
scissors it will be noticed, of course, 
that the latter are not in any way so 
sharply ground as the former, and that 
in cutting scissors crush and bruise 
more than knives.

“Russian forces still hold) New- 
chwang, and it is plainly understood 
by every cabinet throughout the world 


that we will continue to hold that 
port as long as Tientsin is oecupied by 
the forces of governments foreizn toa 
Chinn, We hold Newebwang as a 
guarantee for the evacuation of ‘Tien- 


tsin and are prepared to return New- 
chwang and its railroad connections 
to the Chinese administration when- 
ever the corresponding obligations are 
discharged at ‘Fientsin.” 

The count further explained as fol- 
lows: 

“In answer to oft repeated questions 


I may repeat the position of Russia. 
Manchuria was occupied by Russian 
forces becuuse the Chinese regular 


troops invaded Russian territory prop- 
er and began war with us. We drove 
them back and temporarily occupied a 
part of their territory. As an act of 
conquest and reprisal Russia was en- 
tilled to the sovereignty of Manchuria, 

“At the beginning of hostilities Rus- 
sia announced thut no policy of ag- 
grandizement animated her policies, 
When peace was secured, Russia grad- 
ually evacuated Chinese territory, re- 
turning it to the ChineSe. We bad 
conquered it. We held it. Had we 
coveted Manchuria where was the 
power to drive us out? Russia held 
Manchuria with an overwhelming 
force. Nothing equal to it could baye 
been mobilized in China. 

“Manchuria was restored to China 
in compliauce with the uncoerced good 
faith of Russia and in accordance with 
@ programme announced at the time 
we were repelling an actual war. New- 
cliwang and similar territory will be 
treated in the same way.”

JOHNSTOWN'S HORROR 


Dead Bodies Have All Probably 
Been Recovered 


FATALITIES PLACED AT 114 


Black Cloud of Mourning Hangs Over 
the City, Especially the Portion In- 
habited by Foreiguers—Sunday a 
Day of Funeral Obsequies 


Jobnstown, Pa., July 14.—After a 
consultation last evening with the four 
State mine inspectors summoned here 
to make a thorough inspection of the 
rolling mill mine of the Cambr. Steel 
company, James E, Roderick, chief of 
the state bureau of mining inspection, 
granted formal permission to resume 
operations in all sections of the mine ex- 
cept the Klondike today. The Klondike 
workings will likely be closed for sey- 
eral days until perfect seeurity is as- 
sured through the bratticing of open- 
ings and repairs necessitated by the 
explosion. 


Two more deaths of rescned vietims 


have occurred since Saturday night. 
These deaths raise the total fatalities 
to 114, although the company records 


have it one less. Much confusion has 
attended the compilation of the record 

Mine Superintendent Robinson says: 
“I would not like to assert that there 
are 10 more bodies in the mine, but I 
do not think there are. There may be 
a few.” 

It is generally regarded as certain 
that the full extent of the disaster is 
now known. State inspectors say that 
the condition of all the workings are 
now free of gas and the almost perfect 
ventilating apparatus are rushing cur- 
rents of pure air into the uttermost re- 
cesses of the subterranean workings. 
There has not been a single place out- 
side of the old abandoned chambers 
that have not undergone the acruting 
of experts nounes v 
as good conditic on as could be a: 
demanded. 

Four state mine inspectors went all 
through the Klondike yesterday making 
air tests and noting the conditions con- 
trolling ventilation. They foundn any 
openings which retarded the proper 
course of air currents and noted them. 
After finishing the Klondike section the 
experts went through all the other see-

dangerous symptoms. There they 


found matters in ordinary shape. The 
inspectors would say nothing as to their 
discoveries until called upon to testify 
at the inquest. 

“We know where the explosion inthe 
rolling mill mine occurred. We know 
what caused it. We know wno caused 
it. If he were alive criminal action 
might reach him. He is dead un- 
doubtedly. There jis nothing sensa- 
tionat about the cause. I will only say 
that the explosion was not caused by a 
blast.” 

These poignant statements were made 
by Joseph A. Roderick, chief of the state 
bureau of mines, last night, some time 
after hearing the report of his four dis- 
trict inspectors who made an official ex- 
amination of the mine yesterday. 

Mr. Roderick said: “There is noth- 
ing to conceal and everything known 
to me will be made public at the cor- 
oner’s inquest, which will not be held 
for several days.” 

Most of the interest centered yester- 
day in the funeral obsequies which were 
scattered throughout the city. The 
black cloud of mourning Was heaviest 
over Cambria City, where the foreign 
population dwells. Scenes of Saturday 
tn this section were repeated, but only 
with sterner force. It was a grim fete 
day in which the number of partici 
pants was augmented by throngs the 
trains brought in. The outsiders came 
from towns within 4 radius of 50 miles 
or more. These visitors spread them- 
selves out in squads and took in the 
various points of interest associated 
with the dread tragedy. 


All night Saturday workmen dug 


graves in the Morrelville cemeteries. 
By morning they had enough com- 


pleted to care for the day's arrivals and 
for those who were taken to the ceme- 
tery entrance on Saturday and had to 
be stored in a barn until excavations 
could be made for them. 

The burial was simplified by the 
digging of long trenches in place of 
separate graves. In one of these 25 
coffins were lowered. 

The afternoon was devoted to fu- 
nerals. Over Cambria City the deep 
intonations of tolling bells tolled their 
clamorous wailof grief. Bands poured 
out mournful dirges through almost 
every thoroughfare. Catholic societies 
were out in their regalias. The na- 
tional flag hung limp and lifeless in the 
still air while-among its folds was 
mingled streamers of mourning. 

Friends of the dead miners and em- 
ployes who lost their lives on Thursday 
have been going over the list of dead 
with a view of learning the number of 
widows and fatherless children left be- 
hind and who will be made helpless by 
the catastrophe. According to the 
most reliable data there are 34 widows 
and 138 children. 


FIGHT WITH ROBBERS 


Policeman Was Shot, but Captured 
One of His Assailants 

Ashland, Mass., July 14.—Former 
Sheriff Pitsbury of this place was shot 
through the thigh during an encounter 
With three burglars who had broken in- 
to Woods’ grocery store early Sunday 
night. Although severely wounded he 
managed to arrest one of the men, while 
the other two escaped. The arrested 
man was Nelson Bodreau. 

While Pitsbury was keeping watch 
in Ashland square he heard a noise in 
the direction of Woods’ store. In or- 
der to make as little noise as possible 
the officer took off his shoes and then 
went to the store and found a man on 
the outside of the door who asked if 
he was “Pitsbury.” The officer 
thought by this that the break was the 
work of some boys and he ordered them 
to come out and hold up their hands. 
Instead, however, two men appeared 
on the fire escape on the second story 
and, seeing their companion in the 
hands of the officer, they opened fire 
with revolvers. Over 20 shots were 
fired, only one taking effect. The noise 
of the shooting aroused the neighbors, 
who came to the officer's assistance. 

On picking up the officer’s shoes it was 
found that one of the bullets had 
ploughed its way through one of them. 
State Detective Dunham has taken 
charge of the case. 


Dastardly Att mpt ‘te Wreck Car 

New London, July 14.—An attempt 
to wreck a trolley car was made last 
night about three miles north of this 
city. A heavy steel rail was laid across 
the tracks a short distance from a 
bridge which crosses an arm of the 
Thames river and had the car left the 
track it surely would have gone over 
the declivity. The car was crowded 
and it struck the rail with a crash, send- 
ing the obstruction to one side.  Al- 
most a panic ensued, as the shock to 
the passengers was terrific. No clue to 
the would-be wree kers | has been found. 


No Change In Demands 

Providence, July 14—There was a 
meeting of the striking weavers of the 
American Woolen company’s mills in 
Olneyville and Manton here yesterday 
at which the reply of Treasurer Wood 
to the letter sent to him inviting a con- 
ference was submitted for action. It 
resulted in a vote to have committees 
call upon the local managers, as sug- 
gested in the reply, and it was stipu- 
lated that the demands should be the 
same, for abolition of the two-loom 
system on faney worsted weaving. 


Five Hurt In Explosion 

Providence, July 14—In an auto- 
mobile explosion in Roger Williams 
park yesterday Cora Willard was prob- 
ably fatally burned, and four others 
received injuries more or less severe. 
The machine, which was wrecked, was 
a two-seated one, propelled by steam 
and was used as a public conveyance. 
Six passengers were aboard. The 
gasolene valve blew out and the fire at 
once communicated to the storage tank, 
which exploded, enveloping the occu- 
pants in a sheet of fire. 


Friutless Search Continues 

Beverly, Mass., July 14.—The 27th 
day since the disappearance of Wilbur 
Clark passed without adding anything 
new to what little is already known. 
The bloodhound which has been used 
for the past three days was again taken 
into the woods, but found no scent. A 
number of clairyvoyants came to the 
lake yesterday and gave conflicting so- 
lutions of the mystery, but none of their 
suggestions possessed value enough to 
cause a change in the present plan of 
searching. 


Charged With Arson 

Keene, N. H., July 14.—George E. 
Hopkins was arrested at his boarding 
place yesterday, charged with setting 
fire to Griffins mills, which were to- 
tally destroyed by fire Saturday night. 
It is claimed that he made a full con- 
fession, assuming no reason for his 
act except that he had been drinking. 
He is 32 years of age and bad been 
employed by Mr. Griffin until last week, 
when he yoluntarily left to go on a 
farm.

BEARPROOF WAGONS. 


Style of Vehicles For Transporting 
Meat In Yellowstone Park, 
Bears are more numerous in Yellow- 
stone park this year than ever before, 
says a dispatch from Mammoth Hot 
Springs to the St. Paul Dispatch. 
Among the objects of interest the bear- 
proof meat wagons used to transport 
meat over the mountain roads to the 
park hotels oceasion no little comment. 
On first sight they are taken for gov- 
ernment ammunition wagons, as they 
are built along bombproof lines. The 
wagon beds are about three feet high 
and covered with heavy sheet iron, 
iron gratings on the ends providing 

ventilation. 

The bears are so numerous that these 
wagons have become a necessity. An 
ordinary wagon bed with«a wooden 
box would be torn to pieces in a single 
night and the meat taken or carried 
away. It is doubtful if even 
bearproof wagons would withstand the 
test if exposed too long, owing to the 
ingenuity and great strength of the an- 
imals.

PASTOR DREW’S TROUBLES 


Augmented by Being Bodily Fired 
From St Paul’s Church 

Boston, July 14.—An exciting scene 
Was enacted at St. Paul's Baptist 
church (colored) at the close of yester- 
day morning’s services, when, as the 
culmination of troubles that have for 
some time existed between a portion of 
the society and the former pastor, Rev. 
Simon P. W. Drew, the latter was 
thrown bodily from the church by half 
a dozen constables.

Objection was 
made to the presence of the constables 
on the platform, andd they finally took 
positions in the hedy of the church. 
Then matters remained quiet until the 
close of services. At that time the re- 
quest Was made that everyone should 
leaye the church and all complied ex- 


cept the defiant pastor and the econ- 
Stables, the congregation, as they 
passed out, lining up in the etreet 


awaiting developments. 

They soon came in the form of Drew. 
who made a forcible exit from the front 
door and landed on the sidewalk with 
the constables upon him. His hat was 
knocked off, while his personal appear- 
ance indleated that he had not heen 
ejected without a struggle. When he 
had regained his feet he attempted to 
address the crowd, but his remarks 
were drowned by hisses and jeers and 
hé quickly took his departure while the 
crowd dispersed. 

Coal Strike Crisis Near 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 14.—The 10th 
week of the great anthracite miners’ 
strike may witness the crisis. Every- 
thing now depends on the national con- 
vention which meets at Indianapolis 
Thursday. If the convention votes 
solid support to the hard coal miners 
now on strike the conflict with the op- 
erators may be prolonged indefinitely. 
On the other hand, should substantial 
support not be forthcoming, it may 
have a discouraging effect on the strik- 
ers, and the operators, taking advantage 
of it, may attempt to resume operations 
at some of the collierles. This is the 
concensus of opinion as expressed in 
operators and strikers’ circles 


Pelee Again Causes Alarm 

Fort de France, July 14.—Saturday 
night and Sunday Mt. Pelee was in 
eruption.

There were no fatalities reported, but 
the inhabitants of the northern part of 
the island were panic-stricken.

THE AWARDING OF VICTORY 


Will Be Rendered Difficult Because

tle matters of general detail, such as 
the limits within whch the 
ships may attack, the ion of a 
commander for the “enemy's forces” 
and the selection of the ships which will 
compose the attacking squadron. 

An interesting part of the work in 
both sets of maneuvers will he that os- 
signed to the “umpires.” Ofticers will 
be assigned to each of the snips in the 
Raval maneuvers and to both ships and 
fortifications in the joiun exercises to 
act as judges, and it is understood that 
the tinal decision in the greater muneu- 
vers as to whether the army or the navy 
has been victorious will be rendered 
by a board of high ranking cllicers from 
both branches of the service, prolmbly 
headed by Admiral Dewey. 

The task of the individual judges will 
not be an easy one, for the entire 
scheme of the exercises is io be based 
on probity. For instance, a battlespip 
steams up past one of the Staten Island 
forts inthe dead of night. Asearehlignat 
flashes cut into the blackness from the 
fort, finds her, and the gunners ashore 
train their big weapons to blow Ler out 
of the water. Did the searehlight fud 
her in time to have prevented deadly 
work if it had been real war? Were 
the guns In the fort trainea «= her with 
te requisite precision, or can she ve 
considered as having run the gauntlet 
and as flying up the sound to shell the 
metropolis? This is but a sample of 
what may be expected in the way of 
situations open to vigorous dispute 
from both sides, 

As soon as General MacArthur takes 
hold at New York it is expected tl athe 
will co-operate with Rear Adwiral 
Higginson in drawing up 2 complete 
and definite plan for the game of war 
between the army and the navy which 
begins the latter part of August. 

The plans of the joint maneuvers 
are lagging a little, owing to the fact 
that General Brooke will turn over the 
command of the department of the e: st 
in a few days to General MaeArthur 
and not until the latter takes hold of the 
arrangements for the army's partic'pa- 
tion in the maneuvers «re the plaus ex- 
pected to take definite shape.

ACCIDENT TO ILLINOIS 


In the Baltic Sea 

Washington, July 15—The navy de- 
partment has received a cablegram 
from Rear Admiral Crowninshield, 
Stating that the battleship Illinois ran 
aground yesterday while entering 
Christiana harbor. Lhe admiral said 
that both engines were backed, but not 
in time to prevent the disaster, and 
that the Illinois will have to be docked 
for repairs. 

Christiana, July 15.—While the Illi- 
ois Was standing into the barbor, lead- 
ing the squadron yesterday, her steer- 
ing gear failed and her helm jammed 
hard to starboard with the ship headed 
Straight for the shore. Both anchors 
were let go and her engines were 
backed promptly. But the port anchor 
chain parted, the ship struck an ob- 
struction and a hole was punched in 
her bottom. Twosmall coiwnpartnients 
filled with water, the crew were 
piped to collision quarters and the 
watertight doors wereclosed. ‘Therest 
of the squadron stood into the inner 


harbor. The lilinois was eventually 
backed off and anchored safely. 

Rear Admiral Crowninshield will 
probably shift his flag to the Chi- 
cago, and the remainder of the pro- 
posed Baltic cruise may be aban- 


doned. 


Waller’s Tribute to Soldiers 

Norfolk, July 15.—The presentation 
of a sword to Major Waller of the 
marine corps by the citizens of Norfolk, 
his native home, in the Academy of 
Music last night was marked in its 
simplicity. During Major Waller's 
speech he said: “I fear that in honor- 
ing me you have overlooked the offi- 
cers and men who shared the hardships 
and trials with me. I wish rou could 
have seen the enlisted inen at times 
when the odds were as high as 80 tol 
against us. Bleeding, starviag and 
dying, they pushed forward without 
murmur, without whimper. Such gol- 
diers the world has never seen before.” 


Famous Monument Collapses 

Venice, July 15.—The campanile of 
St. Mark’s church @)llapsed yester- 
day and fell with a great crash into the 
piazza. The campanile, which was en- 
tirely detached from the cathedral, fell 
where it stood, and is now a heap of 
ruins. Fortunately, premonitory signs 
of collapse allowed a partial clearance 
of the piazza, and, consequently, there 
were no fatalities. It was upon the 
top of the campanile, the beautiful bell 
tower of St. Mark's, built in SSS, that 
Galileo, in 1609, set up the first tele- 
scope, and there studied thestars. The 
tower was 40 feet square at the base 
and 250 teet high.

Newpos® News, Va., July 15.—Three 
cases of measles among the 300 ap- 
prentices on board the United States 
training ship Lancaster, now off l'ort- 
ress Monroe, caused the vessel to go 
into quarantine yesterday. The dis- 
ease Is said to be of a mildtype. The 
Lancaster was under orders to sail for 
Tompkinsville, N. Y., today and her de- 
parture is now de layed indefinitely.

Swimming and Diving. 

Probably every summer every one 
who goes into the water at all thinks he 
or she will surely learn to swim before 
the season is over. To such people J. 
P. Thompson’s article in Outing on 
* A Short Cut to Swimming’ will be 
of especial interest. The sole reason 
why anyone cannot walk into the water 
and at once swim is, according to Mr. 
Thompsoa, simply because, owing to 
the novelty of the surroundings, the 
excitement of the enterprise, and the 
awkwardness of untried muscles, in- 
structions are not correctly followed. 
The instant the proper motions are 
performed, that instance the pupil is 
swimming. Different methods should 
be used with various kinds of timid 
pupils. Coaxing may serve for one; a 
little good-natured banter for a second, 
or an affected seriousness for a third. 

The first requisite in learning to dive 
is to learn how to fill the lungs and 
hold the breath. Those who douht the 
benefit of such a course have only to 
try it to be convinced of its excellence. 
If they have their chests accurately 
measured before the first exercise and 
again measured a month latter they 
will be agreeably surprised. The 
length of time one can remain under 
water depends upon the individual. 
An ordinary pair of lungs, when 
properly trained, are easily good for 
one minute; others can stand twice 
that time, while a few can stand a trifle 
more. 

Practicing opening the eyes when 
under water, for with favorable con- 
ditions there is much to be seen and 
enjoyed in the queer ghostly light be- 
low. The ability to see when below 
the surface may sometime prove of 
priceless value. It is one-of the at- 
tributes of swimming, and it may be 
readily mastered. But do not open the 
eyes until well below. The closed lid 
is an ample protection when one iz 
plunging from any height, and it should 
remain closed until the first swift 
downward rush is ended. 


Navy Uniform. 


Heretofore the United States sailor- 
man has been oblidged to go into debt 
to the Government for his outfit when 
he enlisted, and he could not have any 
liberty till the full payment had been 
made. Now Congress has taken a 
hand in the situation, and the depart- 
ment has issued an order which dates 


his first enlistment is allowed an outfit 
of clothing to the value of $45. The 
provision applies to all men but land- 
men under training, apprentices and 
hospital stewards, who are specially 
provided for in the same act. The ac- 
tion will probably have a benefical ef- 
fect on enlistments, which do not by

ploy all the modern appliances for deep 
sea  exploitations. The companies 
hamed pay a certain sum to the sultan 
of Jolo for the privilege of fishing, and 
that the business is profitable may be 
assumed from the fact that the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia and 
China and the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking corporation have extensive in- 
terests in it. 

The conditions essential to the great- 
est development of the mother of pearl 
and the pearl bearing mollusk are a 
reefy bottom, near mud, and especially 
where there is a luxurious supply of 
submarine vegetation, coral cups and 
another beautiful coral growth resem- 
bling “coach whips” /vur or five feet 
in length. Sweeping tides and ap abun- 
dance of living reefs are particularly 
favorable to the growth of this beauti- 
ful iridescent mollusk. ‘These condi- 
tions exist to perfection in the waters 
of the Jolo archipelago, where pearl 
fishing is now carried on to a limited 
extent, and also along the coast of 
Palawan, as well as along the Min- 
danao shores of the Jolo and Celebes 
seas. 

It is estimated that the area suited 
to the growth and propagation of the 
pearl oyster covers approximately 15,- 
000 square miles, an area large enough 
to furnish a supply of mother of pearl 
more than sufficient to meet the present 
demand of the entire world, and the 
imagination only can picture the num- 
ber, beauty and value of the beautiful 
pearls “of purest ray serene” that await 
discovery in the warm waters of those 
faroff eastern seas. 

While most mollusks secrete mother 
of pearl, there are few that yield 
pearls, and the best producer of both 
is the pearl oyster of the Jolo waters. 
The finding of the pearl, however, is 
as uncertain as the finding of rich nug- 
gets in placer mining. It has been 
found that in opening over 5,000 shells 
not a single pearl worth $25 was en- 
countered, and, again, as many as a 
dozen have been found in a single 
shell, and there is a story current that 
au Englishman a few_years ago found 
a shell devoid of the oyster, but con- 
taining sixty-five pearls. 

The value of the Jolo pearl, as of all 
others, depends upon its size, shape, 
color, brightness and freedom from de- 
fects. Perfectly round pearls weigh- 
ing over twenty-five grains are rare 
and very expensive. Pearls are sold 
by the pearl grain, four grains being 
equal to a carat. The formula for 
finding the price of a pearl, beginning 
at a size larger than a grain, is to 
square its weight and multiply the 
product by the value of a single grain, 
a two grain pearl,. therefore, being 
worth four times and a five grain pearl 
being worth twenty-five times the val- 
ue of a grain. 

In tbe large collection of pearls of 
the svltan of Jolo have always been 
many specimens rare in size, form and 
luster. A few have found their way 
into the markets of London and Paris 
as the condition of the royal exchequer 
ran low, and their excellence may be 
judged by the refusal to part with 
them at prices even higher than obtain 
in Europe. Upon the death of a for- 
mer sultan in 1879 there was found 
ameng his effects a box full of pearls 
of large size and superior quality. 
Upon his demise, as frequently occurs 
in oriental housebolds, the contents of 
this box disappeared, but a portion of 
the~contents was subsequently recov- 
ered by his son and successor, the sul- 
tan Buderoodin, and a few were sold 
in 1882 in order to defray the expenses 
of htis pilgrimage to Mecea. Since that 
date a large number of fine pearls have 
found their way into the possession of 
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pearl of the Jolo seas is utilized. It 
vies in radiant beauty with the dell- 
eate lace, the brilliant plumage and 
sheeny silk employed in the manufae- 
ture of women's fans, it lends inim- 
itable luster to costly cardcases, it is 
a favorite handle for the finest pen- 
knives and is worked into a hundred 
fancy articles of use and beauty, but 
its most general use is in the manu- 
facture of buttons. 

It now remains for American mer- 
ehants to divert this shell trade to 
Manila or direct to the United States 
and for the American citizen to find 
new uses for this most beautiful prod- 
uct of our tropic seas. 


PROPOSED ARMY UNIFORMS 


Board Recommends Shelving of the 
Blue For Khaki Green Suits. 
The army uniform board, which has 
been in session in Washington for sevy- 
eral months and of which Major Gen- 
eral Hughes is president, has submit- 
ted its report to the secretary of war, 

says the New York Times. 

No longer can the American army be 
termed the “boys in blue.” In future 
they must be called the “men in kha- 
ki,” for the famous and characteristic 
blue field uniforms, if the recommen- 
dations of the board are adopted, will 
be done away with except for “occa- 
sions” dress. 

For a field uniform the board has 
designated a suigé of khaki green color, 
not by any means presenting a beauti- 
ful appearance, but considered by 
army officers as most serviceable. In 
the summer and for bot climates this 
uniform will be of light weight and in 
the winter and cold climates of heavy 
material, 

The long blue overcoat worn for go 
many years by botb officers and men 
will be shelved, and a long overcoat of 
this same brownish green color will be 
substituted. In the opinion of the offi- 
cers who constituted the board the 
new color adopted will be most difficult 
for an enemy to see on the field of bat- 
tle. Its wearing qualities are also su- 
perior to the blue uniforms. 

Many changes are also recommended 
for full dress uniforms. The helmet 
will be abandoned, and a cap of the 
same shape as worn by Lieutenant 
General Miles will be adopted. This 
eap is modeled after that of the Ital- 
ian army. The shoulder knots are to 
be greatly reduced in size and made 
more ornamental. The sword carried 
by officers will in the future be a 
weapon in every seuse of the word in- 
stead of a toy affair such as is now 
used.

NOTED WAR MESSENGER. 


Stories of the Late James J. Duni- 
wan'’s Narrow Escapes. 


Nearly half a century ago, when a 
small boy, the late James J. Dunigan, 
one of the oldest employees of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, 
went to work for the Western Union 
as a messenger, says the New York 
Herald. At the outvreak of the civil 
war, a few years later, he distin- 
guished himself by carrying dispatches 
for the government, risking his life on 
several occasions in delivering war or- 
ders to the army posts in and around 
New York. 


Thrilling stories are told of “Old 
Jim's” experiences in braving death 


while conveying the 
Union commanders and of his narrow 
escapes from falling into the hands of 


dispatches to 


Confederaie spies, who infested the 
city during those stirring deys.  Al- 


though only a lad, the Western Union 
placed ‘great contidence in Jim, and 
when there was hazardous work to be 
performed he was generally the mes- 
senger selected. He was known per 
sonaily by many military command- 
ers, who admired the lad for his fear 
lessness and daring. “Nothing daunted 
him, and the more risk attached to a 
job the better Jim liked it. Too young 


to go to the front with the Union 
troops, the lad rendered as valiant 


service for the cause as auy soldier. 
Constantly Jim risked his life, and 
as the first few months of the great 


struggle rolled on his danger in- 
creased. Although very young, the 


Confederate spies soon realized that 
they had a dangerous foe in the lad, 
for once handed a dispatch to convey 
to any of the commanders he never 
returned without delivering it. 
Probably the most exciting expert- 
ence Jim ever had was in the winter 
of 1862, when be delivered a message 


to the commander on Governors 1s- 
land. The bay was frozen over, and 


a terrific storm had broken the wires 
from the city to the island. Naviga- 
tion was impeded, and the only poss!- 
ble way to get to the island was by 
crossing on the ice floes. 

When Jim was handed the message 
for the Union commander, be set out 
to deliver it. With a sole companion, 
John Youdale, he crawled over the ice 
from the Battery to Governors island 
and handed the important dispatch to 
the colonel commanding. Both Jim 
and Youdale were exhausted when 
they were hauled up on the island and 
in such a state that they had to be sent 
to the Military hospital. 

During the thrilling trip over the ice 
floe they were fired on by soldiers of 
the island, who thought they were 
spies attempting to get into a Union 
post. Youdale-was shot through the 
right hand and rendered unconscious, 
but Jim, with the bullets whizzing 
past his head, supported and half car- 
ried his companion over the ice until 
they were rescued from death by the 
soldiers. 


COSTLY HOME FOR SCHWAB 


Steel King’s New Mansion to Rival 
Carnegie’s New York Palace, 
Andrew Carnegie’s splendid new res- 
idence in upper Fifth avenue, New 
York, is to have a rival in the home 
so0n to be erected on the west side 
for Mr, Carnegie’s protege, Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel corporation, says the New York 
World. Plan» for Mr. Schwab's city 
home have been completed, and it will 


be one of the finest houses in New 
York. It will cost about $2,500,000 


and will stand on a plot for which Mr. 
Schwab paid $865,000" about a year 
ago. House and site will therefore 
represent an investment of more than 
$3,350,000. 

Ever since the young president of 
the billion dollar steel trust bought 
the block bounded by Riverside drive, 
West End avenue, Seventy-third and 
Seventy-fourth streets there has been 
much speculation as to what he would 
do with the property. One report was 
that he had bought the land merely as 
an investment. All doubt as to his 
purpose has been set at rest, and the 
bureau of buildings, of which Perez 
M, Stewart is superintendent, has been 
consulted about the final plans for the 
mansion Mr. Schwab will build. 

Following the example of Mr. Car- 
hegle, the young steel king will have 
a city residence, with ample grounds 
all about. His new home will be 150 
by 100 feet, and the house will stand 
in the center of the block. There will 
be a fine frontage on Riverside drive 
overlooking the Hudson, and the 
grounds on each of the four sides will 
be laid out on a magnificent scale. The 
house will be four stories in height 
and Is expected to be ready for occu- 
Pancy by Christmas time next year. 


Boer Generals to Tour America. 

The London Daily Mail's Pieterma- 
ritzburg correspondent wires: “Louis 
Botha in the course of conversation 
said that after their visit to Europe he, 
De Wet and Delarey intended going 
to America, but their precise tour 
would have to be determined by cir- 
cumstances, Their object was to col 
lect funds for the relief of Boers ruined 
in the war. Botha is arranging for an 
official bistory of the war from the 
Boer side written by himself, De Wet 
and other leaders.”

Between Four Railroads and 
Strikers at Chicago 


DOES NOT END THE TROUBLE 


Twenty Other Corporations Have Yet 
to Settle Difficulties With Employes 
Thursday Will 


See General Resumption of Work 


—Prediction That 


Chicago, July 16.—With agreements 
reached between four railroads and 
their employes the great strike of the 
freight handlers and teamsters that has 
paralyzed the industries of Chicago for 
a week is apparently broken. A ma- 
jority of the strikers are expected to re- 
turn ta work today. By tomorrow, 
according to the present outlook, there 
will be few evidences of the strike. 
Some of the more radical unionists may 
refuse to accept the terms accepted by 
representitive committees, but ap- 
parently they wili be able to wield but 
little influence with the majority of the 
strikers. 

It is possible, however, that the 
radicals may prevent the strike from 
being called off at a mass meeting of 
the freight handlers called for today. 
Upon the action taken at this meeting 
will depend the attitude of the striking 
teamsters. Their national president, 
Al Young, ordered them back to work 
today, but if the freight handlers re- 
fuse to declare the strike off officially 
some of the teamsters may refuse to 
It is conceded that their of- 
ficers exercise little absolute authority. 


The four railroads that entered inte’ 


agreements with their men last nignt 


; were the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, the Chicago and North- 
western, the Nickel Plate and the 
Illinois Central. Of the four the 


Northwestern and the Illinois Central 
accepted the propositions made upon 
advice of the teamsters’ board of arbi- 
tration. Te Nickel Plate and Lake 
Shore succeeded in getting their men 
to sign the scale presen* «a by the rail- 
roads on July 1. 

Consequently, neither the freight 
handlers nor the railrouds claim a vie- 
tory. As the employes of the Lake 
Shore were the first to sign, however, 
the railroads are expressing the great- 


‘| est satisfaction over the break in ths 


Strike. 

The freight handlers return to work 
without having obtained recognition 
of their union, time and a half for over- 
time or the abolishment of the probation 
period. On the other hand, the freight 
handlers have obtained increases in 
pay, the smallest one being 25 cents a 
day, procured by the truckers. 

While the signing of the agreements 
breaks the strike, it does not end it. It 
is still in progress as far as 20 of the 
24 railroads entering the city are con- 
cerned. President Curran of the freight 
handlers and a few of his supporters 
are still unreconciled and state they 
will not recognize any of the agree- 
ments. 

The agreement was signed last night 
after all hope of a break in the strike 
appeared to be at an end.

Champion went 41 
miles and 365 yards, which is 24 miles 
more than Elkes made. De Guish: urd 
made two miles above Elkes’ record. 
The track is six laps to the mile. 


Negotiations Are Friendly 

Washington, July 16.—Secretary 
Root returned to Washington last 
night from Oyster Bay, where he has 
been in conference with President 
Roosevelt on the negotiations now in 
progress between Governor Taft and 
the Vatican respecting the withdrawal 
of the friars from the Philippines and 
the disposition of their lands. Secre- 
tary Root deciared that he had nothing 
to say for publication on the question 
at thistime. The negotiations are pro- 
ceeding in a friendly spirit and withott 
any harshness. 


Taft Receives Further Instructions 
Rome, July 16.—William H. Taft 
yesterday received a long cable dis- 
patch from Secretary of War Root 
giving the basis upon which the reply 
to the last note from the Vatican re 
garding religious affairs in the Philip- 
pines shall be framed.

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE FEARED 


|} Towns In Minnesota and North Da- 


kota Swept by Tornado 

St. Paul, July 16—The towns of 
Borup, Minn., Eldorado and Thompson, 
N. D., are reported completely wiped 
out by a tornado. Great loss of life is 
feared. 

The first intimation of the serious- 
Less of the storm was when the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific tele- 
gtaph lines in the storm district were 
suddenly snuffed out. Telephone lines 
suffered the same damage. The town 
of Borup is an absolute wreck. ‘The 
final report was that the entire town 
Was Wiped out and hardly a structure 
of any sort left standing. This came 
from a plucky Great Northern  tele- 
graph operator, who, after his station 
office had been laid flat, saved his key 
from the ruins and tapped the wires at 
the nearest available point. He also 
reported the razing of a hamlet some 
niles distant. The report from Borup 
came in very soon after the stevm 
struck and contained no information as 
to the casualties. 

With the report from the St. Vincent 
branch came reports that the towns of 
Eldorado and Thompson had been de- 
stroyed. At Thompson the Great 
Northern stution lies a confused mass 
of wreckage directly across the main 
line. Stores and residences are in 
ruins, and the main portion of the town 
is wiped out. The population is about 
200. 

Mere fragments of information come 
from Eldorado, but these indicate the 
destruction of that town of about 250 
people. Neither of the reports from 
Thompson or Eldorado speak of loss of 
life. This is partially accounted for by 
the fact that they were sent before 
hews could have been received from the 
outlying districts. The Northern Pa- 
cific is unable to gain the slightest in- 
formation over its wires from the 
storm district. 


King Edward Aboard Yacht 

London, July 16.—King Edward left 
Victoria station yesterday for Ports- 
mouth, to board the royal yacht, Vic- 
toria and Albert. He was conveyed 
from Buckingham palace to the railway 
station in an ambulance. The removal! 
of the king from the train to the royal 
yacht was safely accomplished by blue- 
jackets, and the king's couch was 
placed in a reception room which -has 
been specially constructed on the upper 
deck. The royal yacht anchored in 
Cowes road at 4:20 o'clock, after a 
short cruise eastward. It was officially 
given out that the king was not fa- 
tigued by the journey, not in the least 
distressed by the transfers and that be 
expressed great pleasure at the change. 


Critical Time In Venezuela 

Washington, July 16.—The Marietta, 
which arrived at Kingston, Ja., yes- 
terday, from Cape Haytien, was met 
there by the cable instructions order- 
ing her to proceed to La Guiara, Vene- 
zuela. The operations of the revolu- 
tionists and the government troops are 
now rather critical at several points, 
and although two American warships 
already are in Venezuelan waters, an- 
other may be needed for prompt com- 
munication. 


To Be Buried In Portsmouth 

Pittsfield, Mass., July 16.—The body 
of Miss May losburgh, the victim of the 
tragedy in this city two years ago, 
which has since been resting in the re- 
ceiving tomb in the Pittsfield cenie- 
tery, has been removed to Portsmouth, 
N. H., for burial, the Fosburgh family 
having taken up their residence in that 
city. It was announced immediately 
after the trial of the girl’s brother that 
the final interment would be in But- 
falo. 


Endymion Wins Ocean Race 

New York, July 16.—Schooner yacht 
Endymion, under charter to E. A. 
Thomas, won the ocean race from 
Brenton’s reef lightship to Seagate for 
a cup offered by Commodore Todd of 
the Atlantic Yacht club. The distance 
is 145 miles, but it was a beat all the 
way, and she sailed some 225 miles, 
covering the distance in 26 hours, 30 
minutes.

(@A battleship is to be built at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard because it would 
take two years to fit up the Boston 
yard and cost a great deal more money 
than the $175,000 which Congress au- 
thorized the secretary of the navy to 
expend in getting machinery and tools 
for any yard in which he should decide 
to build a war vessel. And yet the 
chief argument of the labor unions, to 
which Congress listened rather than to 
the Navy department, though it might 
as well have listened to the Good Temp- 
lars, or the Odd Fellows, or the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 
was that it wasa great pity that the 
Government should have six or eight 
complete and expensive plants for 
shipbuilding and not use any of them. 
Tbe chief constructor of the navy has 
expressed the opinion that it would 
cost amillion dollars more to build a 
battleship in a yard than by contract, 
because the Government always pays 
the highest wages for the shortest day, 
and that is why the labor unions have 
undertaken to manage the navy.

WHAT INSECTS COST US. 


Some Startling Figures Gathered by 
Dr. H. C. MeCook. 

fm Harper's for June Dr. A. C. Me- 
ook in av article on “Insects and Cly- 
ilization” gives some startling statis- 
tics as to the amount of destruction 
done annually in this country by in- 
sects of various sorts. Here are his fig- 
ures: 
“The chinch bug caused a loss of 
$30,000,000 in 1871, upward of $100,- 
000,000 in 1874 and in 1887 $60,000,000. 
The Rocky mountain locust, or grass- 
hopper, in 1874 destroyed $100,000,000 
of the crops of Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska and Iowa, and the indirect loss 
was probably as much more. For many 
years the cotton caterpillar caused an 
annual average loss in the southern 
states of $15,000,000, while in 1868 and 
1873 the loss reached $30,000,000. The 
fily weevil, our most destructive ene- 
my to stored grains, particularly 
throughout the south, inflicts an annu- 
al loss in the whole country of $40,000,- 
000. The codling moth, the chief ray- 
ager of the apple and pear crops, de- 
stroys every year fruit valued at $30,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000. The damage to 
live stock inflicted by the ox bot, or ox 
warble, amounts to $36,000,000. 

“These are falr samples of the enor- 
mous money losses produced in one 
country by a few of the pygmy cap- 
tains of pernicious industry whose 
hosts operate in the granarles, flelds, 
stock farms and the stockyards of our 
country. What is the grand total? Mr. 
B. D. Walsh, one of the best entomolo- 
gists of his day, in 1867 estimated the 
total yearly loss in the United States 
from insects to be from $300,000,000 to 
$400,000,000. In 1890 C. V. Riley, long 
chief of the division of entomology, es- 
timated the loss at $300,000,000. Dr. 
James Fletcher in 1891 footed up the 
loss to about one-tenth of our agricul- 
tural products, $330,000,000. In 1899 
E. Dwight Sanderson, after careful 
consideration of the whole field, put 
the annual loss at $309,000,000."" 


ROMANCE OF INVENTION. 


How Whittling With a Jackknife 
Had Great Results. 


Robert Livingston Stevens sailed 
from New York to Liverpool eighty 
years ago. In those days the passage 


took two months, and Stevens passed 
many an hour, jackknife in one hand 
and a piece of wood in the other, brood- 
ing over a problem that had often wor- 
ried him, how to run a railroad without 
stone stringers for tracks. He wanted 
to get an iron rail that would “hold” 
and would take the place of the thin 
strips fastened to the chair of the road- 
bed. Just before he reached England 
his whittling revealed to him the solu- 
tion of his problem, and that solution 
took the form of a T rail with a broad 
base that could be applied direct to a 
solid wood support. The T rail is still 
in use on all railways of the world. 
The elder Cunard, who was appren- 
ticed as a lad to a Scotch shipbuilder, 
is said to have amused himself in whit- 
tling the hulls of vessels. Occasionally 
he would fit one of these with masts, 
sails and rigging complete. Tired of fa- 
millar types, he would experiment with 
ships, and one of these it was that at- 
tracted the attention of his master be- 
cause it would not maintain its upright 
position in the water. Experiments 
were made to ballast it in order to give 
it the proper trim. The clipperlike 
shape and graceful, long lines of the 
model promised great speed. Such is 


said to be the origin of the standard 
model of the Cunard and later ocean 
greyhounds. 


Some St. Paul railroad officials re- 
cently made sdme tests with a new in- 
vention, which has also been tried 
abroad, by means of which a train can 
be stopped within its own length when- 
ever it passes a block the semephore of 
which is not set at “open.” Unlike 
other similar devices, this invention 
does not utilize electricity, but depends 
instead upon a spring motor which is 
wound up by the motion of the rails as 
engines and trains pass over it. The 
principle consists in the automatic erec- 
tion by the clockwork motor of a rod 
which opens an air valve on the pass- 
ing engine, which automatically sets 
the airbrakes for the engineer when- 
ever the track ahead is flagged by a 
signal. 

A Chicago man has invented a de- 
vice by means of which the rush of a 
locomotive through the air can be 
turned to a practical account. Bolted 
to the end of the locomotive boiler is a 
frame supporting a 144 inch steel shaft 
2 feet lomg. At one end of this shaft is 
a dynamo and at the other an 18 inch 
blade fan 6 feet in diameter. Some 
recent tests made with this device 
proved that sufficient power may be 
generated through the dynamo to light 
the lamps of the train and that the 
pulling in of the wind actually in- 
creases the speed of the train instead 
of decreasing it. The current of course 
in practical use would be used to 
charge batteries which in turn would 
run the lights or fans in the train. 


A Machine For Hanging Paper. 

The latest thing in the way of auto- 
hiatic machinery is the paper hanger. 
It is claimed for this machine that it 
will perform the work in a much more 
rapid and easy manner than the old 
method of Spreading the paper on a 
table, cutting it into strips of the prop- 
er length, applying the paste and 
finally placing it in position on the 
wall. According to the inventor, about

Complain. 


Brookline and Milton Have Larger 
Assessments. 


Thirty-nine cities and towns are 
assessed by the State for Metropolitan 
parks and it will be of interestto note 
how the apportionment was made and 
to compare one municipality with 
another. 

Only the assessments for the year 
1900 are given below as they are better 
for comparison. The other years in- 
clude interest on unpaid assessments of 
previous years. 

At the outset Boston is assessed 
half the total. 

Valuation appears to have been the 
main factor in the apportionment, but 
special benefits were also considered as 
Brookline is assessed more than Cam- 
bridge, the latter standing second to 
Boston in valuation, with Brookline 
third. 

Brookline, Milton and Revere are the 
only towns smaller than Quincy which 
have larger assessments, but all these 
with the exception of Revere have 
higher valuations. Revere receives 
special advantages.

In the Greene-Gaynor Extra- 
dition Proceedings 


LANGUAGE OF APPLICATION 


Changed to Meet Objections Raised 
by the Accused Men—Latter Insist 
That Counsel For United States Of- 
fered to Settle Case For $500,000 


Washington, July 16.—The officials 
here who are seeking to secure the ex- 
tradition from Canada to this country 
of Greene and Gaynor are now feeling 
more confidence in the success of their 
efforts. The for their op- 
timism is a change in the method of 


reason 


procedure, they having framed their 
application for the extradition of the 
men precisely in accordance with the 
language of the extradition treaty. 
This was dove on the ground that the 
language of the treaty relative to “re- 
ceiving any money, valuable security or 
other property, knowing the same to 
have been embezzled, stolen or fraudu- 
lently obtained,” actually fits the offense 
of which the men are alleged to have 
been guilty. 

It is expected that the Canadian 
court thus will be relieved of the neces- 
sity of ruling on the objection made by 
the defendants that the crime charged 
in the indictment does not correspond 
with the treaty. Under the new ap- 
plication the court simply will be re- 
quired to decide whether or not a 
prima facie case of receiving stolen 
moneys has been made out against 
Gaynor and Greene. 

If the men are surrendered under ex- 
tradition proceedings, the Georgia 
courts will be obliged to decide the dif- 
ficult and delicate question whether 
Gaynor and Greene can be tried for 
conspiracy, as indicted, after having 
been obtained from Canada on a war- 
rant which does not charge that of- 
fense. 


Gaynor-Greene Claims 

Quebec, July 16.—Messrs. Gaynor 
and Greene yesterday filed their 
answers to the motions made by coun- 
se] for the United States to quash the 
writs of habeas corpus issued by Judge 
Caron on June 20 and 21, Should the 
Writs be set aside the extradition pro- 
ceedings will be heard on their merits. 
Among the reasons set forth by counsel 
for Greene and Gaynor for denying the 
motion to quash the writs were the 
following: 

That motions and all proceedings in 
connection with the demand for their 
extradition were not authorized by the 
United States, which are entirely 
strangers in the case; that no power of 
attorney, no credentials from the 
United States government have been 
filed in the record by the supposed 
counsel for the United States, althouzgh 
frequently asked for; that the present 
proceedings do not in any manner con- 
flict with those taken before Judge 
Andrews, as, previous to the latter 
rendering his judgment, the accused 
had abandoned their writs of habeas 
corpus then pending before Judge 
Andrews; that when Marion Erwin 
made the complaint upon which the de- 
mand of extradition was made before 
Commissioner La Fontaine he ren- 
dered himself unworthy of continuing 
said proceedings in his name, as he bad 
offered the accused to compromise by 
abandoning the demand of extradition 
on their payment of a sum of $500,000; 
that Erwin transmitted to Attorney 
General Knox a report of the proceed- 
ings in this case very injurious to the 
administration and judicial authority 
of Canada. In conclusion the accused 
protested against Mr. Erwin's conduct 
and reiterate their accusation that he 
offered to settle the present case for 
$500,000. 


The Maine Puts to Sea 

Philadelphia, July 16.—The new bat- 
tleship Maine, built to replace the ves- 
sel destroyed in Havana harbor, started 
yesterday on the builder's trial trip off 
the Delaware capes. The test will be- 
gin today. The specifications call for 
a speed requirement of 18 knots. The 
Maine is 388 feet long; beam, 72 feet 
2% inches; draught, 23 feet 10 1-4 
inches; displacement, 12,500 tons. 


Automobiles Not Wanted 

Lenox, Mass., July 16.—The war of 
the cottagers against automobiles has 
reached an acute stage and the Lenox

eristics of Mrs. Alfred Corn- 
ing Clark of Cooperstown, N.Y. 

The generous philanthropy of Mrs. 
Alfred Corning Clark's late husband in 
giving the village of Cooperstown, N. 
Y¥., many public improvements and her 
continuance along the same lavish 
lines has endeared her to every resi- 
dent, says the New York World. A 
beautiful park marking the location 
of the home of James Fenimore Coo- 
per in the center of the village was 
the gift two years ago of Mrs. Clark, 
whose engagement to Bishop Potter of 
New York has just been announced. 
On the spot where the writer’s house 
stood is a monument to his memory, 
also the gift of Mrs. Clark. The monu- 
ment consists of a bronze Indian and 
dog standing on a huge bowlder. This 
is a representation from Cooper's 
Leather Stocking tales. 

In 1890 Mrs. Clark erected a gym- 
nasium for the young men of the vil- 
lage. In 1899 she had built a brown- 
stone building directly opposite the 
gymnasium, and this she presented to 
the Y. M. O. A. In it is a library, and 
every book that goes on the shelves is 
inspected by Mrs. Clark and pro- 
nounced a fit book to be read by the 
public. 

Mrs. Ciark leads a very quiet life 
at Cooperstown, spending considerable 
of the time driving about her extensive 
estate. She occasionally appears in the 
village for a morning drive. She has 
comparatively few callers at Fernleigh. 

It has been Mrs. Clark’s custom for 
years to attend service in a little 
chapel upon her own premises, where 
none but members of the family as- 
semble. Services are conducted regu- 
larly by the Rey. Dr. Lord, an Epis- 
copal clergyman over eighty years of 
age. Mrs. Clark never attends the 
services at the village church. She is 
an extensive reader, fiction of high 
class claiming her favor. Very sel- 
dom is Mrs. Clark seen at a public en- 
tertainment. She never fails, however, 
to be present at the dedicatory serv- 
ices of the buildings or other remem- 
brances which she presents the vil- 
lage. On such occasions she walks 
from her home, mingles with the 
crowd during the ceremony and then 
walks back again. 

Some time ago work was dull in 
Cooperstown, and in order to provide 
employment for the idle workmen Mrs. 
Clark erected an observation tower on 
the shore of Otsego lake, two miles 
from her home. The tower is 200 feet 
high, and from it a view of the entire 
lake may be had. 


TRANSVAAL GOLD. 


Predicted Field Will Be Exhausted 
In Twenty-five Years. 

It is impossible to predict with any 
accuracy the duration of mining in the 
Witwatersrand district by reason es- 
pecially of the indeterminate factor of 
the rate at which exploitation will be 
carried on, says John Hays Hammond 
in the Engineering Magazine. It may 
be observed, however, that the tenden- 
cy is to exploit the auriferous areas as 
rapidly as possible and that engineer- 
ing methods are all adopted with that 
end in view. 

If the exploitation of the deeper ley- 
els is not delayed pending the proving 
of the ground lying above, but is car- 
ried on concurrently with the exploita- 
tion of the higher horizons of the 
reefs, the industria! life of the district 
will, of course, be correspondingly 
shortened. The working of lower grade 
res, made possible by improved eco- 
nomic conditions or other circum- 
stances, would tend to increased lon- 
gevity of the industry. But were I 
called upon to express an opinion I 
would estimate the future duration of 
profitable operations on a large scale 
in the district at less rather than more 
than twenty-five years. 


STEEL VESTS IN VOGUE. 


New Yorker Introduces PHable 
Waistcoat That Is Bullet Proof. 
M. Lebargy of the Comedie Fran- 
caise, in Paris, and Mr. St. John Gaff- 
ney of New York have introduced a 
new fashion in waistcoats at a notable 
dinner at which many Americans were 
present, says the New York Evening 
Journal.

SETTLED WITH SHORTS 


Corn Corner Clique Ends the 
Deal In July Options 


YELLOW CEREAL FALLS 


From Fancy Price of Ninety Cents 
Down to Price of the Cash Article— 
Profit of Engineers of Deal Will 
Not Exceed $1,500,000 


Chicago, July 16.—The famous John 
W. Gates corner in july corn came to 
ap abrupt termination yesterday when 
it become known that shorts to the ex- 
tent of a good many million bushels 
had effected private settlements with 
Harris, Gates & Co., and that the deal 
Was at an end so far as the steel niag- 
nate was concerned. The July price 
responded tg the settlement by a quick 
drop of 15 8+ cents to 65 14. Later it 
recovered a fraction and closed at 6544, 
substantially the price of the cash 
article. 

Just how many bushels were subjeet 
te private settlement will probably 
never be known, nor is there much 
chance that the identity of the “big 
fellows” in the trade, who doubtless 
contributed liberally to the fortunes of 
Gates and the friends associated with 
him in the deal, will ever be positively 
known. Gates is in New York and 
Manager Scotten of the Harris-Gates 
house would admit only the fact of a 
settlement by the outstanding shorts. 

No special excitement attended the 
premature puncturing of the bubble by 
the man whose property it was. The 
trade has all along admitted Gates’ 
ability to do what he pleased with corn. 
The only unusual thing in the pit prior 
to the time at which it became known 
the corner Was at an end was the un- 
usual pureiasing of July corn in small 
lots by various commission houses. 

Manager Scotten would not discuss 
the settlement price. The consensus 
of opinion among the outsiders was, 
however, that Gates had demanded 
either SO or 81 cents from the people 
who were foolish enough to sell him 
corn all the way from 60 cents up. 
The “length” of the line of July settled 
for by shorts is also a matter of more 
or less conjecture. It has been called 
as high as 25,000,000 bushels, but more 
generally 20,000,000 bushels. It is a 
matter of comnmon knowledge that since 
{t became possible to make deliveries 
on July contracts the Harris-Gates 
people have taken in and paid for about 
%,000,000 bushels. This would leave 
settlements on some 17,000,000 bushels. 

To form an estimate of the apparent 
profit by the deal would necessitate a 


knowledge of the average price at 
which the property was bought. 'This 


can never be known unless Gates 
chooses to divulge it. It is estimated, 
however, that Gates’ profit will not ex- 
ceed $1,500,000. This amount will be 
divided up between ten or a dozen 
millionaires who were interested in 
the deal. 

The corner at one time promised 
many millions of profit and the farmers 
whose well-filled cribs line the tracks 
of nearly every railroad entering Chi- 
cago are held responsible for the disap- 
pointing ending of the corner. There 
Were substantial reserves from the 
bumper crop of 1900 and the large yield 
of 1901. The farmers did no! begin to 
take advantage of the situation until 
the price of July got up inthe 70s 
and when it finally reached 90 cents the 
Chicago market was deluged with cash 
corn as a result and without warning 
the Harris-Gates people withdrew all 
support, settled with the shorts and 
closed the deal. 


City May Be Without Water 

Boston, July 16.—Secretary Phippen 
of the Helena Water Works company 
States that the representatives of the 
company at Helena, Mon., have been 
instructed to shut off all city water on 
July 21, unless the city previously set- 
tles the account. Phippen says that 
this order applies to water used for 
tire protection, flushing sewers and 
watering streets, but will not affect pri- 
vate householders, who have paid for 
the water they have used.

| THE RAILROADS WIN 


Chicago Freight Handlers and Team- 
sters Return to Work 

Chicago, July 17.—After 10 days of 
strife the Chicago freight handlers’ 
Strike terminated yesterday in an un- 
qualified victory for the railroads. A 
meeting of the strikers, presided over 
by President Curran, resulted in an al- 
most unanimous vote to return to 
work, leaving the wage scale and other 
questions for settlement between the 
men and their respective roads. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
strikers went by hundreds to the ware- 
houses to apply for their old positiers, 
and the teamsters, who had remained 
out in sympathy, again took up their 
reins. 

Renewed activity on the part of the 
business men followed the settlement 
of the strike, and at the close of busi- 
ness hours last night thousands of 
tons of freight had been sent to and 
from the various freight depots. Every 
one of the 24,000 strikers who could ob- 
tain employment had returned to work 
by 2 0’clock in the afternoon. 

The strike, it is estimated, cost the 
business men of Chicago $10,090,600, 
and in order to guard against euch a 
contingency in the future they are 
preparing to inaugurate an educational 
campaign in opposition to the .sympa- 
thetic strike. The labor unions will 
be asked to forego the use of this potent 
weapon. 


Minister Wu Called Home 

Washington, July 17.—Minister Wu 
has received official confirmation of his 
recall to Pekin to assume a connection 
with the new Chinese foreign office.

Some bloody bandages were 
found near the ashes of a_ freshly- 
built campfire near Kavensdale, sup- 
posed to have been used by Tracy. 


Hobson Saves a Woman’s Life 
St. Louis, July 17.—Captain QR. P.

poison similarly disguised. There are, 
for example, catarrh cures on sale at 
the drug stores whose active principle 
is cocaine, a most dangerous drug to 
meddle with. We hear of one case 
where the use of a catarrh remedy com- 
posed in large part of cocaine sent its 
user to the insane hospital, and doubt- 
less this is but one instance among 
many. But whatdo the manufacturers 
and dealers care so long as it is profita- 
ble to make and sell such compounds? 

The only remedy is in striugent enact- 
ments to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of such things. In the meantime, 
it is incumbent upon all to aid in all 
possible ways in the instruction of the 
public as to the dangerous character of 
many of the commonest of medicines

The pressman also journeyed to 
Berlin as special correspondent for his 
paper. Being desirous of obtaining ex- 
clusive information, he sent in his card 
to the British plenipotentiaries. in- 
stead, as he expected, of being handed 
over to one of the private secretaries 
he was shown into Lord Salisbury’s 
presence and greeted with the words: 
“Look here, B. I'm still owing you 
for that last bread and cheese that we 
had together. Sit down and have a 
glass of wine with me and tell me how 
I can serve you. The pressman told 
and in the event was enabled to ac- 
complish what is called a “scoop.” 


Lord Salisbury’s real preoccupation 
has been public business, and personal 
interests sit lightly upon him in the 
presence of affairs.

Mr. A.—That is Mr. X., one of your 
lordship’s private secretaries. 


Lord Salisbury has long been noted 
for the possession of a remarkable 
faculty, if it may be so termed, which 
enables him to detach himself from 
the everyday world of men and their 
affairs, says the Brooklyn Eagle. He 
will not bother recalling a man’s name 
if the recollection involves any mental 
labor, and it is said that one of his 
most able assistants in the foreign 
office has for years been subjected to 
the humiliation of being addressed by 
his chief as Mr. Flower or Mr. Fowler 
or anything other than his real name, 
which happens to be Foley. 

It appears, according to a story that 
has been floating around London, that 
the king, Lord Salisbury, the bishop 
of London and some others were in a 
room together.

HIS “KILL AND BURN” ORDER 


Would Have Left an Indelible Stain 
but For Good Sense avd Self Re 
straint of Subordinates—Public Rep- 


rimand and Compulsory Retirement 
Washington, July 17.—General Jacob 
H, Smith, tried by court martial at Ma- 
nila on account of orders issued to 
Major Waller, was found guilty of the 
charges by the court and sentenced to 
be admonished by the reviewing au- 
thority. The president has so admon- 
ished General Smith and retired bin 
under the law which provides that of- 


ficers having reached the age of 62 


years may be retired at will by the 
president 
The president wishes to use this 


means of emphasizing his displeasure, 
as head of the army, with methods +f 
| the g@nera!, which appear in the pres- 
ent case ridiculous, in view of the very 
fortunate fact that no such course Was 
taken, or could have been taken, by 
Waller as the commanding officer or- 
| dered. 

| Secretary Root supplements the 
reprimand of President Roosevelt in a 
| long circular in which he explains the 
| conditions which resulted in the court 
| martial of General Smith and shows 
| that although Smith issued the “kill 
| and burn” order, as a matter of fact 
| very few persons were killed as » re- 
sult of that order. the casualties being 
| confined almost wholly to the 11 natives 
killed under Major Waller's direction. 

The demoralizing effect of work of the 
Smith type is dwelt upon by both presi- 
dent and secretary. Officers are usually 
give orders to their 
subordinates in writing, covering 
everything on which instructions are 
believed to be needed; but Smith's 
habit, it appears, has been to issue his 
written orders only in the most con- 
densed and diminutive form and to fol- 
| low these with verbal statements of a 
radical kind. 

The luckless subordinate is apt to 
take the verbal order quite as seriously 
as the written command, and then he 
has nothing to show when he gets into 
trouble by his conduct. Smith ad- 
mitted giving the oral orders to Waller; 
but the general practice is one to be 
severely deprecated, as it might bring 
unhappy results in its train if it be- 
came widespread in the army, and in 
nny event it has enongh of the opera 
bouffe chara+ter to bring the service 
| into conteimpt. 


Since the truth has been discovered, 
that Waller did not meet any epemy 
to kill on his march and did not have 
strength enough to do any killing if 
be had met one, the administration has 
desired to have this fact understood 
throughout the United States, so as to 
counteract the bad effect of the first re- 
ports. This, of course, does not wipe 
| out the fact thatafter reaching a peace- 
ful haven Waller did what seemed a 
perfecly unjustifiable act of bloodshed. 
His physical nervous condition at the 
time saved him from condemnation to 
a very bitter penalty, but this did not 
excuse the manner in which he did the 
cold-blooded killing of his bearers. 


Secretarpg Root, in his review of the 
court martial, says: “It is due to the 
good sense and self-restraint of Gen- 
eral Smith's subordinates and their re- 
gard for the laws of war, rather than 
to his own self control and judgment, 
that his intemperate and unjustifiable 
verbal instructions were not followed 
and that he is relieved from the in- 
delible stain which would have re- 
sulted from a literal compliance with 
them. 
“it is the duty of a general ofticer 
whose age and experience have brought 
him to a high command not to incite his 
subordinates to acts of lawless yvio- 
lence, but to so explain to them the ap- 
plication of the laws of war and the 
limitations upon their conduct as tp 
prevent transgressions upon their part 
and supplement their comparative in- 
experience by his wise control. In this 
General Smith has signally failed, and 
for this he has been justly convicted. 
Although the sentence imposed is ex- 
ceedingly light, it carries with it a con- 
demnation which for an officer of bis 
rank and ace is really a severe punish- 
ment. 
“For this reason and for the further 
reason that General Smith has served 
his country long and faithfully, has ex- 
hibited high courage and go0d = con- 
duct in many battles, has been seriously 
wounded in the Civil war and in the 
| War with Spain, and is about conclud- 
| ing a long and honorable career as a 
| faithful and loyal servant of his coun- 
try, I recommend that the mild sen- 
tence imposed be confirmed. 

“Should you approve of the findings 
and sentence of the court in accordance 
with this recommendation. I feel bound 
to say further that, in view of the find- 
ings and sentence, and of the evident 
infirmities which have made it pos- 
sible that the facts found should exist. 
it is no longer for the interest of the 
service that General Smith should con- 
tinue to exercise the command of his 
rank—his usefulness as an example, 
guide and controlling influence for the 
junior officers of the army is at an end. 
and as he is already upwards of 62 
years of age, I recommend that you 
exercise the discretion vested in you 


by law and now retire hi 
im from ac 
service.” ue" 
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CLEMENT !S NAMED 


Choice of Vermont Local Option Peo- 
ple For Governor 

Burlington, Vt. July 17.—P. W. 
Clement of Rutland was unanimously 
nominated for governor by the Local 
Option league convention yesterday 
afternoon. F. W. Agan of Ludlow was 
nominated for lieutenant governor and 
the convention endorsed the balance of 
the ticket named at the Republican 
convention at Montpelier. 

When the delegates were called upon 
to adopt a platform it was decided not 
to incorporate a paragraph personally 
attacking General McCullough, the Re- 
publican candidate for governor, as or- 
iginally planned. An attempt was 
made to commit the delegates in favor 
of a nine-hour labor law and a weekly 
payment system, but it failed. 

The platform cemands the repeal of 
the prohibitory law and favors the sub- 
stitution of a high license local option 
statute, and calls for more stringent 
laws governing party primaries. The 
resolutions declare that prohibition ts 
ineffective and demoralizing. The use 
of money in politics is condemned and 


the declaration was made that the 
referendum resolution on the liquor 
question adopted by the Republican 


convention was only a sleeping potion 
administered to license and prohibition 
delegates alike. An accusation is made 
that the people are obliged to pay for 
the operation of the prohibitory law 
for profit by the “party machine.” 

The platform demands that the 
legislature pass a high license local 
option law, to be submitted to the 
voters and to become effective only 
when a majority of the people have 
signified their approval, and in event of 
such a law being substituted by refer- 
endum, all true friends of Vermont are 
urged to support it at the polls. Econ- 
omy in the administration of public af- 
fairs is advocated.

Indianapolis, July 17.—The national 
convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers assembled today to discuss tue ad- 
visability of calling a strike to aid the 
anthracite men. The sentiment 
among the delegates, as far as it can be 
determined from those who are already 
here, is agaiust a strike.

This, and the partial failure of the 
visit to Rome of Judge Taft, would be 
the last straw for the religious orders, 
as it would justify the governments of 
France, Spain, ete.. which took meas- 
ures against them withont having re- 
course to the Vatican. 

The following is in part Judge Taft's 
last note to the Vatican: “In reply to 
the notes of your eminence of June 21 
and July 9, I have just received a com- 
munication from the secretary of war, 
in which he says he is glad to see that 
the holy see is animated by the best in- 
tentions to come to an understanding 
with Washington about the relations 
between church and state in the Philip- 
pines; that his eminence has declared 
the Vatican to be disposed to give 
clear and precise instructions to the 
friars to occupy themselves with re- 
ligion only, abstaining entirely from 
politics, and that the holy see proposes 
to introduce, little by little, ecclesi- 
asties of other nationalities, especiaily 
American. Secretary Root adds that 
he cannot do less than acknowledge the 
wisdom of these propositions, but that 
he must observe that they would not 
solve the question. 

“The United States has no desire to 
violate the treaty of Paris, and seeks 
not a forcible, but a voluntary with- 
drawal of certain persons, who happen 
to be Spaniards and whose previous ex- 
periences in the islands had thrown 
them into antagonistic relations with 
the people and with the Catholie laity 
and native clergy, many of whom have 
left their parishes and can only be re- 
instated by using material force, which 
the United States cannot permit. 1f the 
question of withdrawal be left un- 
solved, now that the Washington govy- 
ernment has persuaded the ecclesiasti- 
eal authorities to see the necessity of 
carrying out this step, the later with- 
drawai of the friars under order of the 
religious superior could not be regarded 
as anything but voluntary and would 
Not violate the treaty of Paris. Nor 
could such order be regarded as affirm- 
{ing or admitting any accusations 
against the friars, because the Amer- 
{ean government made no such ac- 
cusation. The United States did not 
desire the withdrawal for itself—it was 
{indifferent to the presence ‘of the 
friars—but in the interest of the whole 
people of the Philippines, who were 
bitterly opposed to their presence. 

“It was thought, by the generous 
Proposal of a contract which would 
bind the Philippine government to cer- 
tain financial and other obligations, to 
secure the much longed-for desire of 
the Philippine people in the withdrawal 
of the friars. Now that the Vatican 
does not see its way clear to make a 
definite withdrawal, the American gov- 
ernment has deemed it wiser to recur 
to the methods of settlement of the 
various questions at issue suggested by 
Cardinal Rampolla’s first communi®a- 
tion, namely: 

“First, an investigation by both sides 
Into the possible and probable liabill- 
ties and claims and settlement of them 
by an accredited apostolic delegate 
with the governor in Manila, after the 
conditions with respect to the titles of 
the friars to the land and the amount 
of claims for rental have been pre- 
sented by the representative of tho 
church to the representatives of the 
Philippine government in Manila. 

“As to the indemnity for the friars’ 
lands, this might be done by examin- 
ing the title deeds. The Washington 
government will immediately order the 
general commanding the forces in the 
Philippines to furnish all indications 
necessary to ascertain what damage has 
been done by the military occupation. 
Although regretful that all the ques- 
tions have not been decided definitely 
the government is glad to express sat- 
fsfaction at the results obtained.” 

Secretary Root tn his communication 
declares that Judge Taft's journey is 
quite compensated for by the fact ‘hat 
it is possible to tix general lines on 
which later can be amicably resolved 
all the questions new pending. Mean- 
while. as a preliminary, he wishes 
Cardinal Rampolla to send to the Phil- 
ippine government four lists of the 
property cousidered to belong to the 
Teligious orders. 

Judge Taft concludes his note to the 
Vatican thus: “In obedience to Se -re- 
tary Root’s dispatch, I request that the 
future negotiations on the points r. ised 
be held in Manila between an apostolic 
delegate and the governor, after the in- 
formation suggest above by Seere- 


tary Root hasybeen ascertained and 
Presented.” ~~

A QUESTION OF HONOR 


Mitchell Strongly Opposed to 
Soft Coal Miners’ Strike 


HIS ADVICE IS FOLLOWED 


By Delegates From States Producing 
Bituminous Coal, Thus Making a 
General Strike Practically Out ot 
the Question 


Indianapolis, July 18—If the voice 
and influence of President Mitchel) of 
the United Mine Workers shall prevail 
with the members of his organization 
there will be no general strike of the 
organization. The chances of such a 
step being taken now are very remote. 
In his speech in the convention yester- 


day Mr. Mitchell advised strongly 
against a strike and urged that the 


bituminous miners continue at work 
and that a system of assessmett upon 
the members of the order be carried in- 
to effect as the best means of affording 
aid and support to the striking anthra- 
cite men in the east. 

His recommendation, if it had been 
adopted by the convention yesterday 
afternoon, would have settled the entire 
question for which the convention was 
called and an immediate 2djonrnment 
would have followed. A motion to 
adopt the suggestions of President 
Mitchell provoked a long debate in 
which the general sentiment was 
against the ordering of the strike. 

The men from the anthracite regions 
finally made a request that they be 
allowed to hold a caucus to determine 
upon an expression of opinion as to what 
they thought the convention shon!d 
do and asked an adjournment of the 
conyention for this purpose. Their re- 
quest was granted and the adjournment 
taken. The men who were in favor of 
a strike were in a decided minority in 
the convention. Three + 
made by members of tie anthracite ais- 
tricts, asking that the soft coal men 
walk out, and twice as many were 
made by the anthracite men urging 
the soft coal men to continue at work. 

In the course of his address President 
Mitchell said: “I have been so closely 
associated with the struggles of the 
anthracite mine workers that it grieves 
me more than language can express to 
say that my views are not in accord 
with the views expressed by some in 
favor of a national suspension of coal 
mining. I have, during all my 'ife in 
the labor movement, declared that con- 
tracts mutually made should Guring 
their life be kept inviolate, becanse a 
disregard of contract strikes at the 
very vitals of organized labor. The 
effect of such action would be to array 
in open hostility to our cause al! forces 
of society, and to crystallize public 
sentiment in opposition to our move- 
ment. 

“As far as my knowledge goes, I do 
not know of one solitary sympathetic 


seecnes were 


strike of any magnitude which bas 
been successful. In my judgment the 


United Mine Workers should not re- 
peat the mistakes which mark the path 
trod by the toiling masses in their 
never ceasing struggle for better and 


higher civilization. 
“If this convention acts -wisely, I 
fee] confident that public sentiment 


will be so. concentrated against the ar- 
rogant and unreasonable attitude of the 
anthracite coal operators that they will 
be forced to yield and make a settle- 
ment. 

“It had been the proud boast, of 
United Mine Workers that since our 
organization became a power in the 
labor world, contracts hased solely up- 
on the honor and good faith of our union 
have been kept invioiate, and in this 
supreme crisis a failure to live up to 
the high standard that has nade our 
union pre-eminent among = organiza- 
tious of labor would prove a sub- 
stantiation of all the charges and = al- 
legations made against us by our 
enemies. I am firm in my conviction 
that the strike in the anthracite Helds 
can and will be won without r -pudiat- 
ing our solemn contracts with the bi- 
tuminous operators.” 

Ata caucus of the Illinois delegation 
it was determined to oppose any gen- 
eral strike. It was also decided to 
stand by the recommendations of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, with the exception of one 
declaring in favor of an assessment of 
$1 per week on members of the union. 
Action similar to that of Il'inois was 
taken by Ohio. The lowa miners de- 
cided to uphold the action of President 
Mitchell. 

The action of the caucuses last night 
makes a genera! strike practically out 
of the question, as the anthracite men 
cannot carry their point without the 
aid of Illinois, and with that state and 
Iowa and Ohio against them, there is 
no apparent manner in which a strike 
can be ordered.

Farrington and Alward were both 
law students at Harvard university, 
rooming at Forsyth hati. Both were 
good swimmers and lost their lives in 
trying to rescue the others. 

The party left Star islard about 4 
o’clock on the pleasure trip and had 
sailed around Appledore island, and the 
boat was squaring away for home when 
it was struck by the squall and cap- 
sized. The accident happened not 
more than 200 feet from shore and was 
witnessed by many summer guests 
from the veranda of the Appledore 
House. A warning had been previously 
shouted to the party from the shore as 
the boat passed by the landing to look 
out, as the boat was overcrowded. The 
boat was heavily ballasted and when 
it was overturned immediately sank, 
leaving the 17 persons struggling in the 

water. 

The little steamer Sam Adams, which 
plies between the islands, was the first 
to arrive on the scene, but could do lit- 
tle on account of the accident happen- 
ing so close inshore, The crew, how- 
ever, rescued Alice Haggarty, and then 
the steamer had to back away a 
place of safety. 

A dozen dories from Appledore island, 
each manned by fishermen, were next 
on the scene, and each got hold of a 
body which it took immediately to the 
shore, where Drs. Warren and Richter 
tried all means of resuscitating, but 
without success. The hodies were 
then faken to Music hall, 2 small dance 
hall on Appledore island, where they 
were laid on cot beds furnished by the 
hotel, while word was immediately 
cabled to this city summoning Coroner 
Shapleigh and Undertaker Nickerson. 
They went at once on steamer Merri- 
coneag. Coroner Shapleigh viewed the 
bodies, and decided that an inquest was

Two waitresses from Star island 


came over to the improvised morgue 
and identified the bodies as they lay 
upon the cots and each was tagged 
with its proper name. ‘The bodies were 
then taken on board the steamer Mer- 
riconeag and brought to this city, where 
they now lie at the undertaking rooms 
of Mr. Nickerson. 

The victims were all young people 
whose ages would not average over 20 
gears. Most of tle Massachusetts 
girls were schoolteachers who have 
been in the habit of passing their sum- 
mer vacations here in serving as walt- 
resses in the hotel, some of them hav- 
Ing been here for eight years past. 

None of the victims bave any rela- 
tives dt the island, and their respective 
families have all been notitied by tele- 
graph of the terrible accident. Skip 
per Fred Miles, who was in charge of 
the boat, has been employed at the isl- 
ands for years, and has always been 
zonsidered thoroughly reliable and 
trustworthy. He is severely criti- 
ised, however, for taking out a party 
of 17 in a 19-foot boat, which 1s said 
to be in violation of the regulations of 
the islands.

Cottages at Houghs Neck 


Remarkable Resuscitation. 


The importance of working over per- 
sons apparently drowned is shown by 
a Washington despatch. Supt. Kim- 
ball of the life saving service has re- 
ceived a report from Capt. Ludlam of 
the Hereford Inlet L. S.8., at Angle- 
sea, N. J., of the remarkable resuscita- 
tion of Stanley Holmes, a five-year-old 
boy, after he had been under water 25 
minutes, 

Capt. Ludlam reported that July 5 
during a squall in the harbor W. B. 
Holmes and his child were overturned 
in the water and that the little sen 
sank, remaining under water not less 
than twenty-five minutes befere the 
life saving crew of the Hereford station 
were able to secure the apparently dead 
body. 

Within four hours after the body was 
removed from the water the child re- 
gained consciousness. Supt. Kimball 
received affidavits from the father of 
the child, from Miss Margaret Mace, 
a medical student, and Mary Hock, a 
trained nurse, substantiating to the 
fullest degree the statements of Capt. 
Ludlam. 

The opinion of most of these people 
is that the child had been under water 
fully 30 minutes when taken out, and 
all are certain that the time was not 
less than 25 minutes. 


All Day Court Session.

SAVES BRUISING OF THE BEEF. 


Work Is Done In One-half the Time 
and With Half the Exertion by a 
Novel Invention of a Kansas City 
Man—Approved of by an Armour 
Official. 


The employees of a packing company 
in Kansas City now employ electricity 
to drive the cattle into the beef beds 
instead of shouts, clubs, whips and 
prods, says the New York Herald. 

The application of electricity is made 
by two insulated wires connected with 
the light wires over the catching pen 
and the knocking pens. The current 
passes through a stick and connects 
with two brass points on the end. 

“Punchers” is the name given the 
sticks. There are two punchers, each 
six feet long, in the catch pen and five 
four feet long in the knocking pens.

Quincy shipbuilders who have all the 
most approved machinery and _ tools, 
will be interested in the success of anu 
engineer in South America who labored 
under great disadvantages at an inland 
lake. The Scientific Americano says: 

The Andes of Peruare remarkable on 
account of the railroad engineering 
achievements, especially on the section 
of the iron road stretching from the 
port of Mollendo on the Pacific coast to 
Lampa, and Puna, on the banks of 
Lake Titicaca, the highest known sheet 
of water in the world (13,000 feet above 
sea level). This inland lake measures 
120 miles in length, and varies from 
twenty-five to forty miles in width. 

For many years communication was 
desired between the terminus of the 
railroad at Puno and the terminus of 
the railroad at Chiliaya in Bolivia on 
the opposite shore of the lake, some 
100 miles away. ‘The traffic between 
the two termini was maintained by 
means of tbe primitive native balsas, 
eonstructed out of the totora grass 
which thrives on the muddy banks of 
the lake. But the exigencies of the

The railroad authorities supplied 
some riyeters from the locomotive 
shops at Arequiqa, The natives who 
assisted in the work, although slothful, 
possessed a certain amount of intelli- 
gence, Flush riveting was unknown to 
them, however, and some time elapsed 
before they became sufficiently expert 
to render much valuable assistance. 
Trouble was experienced with the 
‘*ne’er-do-wells’’ of the country, called 
Gringoes who hastened to the scene 
from all parts of the country, not to 
work, but to~see how much material 
they could appropriate for their own 
special use. Some idea of the arduous 
nature of the engineer’s task may be 
gathered from the fact that in the forty 
laborers he employed, sixteen different 
nationalities from all parts of the 
world were represented, 

In selecting the shipyard care had 
to be taken to select a suitable spot for 
launching. Under ordinary conditions 
the launching ways are laid at low tide, 
so that at high water the lower-ends 
are suficiently submerged. In this case, 
however, he had no assistance from 
tides. Fortunately, at the time of the 
year he arrived the lake was low, so 
that when the rainy season raged the 
water would rise a few feet. But even 
this would not have supplied a_ suftic- 
ient depth of water at the end of the 
ways, they were farther submerged by 
means of beavy weights attached to 
them. 

The stocks for the vessel consisted of 
the timber utilized by the railroad for 
the erection of their bridges, and they 
were placed as near the water’s edge 
as possible. The construction of the 
vessel’s hull progressed very rapidly 
after the laborers had been initiated 
into the work of flush riveting. 

The boilers were really the only difti- 
cult portion of the ‘‘Coya’’ to handle. 
As arulethe machinery is not installed 
ina vessel until after launching, but 
this course in this instance was 
absolutely impracticable, owing to the 
absence of any kind of lifting appli- 
ances. The engineer was unable to 
obtain a crane, and also could not 
improvise a derrick, owing to absence 
of tall trees in that high altitude to 
furnish sufficiently long lengths of 
timber, He finally surmounted the 
difficulty by purchasing the spars from 
an old sailing vessel in Mollendo port, 
which the master of the craft only 
parted with at a high figure, since he 
had gained news of the engineer’s diffi- 
culty. 

The boilers were each about 16 feet 
in length by about 8 feet in diameter, 
and were moved forty yards from the 
freight cars to the yessel’s side by 
sheer pliysical labor, The hauling of 
the boilers into the vessel by the primi- 
tive crane was an exacting operation. 
The condenser weighed five tons. The 
cylinders and the various parts of the 
machinery were not installed until after 
the launch. 

Some idea of the rapidity with 
which the steamer was built may be 
gained from the fact that within six 
months of the arrival at Puno, the 
‘*Coya’’ was ready for launching. The 
launch was an anxious operation to the 
engineer, because even in tbe best 
equipped shipyards a certain amount 
of uncertainty attends this operation. 
The engineer more than auticipated 
failure upon the first attempt, notwith- 
standing the infinite care he had exer- 
cised to avoid any hitch, 

The launching ceremony was the oc- 
casion of great festivities in the city of 


Puno. About five thousand Indians 
also witnessed the funetion. The 
christening was performed by the 


Bishop of Puno, After the short re- 
ligious service, holy water was sprink- 
led over the bow, and a bottle of 
champagne broken in the conventional 
style. Immediately this was com- 
pleted, the engineer pulled the trigger 
maintaining the cradle in position, aod 
instantly the Coya glided with increas- 
ing momentum into the water. No 
launch inthe most modern shipyard 
could have been attended with greater 
success than the launch of the Coya. 

The article also tells of the fitting 
out, trial trip, high altitude difficulties, 
privations of engineer, and concludes: 

By the terms of the contract the Coya 
was to be constructed and delivered 
over to the railroad authorities within 
twelve months from the signing of the 
document. ‘The contract was fulfilled 
within the specified time by two days. 
The construction of a vessel of the di- 
mentions of the Coya in such an iso- 
lated spot as the shores of Lake Titica- 
ca is an engineering triumph, When

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Features of Mansion to Be 
Erected In New York. 


WHOLE FRAMEWORK IS OF STEEL 


Noble Entrance Hall Two and a Halt 
Stories High, Connecting With All 
Principal Rooms, Will Afford Com- 
prehensive Vieg of the Interior. 
Natatertum Im Basement With 
Gymnasium ani Bowling Alleys. 
Unique Method of Lighting. 


Charles M. Schwab's architect, Mau- 
rice Hebert, has furnished the New 
York World with the following facts 
about the steel magnate’s palatial 
home to be erected in New York: 

The architectural style selected by 
Mr. Schwab for his new residence is 
the first period of the French renais- 
sance, which is a transitional period 
leading from the French Gothic to the 
French renaissance, representing the 
French period of architecture dating 
from about 1450 to 1550. The histor- 
ical and interesting Chateau of Che- 
nonceaux, Chateau of Blois and Cha- 
teau of Azay-le-Rideau are the exam- 
ples originally selected by Mr. and 
Mrs. Schwab as keynotes of architec- 
ture for the exterior. The Chateau of 
Chenonceaux, which has been admired 
by generations, was selected by Mr. 
Schwab for the composition of the 
main building, while the compositions 
of the side and rear buildings are tak- 
en from the Chateau of Blois and the 
Chateau of Azay-le-Rideau. The 
grouping of the different parts of the 
building is made so as to produce a 
pleasing picture, both in line and color, 
and so as to present a finished facade 
on all sides of the building, which 
will stand in the center of the block 
situated on Riverside drive between 
Seventy-third and Seventy - fourth 
streets. The building, which will be 
about 75 by 150, will be in the center 
of a lot 200 by 400 and will be sur- 
rounded by large terraces, lawns and 
gardens, permitting a good view of the 
architectural grouping. F 

The front facade, facing Riverside 
drive, is a reproduction of the front 
facade of Chenonceaux, with the addi- 
tion of a large porch, which will com- 
mand a most beautiful view of the 
Palisades of the Hudson river. The 
north facade is composed of arcbitec- 
tural groupings selected from Chenon- 
ceaux, Blois and Azay-le-Rideau and 
is so arranged to include a large porte 
cochere with a gate giving exit to 
Seventy-fourth street. The south facade 
has a composition similar to the north 
facade and includes in its groupings a 
large porch and conservatory situated 
in front of the dining room. The rear 
facade shows a large court surrounded 
by two small wings, taken from the 
Chateau of Blois, and a Gothic chapel 
flanking the rear of the main building 
in the center of the court. The differ- 
ent facades “ef the building are con- 
nected by a circular gallery leading 
from the court to the two sides of the 
building and connected with the ter- 
races and gardens. 

The material used for the main build- 
ing will be cream granite and stone, 
surmounted by dark blue slate roofs. 
The two side wings, taken from the 
Chateau of Blois, will be partly stone 
and partly brick. The building will be 
composed of cellar, basement, first, 
second, third and fourth stories, attic 
and roof terrace. 

The first floor will contain the main 
rooms, With a good view of the Hud- 
son river,-and the second story will 
contain the principal bedrooms. The 
third story is given to guests’ rooms 
and the fourth story to sérvants’ 
rooms. The kitchen and pantries are 
located in the wing facing Seventy- 
third street, and a large art gallery oc- 
cupies the entire wing facing Seventy- 
fourth street, 

The main hall is two and a half 
stories high and is surrounded by a 
circular gallery and arcade, which 
leads to all the principal rooms of the 
second floor and to the chapel, which 
contains a large organ and decorated 
glass windows which can be seen from 
the entrance ball. 

Mr. Schwab is celebrated for his 
originality, and when he and Mrs. 
Schwab decided to make New York 
their home they declined to have any- 
thing to do with sites that did not offer 
an abundance of breathing space, a 
view of the landscape and a healthy 
neighborhood. They scoured Manhat- 
tan and Brooklyn boroughs and finally 
selected the block bounded on the west 
by Riverside drive, on the east by 
West End avenne and extending be- 
tween Seventy-third and Seventy- 
fourth streets. For many years this 
plot had been occupied by an orphan 
asylum. Mr. Schwab made up his mind 
to build himself a magnificent home on 
this spot, and he had to pay $865,000 
for the entire block. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schwab had many 
ideas which they wished to embody in 
the building of their new home, and 
with these suggastions carefully ar- 
ranged they went t» Architect Maurice 
Hebert. of New Yerk and explained 
what they wanted. This was about a 
year ago. Archit’ );t Hebert immedi- 
ately went to work, and his plans have 
been aecepted. 

Mr. Schwab will expend between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000 and possibly 
more on his home. Almost daily he 
adds something that will render it 

ven more beautiful and attractive. 
Rrecything that is to be used in the 
Schwab mansion will be made special- 
ly to order. No stock material of any 
kind will be employed. 

One of the unique features wil! be 
the method of lighting the house. The 
main hallway, grand stairway, parlor. 
den, library, billiard room, chapel! and 
music room as well as the natatorium 
and other important parts of the horse 
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electric light bulbs will be visible, ex- 
cepting Where decorative brackets may 
be placed. This system of lighting in- 
sures a mellow’ light that is very 
pleasing to the eye and admits of 
many beautiful ceiling effects. The 
ceilings of the residence will be ex- 
quisite creations of art. Adjoining the 
lodge, near the corner of West End 
avenue and Seventy-third street, will 
be the engine and dynamo room and 
the heating plant. 

The natatorium on the basement 
floor, directly back of the chapel and 
music room, will be one of the finest 
of its kind in this country. It will be 
about 20 by 30 fect in size and from 
two feet deep at one end to ten feet at 
the other. The sides and bottom of 
the tank will be of glazed brick, while 
surrounding the pool will be a circular 
colonnade gallery. The walls of the 
room will be covered with paintings 
by celebrated artists. From the four 
corners of the pool marble steps will 
enable the bather to reach the water 
with ease and safety. The arched 
eeiling will be of art glass of artistic 
design, it being so arranged that by 
day daylight shines through this won- 
derful canopy of glass and at night 
electric lights placed over the dome 
will givel@he same pleasing effect. The 
temperature of the water in the pool 
will be regulated automatically. 

In the front reception hall will be 
found many works of art, the ceiling 
and sides being wonderfully and beau- 
tifully wrought. Great columns, ris- 
ing to the high ceiling, will be of 
choice marble, while at the left as one 
enters will be an imposing mantel, also 
reaching to the ceiling. 

The reception hall will give the vis- 
itor a very pleasing impression of the 
entire house, since here will be re- 
flected the choicest ideas of the own- 
er, most carefully brought out by the 
artist and sculptor. The reception hall 
at the Seventy-fourth street entrance 
is another wonderful creation. Here 
a statue of snow white marble by a 
celebrated sculptor will be placed. 

In the Flemish den Mr. Schwab will 
entertain most of his intimate friends. 
It will be especially fitted up for hard 
usage. Here he will place most of the 
curios he has gathered from all parts 
of the world. His collection, which is 
in his beautiful Pittsburg residence, is 
large and very valuable. It will be 
brought to New York as soon as the 
Flemish den is ready to receive it. 

French walnut and antigue marble 
will be the striking features of the 
Henry II. library, where Mr. Schwab 
will install his rare collection of 
books. On high columns of antique 
marble ranged about the room will be 
marble and bronze busts of noted au- 
thors, sculptors and other celebrities 
admired by Mr, Schwab. Already Mr. 
Schwab has collected a large number 
of expensive paintings by famous mas- 
ters, and for these he has provided on 
the ground floor in the northeastern 
part of his house a large art gallery, 
in the center of which he will have an 
expensive bronze. A ‘Turkish bath 
system with all the latest improve- 
ments will occupy a large place in the 
basement, adjoining the natatorium. 

Directly under the main entrance on 
the basement floor Mr. Schwab will 
have his bowling alleys, with accow- 
modations for spectators who way be 
present to watch the progress of the 
game, A large gymnasium will take 
up the space on both sides of the bowl- 
ing alley. The billiard room will be 
on the first floor. 

Rising from the rear of the house, in 
which are located the chapel and music 
room with the wonderful pipe organ, 
is an observation tower and belfry 116 
feet high. From the top of the upper 
lookout a maguificent panoramie view 
of the entire city, harbor and Pali- 
sades of the Hudson will be had, 
With glasses, transatlantic liners can 
be seen as they turn into the lower bay 
on their way to New York. 

In the belfry of the tower Mr. 
Schwab may place a set of chimes to 
ring every hour and half hour, the 
clockwork to be connected with the ob- 
servatory clock at Washington. 

An immense refrigerating plant will 
be another interesting feature. This 
will be used in connection with the 
ventilating system to cool the house in 
summer time. By means of fans the 
fresh but warm air will be taken from 
outside of the building and passed 
through the refrigerating chambers, 
where it will be cooled. It will then 
be ready for use in any or all parts of 
the residence wherever it may be 
wanted, the temperature being auto- 
matically regulated to suit the occu- 
pants of the various rooms, In winter 
weather the air will be passed over 
steam heated coils of pipe and deliy- 
ered by fan pressure when wanted. 

The entire framework of the house 
will be of steel, rendering it fireproof. 
Over 650 tons of structural stee! will 
be used in the house. The great weight 
of the Schwab mansion makes it nec- 
essary to secure a rock foundation, and 
in several places it will be thirty feet 
deep. The cellar will be sunk into at 
sleast five feet of solid rock. The base 
of the house will be about a hundred 
feet above the Hudson river, and the 
gardens surrounding the palace wil! be 
special works of famed landscape gar- 
deners.

Likely to Be Used In Fitting Out 
Shamrock 11 For Cup Races 

Providence, July 18.—That there will 
be a series of races for the America’s 
cup in 1908 new seems to be an as- 
sured fact in view of an order given to 
a prominent block manufacturing con- 
cern here by Sir Thomas Lipton, and 
work has already been commenced on 
a full set of blocks for Shamrock I, 
now in storage in a South Brooklyn 
yard. 

Unless the precedent established in 
the preliminary preparations for other 
large yachting events is doomed to be 
set at odds, it seems reasonable to be- 
lieve that if a challenge has not already 
been issued, one will soon be forth- 
coming from Lipton because of the 
plans in process at this early date for 
the fitting out of the old challenger. 

Yachtsmen believe it to be certain 
that Shamrock II will be fitted out 
early next season in New York. The 
new blocks will be of similar material 
to those furnished by the same firm for 
Columbia, Constitution, the British 
sloop Distant Shore and the Meteor, 
owned by Emperor William of Ger- 
many.

FRIEND OF THE POOR. 


Philanthropist Spends His Last 
Days Donating $10,000,000. 


OLOSELY INVESTIGATES OASES, 


Abraham Slimmer of Iowa Acquired 
His Fortune For the Sole Purpose 
of Aiding the Needy and Sick. 
How He “Drives Bargains” te Make 
Institutions Self Supporting. 


In Abraham Slimmer, Waverly, Ia., 
has a philanthropist who has master- 
ed the science of successful charity, 
says the New York Evening World. In 
many ways he resembles John M. 
Burke of New York, and he works a 
great deal along the lines of Mr. 
Burke's ideas, save that he seeks to 
help the very poor. He has accumu- 
lated $10,000,060, and he is going to 
give it all away. Already he has ar- 
ranged for the disposition of a part of 
it. He gives with as much care as he 
has exércised all his life in his busi- 
ness. In his own language, he “drives 
a hard bargain,” but the recipients of 
his charity come to see the common 
sense of his arrangements. 

Mr. Slimmer is a bachelor. He says 
he has made money all his life, and 
the only pleasure he finds now is in 
giving it away. He expects to die with- 
out a cent. 

In an interview in which he outlined 
his plans Mr. Slimmer told of some 
things he has done and discoursed up- 
on the foolishness of the general run 
of charity. He has a safe full of iron- 
clad contracts he has made with the 
recipients of his bounty and prides 
himself on the fact that they cannot 
be broken. Said he, showing one of 
these documents: 

“Here is a contract with a hospital. 
I gave them $50,000, and they at first 
raised the same amount, when a few 
weeks before they told me they could 
not raise $2,000 to keep the little hos- 
pital they had from being abandoned. 
Later they raise® another $50,000, and 
it is now a rich institution. My condi- 
tions were hard, and they fought me 
for months over them, but they feel 
differently now. I provided that the 
building should cost $25,000 and the 
remaining $75,000 should be placed in 
a permanent fund, which 1 named aft- 
er the widow of an ex-governor of the 
state solely because she was a good 
woman. She had not a dollar to give. 
Then I provided that every patient 
who had no money should be paid at 
the rate of $7 per week out of this per- 
manent fund. If there were no poor 
patients, they got none of the fund. 

“Begging letters?’ he repeated in an- 
swer to the question. “Yes, 1 get thou- 
sands of letters of all kinds—letters 
asking me how I work my charities, 
letters telling me that I ought to have 
a helper, and winding up with some 
good woman offering to marry me. But 
it is not through letters that I find out 
what to do. I go into a town, attract- 
ed perhaps by a little item in a paper. 
I say nothing, but find out things. One 
time I went into a town and found 
there was an old woman's home where 
the inmates were placed two in a small 
room that had to be chalked across to 
keep the occupants from quarreling. 
They asked me to buy a quilt, as they 
were having to make and sell things 
or close the institution. I refused to 
buy the quilt because I could not see 
any good that money would do, but I 
hunted up the richest man in the town 
and told him that if he and his neigh- 
bors would raise $50,000 I would give 
the same. He laughed at me and said 
the thing was utterly impossible; that 
they had been trying to raise $1,500 
for two years and had only half of it. 
I talked to him for half an hour, and 
he gave $10,000 himself and got the 
other $40,000 in twenty-four hours.” 

Mr. Slimmer is now, as he says, sey- 
enty-three years of age. He is a small 
man, perhaps 5 feet 7 inches, and 
weighs 130 pounds. He is inseparable 
from his hat and never changes the 
style. He cares little for dress and 
wears a twelve dollar suit, with old 
Style boots. Besides his “work,” his 
hobby is old people and old friends. 
Among the latter he numbers Turk, 
as rascally an old horse, grown fat 
and sleek on the best the land affords, 
as one will meet in a day’s journey. 
He had a little crop eared dog, men- 
tion of whose death a year ago is still 
the signal for a solemn face on the 
part of the master. 

Mr. Slimmer bas many plans for the 
future. He has just begun to give 
money away, he says. Some of his 
plans concern Chicago. He will not 
discuss them except in a general way. 
But wherever he goes and whatever 
he does it will be taken for granted 
that some conditions will be main- 
tained. 

“I do not make hard and fast condi- 
tions with the sisters,” he says, “be- 
cause they devote their lives to the 
work, perform the labor of the institu- 
tions with their own hands and can 
make an institution pay where sala- 
ry drawing people would fail. They 
are honest and earnest, and if their re- 
ligion is narrow, according to my way 
of thinking, they are earnest in it and 
believe in it. 

“I will not have women in the direc- 
tories of the institutions I help to start. 
I do not care for a few, but I will not 
have them given any part of the man- 
agement of affairs. They are sympa- 
thetic and emotional, but they cannot 
do anything without getting up fac- 
tions and quarrels, and they put their 
personal friends in fat positions if they 
can. And, last of all, I will not give 
anything to institutions that can get 
along without me. I prefer to start 
something myself—something that 
would not be started without me. | 
ean find enough to do even with all 
these conditions, so my business will 
not suffer for want of patronage.”

The New Warships.

HANNA AND ROOSEVELT 


Will Have No Break Over 


Place For General Wood 


‘THE SENATOR WOULD FIGHT 


lf President’s Friend Were to Be 
Made “Manager” of Canul Commis- 
sion Because of Alleged Unfair 


Treatment of Rathbone ln Cuba 
Washington, July 19—When Mr. 
Roosevelt became president the po- 
litical wiseacres began predicting an 
early break between him and Senator 
Hanna, who had been President Me- 
Kinley’s most intimate adviser; and 
the rocks on which their fellowship 
would split were all duly charted and la- 
bellied. But the crash did notcome. All 
through the late session of congress the 
president found no more ardent sup- 
porter of his policy than Mr. Hanna, 
In the final controversy over Cuban 
reciprocity, Mr. Hanna was one of the 
few senators who persistently urged 
action along lines recommended by the 
president, and warned his party that the 
people wanted this legislation and 


‘ would resent the failure of congress to 


act. 

But the senator's closest friends say 
now that the break will surely come if 
General Leonard Wood is named as the 
“business member” or “manager” of 
the isthmian canal commission, as 
sundry newspapers have announced 
would be done. This break, however, is 
likely to amount to Tio more than the 
others have, since the best informed 
observers here have never had any idea 
that the president expected to name 
Wood for such an office. Wood has 
been, apparently, very desirous of an 
appointment on the commission, but 
largely because he is interested in the 
sanitary and hygienic conditions of the 


tropical canal zone. He will make a 
number of recommendations to the 
president about these matters, but 


there wilk be no real need of utilizing 


| his services as a member of the com- 
| mission. 


Senator Hanna would undoubtedly 


| have made an open fight against Gen- 
| eral Wood if he had been named as a 


commissioner. The senator is firmly 
convinced that Rathbone was not given 
a fair trial in Cuba, and that Wood was 
to blame for the failure. The only 
thing Wood can hope to get without a 
fight with Hanna will be the ordinary 
military promotions. The president 
Knows this; and, though he would not 
desist from doing his full duty to Wood 
on such am@eccount, that is a different 
thing from inviting a set-to with Sena- 
tor Hanna quite gratuitously. 

The provisions of the Spooner bill 
providing for the appointment of a 
canal commission are such, by the way, 
that several aspirants for commis- 
sionships are bound to be disappointed. 
The commission will be composed of 
seven members, four of whom must be 
skilled engineers. One of the four 
must be an officer of the army and an- 
other an officer of the navy. This re- 
duces the number of civilians, exclu- 
sive of engineering experts, to three. 

Many members of congress who 
have failed of renomination have been 
mentioned as possible appointees; but, 
unless the president waits until after 
March 4, 1903, they cannot be ap- 
pointed, owing to the constitutional pro- 
vision concerning offices, “which shall 
have been created, or the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased,” 
during the term for which they were 
elected. If, therefore, the commis- 
sioners are selected and named during 
the coming winter, present members of 
the house and senate are ruled out. 
This inhibition applies to Senators 
Jones of Arkansas and Harris of Kan- 
sas, as well as to the rest. 

Glenn Will Be Punished 

Washington, July 19.—The records of 
the case of Major Glenn, who was tried 
by court martial at Manila for alleged 
ili-treatment of Filipino prisoners by the 
use of the water cure and in other ways, 
have been received at the war depart- 
ment and will be sent to the president 
for final review. There is reason for 
the belief that Glenn was convicted on 
one or more counts and sentenced to 
punishment. 


Tornado In Empire State 

Plattsburg, N. Y., July 19.—A tornado 
swept over Moflittsville last night, de- 
stroying a starch factory, carding mill, 
sawmill and unroofing numerous barns 
and dwellings. Pedestrians could not 
stand during the storm and the roofs 
of some of the buildings were carried 
an eighth of a mile. The total loss will 
reach $50,000.

Undesirable Immigrants Slip In 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., July 19.—Fifty 
Russian gypsies, refused admission to 

the United States at Ogdensburg and 
Brockville as underisable immigrants, 
have succeeded in entering at Cape 
Vincent. They comprise a filthy, 
squalid tribe of 10 caravans, living by 
begging and fortune telling. They 
have been driven from place to place 
through Canada by the authorities. 
Revenue officers have gone to round 
up the band, who were sent to Canada 
from the old country in the expecta- 
tion that they would settle on farms 
in the Canadian northwest. 


Brutal Brothers Killed by Woman 

Carbondale, Ills., July 19.—The Jau- 
bert brothers, who operated a small coal 
mine near Oraville, were both shot to 
death at their home yesterday by 
the wife of one of the men after she 
had beenabused by them. The woman 
gave the alarm and surrendered to an 
officer. Coroner Knauer impanelled a 
jury, who exonerated the wife. The 
brothers have been noted for years for 
their brutal ways and the wife has 
endured the abuse of her drunken 
husband. 


Floods Mean Ruin For Farmers 

Keokuk, Ia., July 19.—Heavy rains 
in central lowa are sending a flood 
down upon prosperous Missouri farmers 
which will ruin many of them and 
cause losses aggregating, at conserva- 
tive estimate, $2,500,000. There seems 
to be no hope for the country between 
the Mississippi river and its Missouri 
bluffs, between Keokuk and Hannibal, 
800 square miles, mostly corn laid by, 
with some thousands of acres of wheat 
in the shock. 


Strike May Be Renewed 

Chicago, July 19.—Another strike of 
the: freight handlers of Chicago may 
be called Sunday night. President 
Curran of the Freight Handlers’ union 
has issued a call for a mass meeting of 
all the freight handlers in the city, to 
be held at that time, to take action on 
the refusal of four railroads to rein- 
state all the old men. Curran says that 
he regrets having to take this step, but 
is compelled to do so. 


Andrews Believes Himself Rich 

Detroit, July 19.—Attorney Kircbrer 
contributed the leading feature in the 
trial of Frank C. Andrews yesterday 
when, in opening the case for the de- 
fense, he stated that Andrews still be- 
lieved he was a very rich man and able 
to pay every cent he owes the wrecked 
City Savings bank. The impression 
had prevailed that Andrews had lost 
everything through speculation in Amal- 
gamated Copper. 
Corn Crop of 2,500,000,000 Bushels 

Chicago, July 19.—Paul Morton, first 
vice president of the Santa Fe road, 
predicts a record crop of corn for the 
West and the entire country this sea- 
son. He estimates the total crop of the 
country at 2.500,000,000 bushels and de- 
clares that the railroads of the west will 
have all they can do to take care of 
the increased traffic that will result 
therefrom. 


Suicide of Clergyman 

New York, July 19.—Rey. Victor C. 
Smith, rector of the chapel of the 
Messiah, committed suicide yesterday 
by inhaling gas at his home. He had 
suffered from nervous prostration, in- 
duced by overwork, and had been toa 
sanitarium, from which be was a few 
months ago released. He was 50 years 
old and leaves a widew and two chil- 
dren. 


Three Men Killed and Train Burned 

Rhinelander, Wis., July 19—In a 
head-end collision between freight 
trains here yesterday the two engineers 
and one fireman were killed and a 
brakeman Was seriously injured. The 
two trains crashed together at full 
speed. Sixty cars, heavily loaded, went 
into a ditch and, catching fire, were 
consumed.

From Secretary Root

Will Be Given Apostolic Delegate to 
the Philippines Which Will Doubt- 
less Splve Pending Questions—High 
Praise For Goivernur Tait 
Rome, July 19.—The foliowing note 

from the Vatican was preseuted to Goy-

portant communication I am happy to 
assure you that the lioly see has learned 
with the liveliest satisfaction the high 
eonsideration in which the govern- 
ment of the United States holds the 
fitness of the measures which the Vat- 
ican, independently of the solution of 
any economic question, designed tak- 
ing to ameliorate the religious situa- 
tion in the archiplago and co-operate 
in the pacification of the people under 
American sovereignty. These declara- 
ions of Mr. Root do honor to the deep 
political wisdom of the government of 
the United States which knows how to 
appreciate the happy influence of the 
holy see for the religious and civil ele- 
vation of the people, especially Catho- 
lics. 

“With equal satisfaction, the pontift 
has taken into account the assurances 
of Secretary Root that the American 
authorities in the Philippines and at 
Washington will put forth all possible 
efforts to maintain the good under- 
standing happily established with the 
authorities of the Catholic church. On 
his part the pontiff will not fail to give 
the apostolic delegate soon to be sent 
to the Philippines the most precise in- 
structions accocding to my former 
notes. 

“The main lines for future negotia- 
tions indicated in the notes having been 
accepted by Secretary Root, the repre- 
sentation of the Vatican in the archi- 
pelago will enter inte relations with the 
authorities in the Philippines on the 
four points indicated by Mr. Root. 

“The holy see does not doubt that 
mutual confidence, combined with the 
action of its representative and that of 
the American government, will easily 
produce a happy solution of the pend- 
ing questions, inaugurating for that 
noble country a new era of peace and 
true progress.

To Support the Men Now Out of Work 


—Recommendations of President 


Mitchell submitted to a Special 


Committee For Consideration 


Indianapolis, July 19.—At the con- 
clusion of a secret session which

tions of Presideut Mitencl! for the 
Imanagement of the an? strike 
were referred to a oj(. a) ecinmutice | 
which is tu report bace to Lae onven- | 


tion today. The recomendations are: | 


1. That the treasurer of the order be | 
directed to appropriate $50,000 for the 
relief of the anthracite miners, 

2. That the unions appropriate for 
the same purpose as large a sum as 
they can afford. 

3. That anassessment of $1 per week 
be levied on all members of the unions. 

4. ‘That all officers of the national 
districts drawing a salary of $60 a 
month or over contribute 25 percent of 
their salaries. 

5. That an appeal be made to all 
trade unions and citizens generally to 
aid the cause of the miners. 

6. That an address be issued appeal- 
ing to the American people to bring 
such pressure to bear as will compel 
the operators to submit to arbitration. 

The committee remained in session 
until midnight, when it adjourned with- 
out completing its work. It will re- 
convene today. While its task is un- 
finished it is practically certain that the 
committee wilt urge the adoption of 
the recommendations of President 
Mitchel! and the levying upon the mem- 
bers of the union of an arbitrary assess- 
ment of $1 a week where there is no 
check office and of 10 percent a week 
in localities where there is a check of- 
fice. It was also decided to use all the 
funds to be raised for the strikers in the 
anthracite district. 

At the opening of the executive ses- 
sion, Vice President Lewis delivered an 
energetic speech on an amendment of- 
fered by Delegate Haskins to the ef- 
fect that the fund to be raised for the 
aid of the anthracite miners be ex- 
tended to all of the striking miners 
where their strike bas been sanctioned 
by the general organization. 

President Mitchell told the conven- 
tion that the strikes in West Virginia 
and elsewhere were being protected by 
the general organization under the 
regular assessments of the union, but 
that the assessment which was under 
discussion was necessary for ghe sup- 
port of the anthracite strike a¥ne and 
should not be diverted from its pur- 


pose. He declared that the cost of main- 
taining strikes varied according to 


places and conditions. 

Mr. Mitchell assured the convention 
that the strike in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict and all other strikes would be 
looked after without splitting up the 
fund for the anthracite men, and again 
urged the men to dismiss from their 
minds all thought of a general strike. 
His remarks were greeted with en- 
thusiastic cheers. 

Several delegates made short 
speeches, asking the convention to 
hasten matters. A vote was then taken 
on the Haskins amendment and it was 
voted down by a decisive majority, 
This left before the convention the 
original motion for the adoption of the 
recommendations of the president. A 
number of amendments were then of- 
fered, all relating to the manner in 
which the assessment should be made. 
One favored 10 percent of the net earn- 
ings of the members of the union: an- 
other 10 percent of the gross earnings 
and a third suggested that in some dis- 
tricts the assessinent should be made 
on the percentage basis, and in others 
on the basis of $1 per week. These 
were all pending when Secretary Wil- 
son offered an amendment that the inat- 
ter be referred to a committee con- 
sisting of the three highest officers of 
the national organization and the presi- 
dents of the districts represented in the 
convention. This prevailed and ad- 
journment was taken until today. 

At the conclusion of the session Sec- 
retary Wilson said: “It will cost $500,- 
000 weekly to support all the men now 
on strike in the various districts. An 
assessment of $1 per week upon each 
member of the union will bring in $250,- 
000 a week. This will leave us $250,- 
to raise each week from outside sources 
and from the promises and offers that 
have been made us we are confident 
that we will be able to do this.”

These improvements were made as 
the game became faster. There being 
more volleying, strokes had to be made 
quicker and the racket balanced by a 
larger handle, while the longer frame 
gives more spring to the gut, less force 
now being required to get the speed 
from the stroke, as in the old style. 
The National association did a very 
wise thing when it decided this year to 
make the ball the same size as that 
used in England. The size of the offi- 
cial American ball last year was not 
less than 2 15-32 inches and not more 
than 2% inches in diameter. The size 
of the ball this year is not less than 24 
inches and not more than 2 9-16 inches 
in diameter. 

The same may be said of the nets 
and posts. The nets of the present day 
do away with the ropes by. having iron 
sockets driven in the ground and the 
posts placed in them and being the reg- 
ulation height at each post, 3% feet, 
with a center strap that makes the 
middle of the net the proper height, 
three feet.

Recalling that most of these speci- 
mens were captured about milkweeds, 
I visited their locality again and found 
that the flowers held in durance vile a 
large number of flies and some other 
small insects, among which was a cab- 
bage butterfly unable to extract its 
proboscis from the blossom from which 
it had been sipping. The argynnids, 
being larger and much stronger than 
this luckless visitér, were able to pull 
away from the milkweeds, but carry- 
ing the club shaped pollen masses with 
them. And so we see here that nature 
had not intended the creation of an in- 
sect snare, but primarily a means of 
pollenizing flowers through the medium 
of their insect consorts, the captives be- 
ing among the incidental victims of 
misfortune that frequently figure as 
giving up their lives to no evident pur- 
pose in the carrying out of nature’s 
grander schemes. 


New Gas Mantle. 

In reference to gaslight mantles it is 
reported that an Austrian engineer has 
discovered ‘and perfected a chemical 
compound which when added to the 
thoriacera mantle converts it from a 
loose, fragile structure into an elastic 
glass where the chemical constituents 
are chemically combined and not mere- 
ly mechanically held together. 


Bacteria on Money. 

A physician through bacteriological 
Investigation made at the Hopital du 
Bey, Algiers, has found that almost all 
varieties of bacteria occur upon cur- 
rency, but most common are the germs 
of suppuration. Bacteria are, however, 
short lived upon metal currency. 


The opening of the great Aspen tun- 
nel, on the Wyoming division of the 
Union Pacific railroad, marks the suc- 
cessful completion of an unusually dif- 


ficult piece of engineering. The for- 
mation through which- the tunnel is 
built is of a carboniferous nature. 
Rock was at first encountered, then 
shale and finally a curious “slacking 
ground,” where the real difficulty of 
the work began. 

This ground was very much of the 
nature of an old fashioned pot of yeast, 
says a writer in the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, or it might be likened 
to an asphalt bed. As soon as the air 
Was admitted to the tunnel it swelled 
up after the manner of quicklime ir- 
resistibly. It was at first thought that 
Oregon pine beams twelve inches 
square would suffice, but these were 
literally smashed into kindling wood. 
Then 16 by 6 inch steel girders were 
tried. They were bent like wire by 
the enormous pressure. 

The action was so sudden that 
the men had often to run for their 
lives, the effect being almost like an 
explosion, the ground Swelling up and 
entirely closing the tunnel. Considera- 
bie trouble was also caused by the oe. 
currence of oil and water in the shaft. 
An explosion of the former caused the 
death of three men in 1899. The great- 
est depth of the tunnel below the sur- 
face is 456 feet, and its highest point 
is 7,296 feet above sea level,

to Carry on Coal Strike 


APPEAL T0 THE PEOPLE 


For Funds to Continue War Against 
the Anthracite Operators—Retalia- 
tory Measures May Be Executed— 


Strike Has Cost $55,000,000 


Indianapolis, July 21—The conyen- 
tion of the United Mine Workers ad- 
journed after declaring against a gen- 
eral strike, providing for the raising 
of a fund with which to aid the strik- 
ing miners aud issuing an appeal to the 
American people for support. 

The appeal to the people for support 
Says in part: “The strugzle in the .n- 
thracite region will be continued until 
our demands have been granted or a 
competent board of arbitration kus de- 
clared that we are wrong. 

“Realizing this fact, we appeal to the 
people at large to bring all pessible 
pressure to bear on the officers and 
stockholders of the anthracite eccal- 
earrying railroads and other anthracite 
coal interests to treat considevately the 
appeals of their employes for arbitra- 
tion. 

“The care of 150,000 men and their 
families in a protracted struggle, such 
as this is likely to be, will require the 
expenditure of a large Sur of money in 
the purchase of food. Our own re- 
sources are limited. 

“We need money for that purpose and 
we appeal to very trade union and trade 
unionist, to every citizen whose inter- 
ests are involved_and to every lover of 
fair play, to assist us in raising $1,000,- 
000 per month from the outside sources, 
as long as the strike may iast.” 

The recommendations brought in by 
the special comniittee appointed in the 
executive session of Friday and which 
are practically identical with those sug- 
gested by President Mitelel! in his ad- 
dress on the first day of the conven- 
tion and unanimously adopted by the 
convention, were adopted.

TORNADO AT BALTIMORE, 


Fatalities in the Harbor and from Falling 
Trees and Wires, 


Baltimore, July 21.—A fierce tornado, 
characterized by a wind storm of ex- 
traordinary velocity, thunder, vivid 
lightning and a heavy rain, suddenly 
burst upon Baltimore at 1:50 p. m. 
yesterday, with the net result that 11 
persons lost thelr lives, hundreds of 
houses were unroofed, trees in the pub- 
lic parks and streets were torn up by 
the roots, many buildings damaged and 
several people injured. 

The storm exhausted Its fury fu less 
than 15 minutes. The damage done in 
the business part of the city was com- 
paratively slight, being confined to the 
blowing down of sigus. {t was in the 
residence portions of the city along the 
river front and in the harbor where the 
wind spent its violence. 


Of those who perished nine were | 


drowned in the harbor from open boats, 
one was kilied by a falling *--- andone 
vy u uve wire. 

Roy Bateman, 12; Joseph Cxin, 10, and 
John Cain, 6, were out in a rowboat on 
the river with three other companions. 
When the storm broke the boat cap- 
sized and the above named three were 
drowned, the other three being rescued 
by a tugboat. 

The boy killed by a live wire, Charles 
Schaeffer, had, in company with two 
other boys, gone into a shed for pro- 
tection when the shed blew down and 
a live wire fell on him, resulting in his 
death. 

The drowning of Mrs. Mary Schuler 
and her children was the most pathetic 
incident of the hurricane. Michael 
Schuler, with his wife and three chil- 
dren, accompanied by his brother-inlaw, 
Joseph Cooper and his wife, had gone 
out into the harbor for a sail in a 80- 
foot boat. When the storm came 
Schuler and Cooper took insails. Sehu- 
ler sent his wife and children into the 
little cabin and he stood at the tiller to 
keep the vessel's head toward the wind. 
A sudden gust of wind threw the boom 
of the vessel around, knocked Schuler 
down and pinned him to the deck. An- 


other gust capsized the bout, releasing | 


Schuler, who, with Cooper and his wife, 
were thrown into the water, leaving 
Mrs. Schuler and her children pinned 
in the cabin. A crew from a schooner 
rescued Schuler and Cooper and wife, 
and towed the capsized vessel to the 
wharf, where it was righted and the 
dead bodies of Mrs. Schuler and her 
three children taken from the cabin. 

Thomas Carroll, with four other 
young men, was out in the harbor in 
a rowboat, which was capsized. @ar- 
roll was drowned, while his four com- 
panions clung to the rudder of a steam- 
ship, from which perilous position they 
were rescued by a tug. 

A colored camp meeting was in 
progress in Paradise grove. The con- 
gregation had just been dismissd when 
the storm broke. A huge oak tree fell 
upon the tent In which the services had 
been held. Several of the worshippers 
were caught beneath as jt fell. WiII- 
fam Cornish was crushed to death by 
the falling tree. The others were not 
seriously injured. 

A hole several feet in diameter was 
blown in the wall of St. Mary's Star of 
the Sea Catholic church. A portion of 
the stone cornice weighing more than 
a ton fell to the street. Fo;tunately 
no one was injured by the falling stone 
and brick. 

The weather bureau reports that it 
was more in the nature of a whirlwind 
than atornado. The first indication of 
the storm was apparent at 1:25 p. m. 
and the sun reappeared at 1:45. Re- 
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ports from outlying aistricts are 
meagre, but so far as known the storm 
was confined to Baltimore and  gub- 
urbs.

Capt. Hunt Admits He is Too Old 
for Police Duty, But— 


Quincy, July 21, 1902. 
Editors Quincey Daily Ledger: 

Dear Sir: In Mr. H. H. Faxon’s 1 -tter 
of July 19, he mentioned my vame in his 
controversy with Mayor Bryant on the 
Coustable question. Now as I was first 
elected a constable in 1847 m the old 
town of Quincy, fifty-tive years ago, 
and have been elected or appointed 
either a constable ora police officer 
most of the time since, except from ’61 
to ’°65 when I was in the army as 
private, first sergeant and captain, and 
in those long years I think I have done 
sume fairly good service to the old 
town and City of Quincy. 

I also served twenty years in the old 
Quincy Fire Department at the rate of 
$1.25 to $2a year. I might also add 
that among other things I have saved 
eight persons from death by drowning, 
six of whom were residents of Quincy. 

The reason I asked to be appointed a 
constable was that I could serve on the 
dog warrant, looking after unlicensed 
dogs which I know I am competent to 
do. 

As for acting as a constable to do 
police daty, Iam well aware that I am 
at least fifteen years too old for that 
duty. As Mr. Faxon says, 1 shall be 
eighty years old the 29th of August 
next, and I well know that an officer to 
do police duty often has to get into a 
mix-up with bad men and no old man 
of my own or Mr. Faxon’s age should 
think of doing it, 

As for Mr. Faxon’s dig at me in his 
last remarks in his letter, it was wholly 
uocalled for, and unmanly in him to do

London, July 21—John W. Mackay 
of San Francisco, who had been suf- 
fering from heat prostration since 
Tuesday last, died at his residence 
here last evening. 

Mr. Mackay’s condition bad improved, 
but the patient had a bad night, and 
yesterday morning a consultation was 
held by three physicians, Mr, Mackay 
grew Worse as the day progressed. He 
Was unconscious most of the time and 
died very peacefully. The immediate 
cause of death was heart failure. The 
right lung was found to be congested 
and the symptoms indicated pneu- 


Mrs. Mackay, her mother and 
Countess Telfener were present when 
Mr. Mackay died, and Princess Ga- 
latio Colonna arrived from Paris a half 
hour after her step-father’s death.

Mr. Mackay was the last surviving 
member of the four bonanza kings, 
Flood, O’Brien and Fair, the other 
three having long since died.

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GARMENT WORKERS STRIKE 


Ranks of 25,000 Now Out May Be 
Augmented by 15,000 Others 

New York, July 21—Tweuty-five 
thousand east side garment workers 
went on strike yesterday and it is pre- 
dicted 15,000 more will follow. ‘The 
unions affected are the Brotherhood of 
Tailors, the Vest Makers’ union, Trous- 
ers Makers’ union, Kuee Breeches 
Makers’ union, Children’s Jacket Mak- 
ers’ union, Sailor Jacket Makers’ union 
and Buttonhole Makers’ union. 

The Brotherhood of Tailors demands 
of the manufacturers a 56-hour work- 
ing week, the payment of last year’s 
union scale, a guarantee that the con- 
tractors or middlemen will pay union 
wages and employ union men, and also 
a guarantee that in case a middleman 
defaults they will get their wages. 

Conferences between representatives 
of the union and the employers were 
held last week, but no settlement was 
reached. The employers were willing to 
grant the 56-hour working week, but 
were not willing to take any pledges 
as to the payment of wages by the con- 
tractors. The Brotherhood of Tailors 
and the unions that are on strike belong 
to the Garment Workers’ trade council 
and the other union members went out 
in sympathy with the tailors. 


Trainmen Forgot Order 

Rochester, July 21.—A head-on col- 
lision occurred between two passenger 
traing on the Lehigh Valley railroad 
here last evening, in which Fireman 
Putnam was killed and 19 others more 
or less seriously injured. Both trains 
were running at a high rate of speed 
when they came together. An engine 
and one passenger coach in ove of the 
trains was thrown from the track 
down an embankment and into the 
Erie canai feeder and was completely 
wrecked. The other engine was de- 
molished, but remained on the roadbed. 
It is admitted by the crew of the incom- 
ing train that they had received orders 
to meet the outgoing train at Mount 
Hope siding, which is a short distance 
south of the scene of the wreck. They 
Say that, having habitually met the 
outgoing train at Rochester, the order 
to meet it at Mount Hope siding was 
forgotten until too late. 


Sultan Changes His Mind 

Manila, July 21.—The sultan of 
Bacolod, Mindanao, who recently sent 
an insultingly-worded communication 
to the commander of the American ex- 
pedition to Lake Lanao, in which he 
threatened to begin offensive  opera- 
tions in August, has now written a 
friendly letter to the commander of the 
American forces, in which he disavows 
all desire to fight and says he will eon- 
fer with the Americans in the future.

Brown and C. W. Voorhees, jurors, $200 
each. 


Overdue Steamer Arrives 

Halifax, July 21.—After drifting help- 
lessly about the mid-Atlantic for three 
days, with a broken shaft, steamer 
Belgenland, Liverpool from Philadel- 
phia, was towed into this port by 
steamer Scholar and her 200 passengers 
landed without suffering anything more 
the inconvenience caused by the de- 
lay.

It appears that cotton was known in 
Persia 800 years B. C., says a writer in 
Leslie’s Weekly. It was raised also 
ages ago in Egypt. The Arabs sold it 
in the market in ancient times. It was 
found in India, too*and it was ginned 
(the seed and fiber separated) by the 
women. The ginner sat on a low stool 
before a flat stone. She rolled a long 
round stone or roller of iron over the 
flat stone, using her feet to turn the 
roller.- With one hand she put the 
rough cotton under the stone and with 
the other she threw the seeds out in 
front, occasionally using one hand to 
pull the clean fiber from the roller and 
throw it in a heap at her side. 

The method was very crude, and one 
Woman accomplished but little during 
a day, but the correct principle was 
used even then. Cotton was cleaned by 
frictional contact between two smooth 
surfaces having no sharp teeth or cut 
ting edges to tear or break the fiber. 
And this same principle has been ap-

plied by Mr. J. EB. Cheesman of Cleve- 
land in a most ingenious and effective 
manner. 

His machine is very simple. There 
are three parts which operate directly 
on the cotton as it is fed into the ma- 
chine. There is a long roller which 
runs close to a stationary blade with 
blunt edge. Operating in connection 
with this are strippers, broad dull 
blades which come nearly in contact 
with the roller and the fixed blade. As 
the cotton is fed automatically into the 
machine it is caught up by the roller, 
to which it adheres, while the movable 
blade removes the seed. The cotton, 
free from all seeds and trash, comes 
away in a broad sheet like newspapers 
from a press. 

On one side of the machine the seeds, 
cleaned entirely from fiber, fall into 
a long trough, while on the other 
side the machine works with the ra- 
pidity of a little engine, engaging but 
two horsepower and doing its work 
gently. By the use of a series of 
blunt blades called the strippers, which 
have an elliptical motion, the new in- 
vention gins cotton smoothly without 
injuring the fiber. Neither does it 
break the seeds, which are very valu- 
able commercially for the oil. 


A Decimal Chronograph. 

A new form of chronograph which is 
essentially out of the ordinary is de- 
scribed in the Revue Chronometrique. 
The hour circle is numbered from 1 to 
24, and the hour hand passes over it in 
one day (mean solar). The minute hand 
marks the minute® centesimally on a 
circle divided into a hundred equal 
parts. To facilitate the reading of time 
according to the usual form the hour 
band carries a little indicator behind it 
which marks the ordinary duodecimal 
hour corresponding to the hours includ- 
ed between 12 and 24—that is to say, to 
the hour of the afternoon and evening. 
The sexagesimal minutes are valued 
approximately at the point of the hour 
hand, the odd hours corresponding to 
half the preceding even bour. The 
fractions less than thirty minutes are 
estimated by inspection. 


The Value of a Liner. 

An adequate idea of the high value 
of a modern Atlantic liner may be 
gathered from the fact that the insur- 
ance of the North German Lloyd steam- 
ship Kalser Wilhelm II., now in course 
of construction, is $1,501,150. This rep- 
resents only the launching value of the 
bare hull. A further insurance sum of 
$3,549,480 Is required to cover the ship 
for the first trial trip, while the com- 
pany requires a total sum underwritten 
on completion of the vessel of $6,175,- 
600. The risk of launching, river work 
and trials is to be covered by the poli- 
cles. 


New Bears. 

The national zoo at Washington fs 
trying to get a specimen of the gray 
bear of Mount St. Elias, Alaska, which 
Was only discovered to the world a 
short time ago. This bear inhabits the 
glaciers and snow covered mountain 
slopes, and natural selection has made 
his color of such a blue gray hue that 
at any distance he is invisible against 
the ice. A “spectacled” bear, brown 
over his body and with white rings 
around his eyes, has also recently been 
found for the first ‘time on the bigh 
slopes of the Andes in Bolivia. 


Furnace That Eats Smoke. 

At the Stevens Institute of Technolo- 
£y in Hoboken experiments are being 
made with a new type of furnace 
which, according to the claims of its 
inyentor, uses soft coal without pro- 
ducing any smoke whatever. By an in- 
genious method of producing perfect 
combustion the furnace actually con- 
sumes all the waste matter that under 
the ordinary method of using coal goes 
up the chimney and becomes smoke,

MISSION TO ROME ENDS 


Pope Receives Taft In Fare- 
well Audience 


AMERICA’S GOOD EXAMPLE 


in Her Methods of Treating Church 
Matters—Confident That Vexatious 
Question Will Be Satisfactorily 
Solved—Taft Leaves For Naples 


22.—The pope received 
Governor Taft and the members of his 
party in farewell audience at noon yes- 
terday. Judge Taft and Judge Smith 
wore evening dress; Major Porter was 
in full uniform, and Bishop O'Gorman 
wore eccleviastical robes. 


Rome, July 


They were 
received at the great door of the Vat- 
ican by the Swiss guards, who ren- 
dered military honors. At the foot of 
the state staircase the Americans were 
met by Monsignor Bisleti, master of 
the ceremonies, Who Was accompanied 
by several other dignitaries of the papal 
court. At the door of the pontitical 
apartments the noble guards and 
geudarmes rendered the customary 
honors, after which Governor Taft and 
his companions were ushered into the 
private library. As the door was 
opened the pope went half way to meet 
them and greeted Governor Taft with 
great cordiality. He commenced the 
interview by saying he was most sutis- 
fied and happy at the resuits obtained 
and was contident that the negotiations 
would be the starting point of a com- 
plete and satisfactory solution of the 
question under discussion. He added 
that the apostolic delegate soon to be 
appointed would be instructed most 
strictly and precisely regarding carry- 
ing out the idcas determined upon by the 
United States and the Vatican, saying: 
“I will see that orders be given him as 
to his work, over which I will watch 
personally.” 

Turning the conversation, the pope 
expressed the highest esteem for Amer- 
ican methods of treating church mat- 
ters. In fact he had more than once 
pointed to the United States as setting 
an example well worth copying. 

Governor Taft thanked the pope for 
the promptness and courtesy shown 
during his visit and promised co-opera- 
tion with the apostolic delegates in ex- 
ecuting the business on the lines agreed 
upon at Rome. He expressed regret at 
the fact that the negotiations bad been 
made the occasion for the circulation 
of false and even calumnious rumors 
in various papers and by some tele- 
graphic agencies, which had given rise 
to unfavorable comments upon the Vat- 
jean. The pope also protested against 
such false reports, but he philosoph- 
ically declared that by this time he was 
accustomed to that kind of misrepre- 
sentation. 

The pontiff then rose and walked 
with the Americans to the opposite 
side of the room and showed them the 
mosaic which he is sending to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in return for the presl- 
dent’s present of a box containing bis 
(Mr. Roosevelt’s) literary works. 

The mosaic is a copy of Corridi’s well 
known picture of Pope Leo sitting on 
the terrace of the Vatican gardens sur- 
veying Rome. It was made in the Vat- 
ican workshops. 

The pope then gave Bishop O'Gorman 
an autograph letter to President Roose- 
velt. 

Members of Governor Taft's party 
asked the pope to bless several boxes 
of rosaries and other religious me- 
mentos, which the pope did most will- 
ingly, adding that his benediction was 
extended to all their religions and 
friends. 

After 40 minutes’ audienve the pope 
saw the Americans to the door of the 
library. 

Governor Taft and his companions 
then called on the papal secretary of 
state, Cardinal Rampolla, with whom 
they exchanged somewhat similar 
courtesies. 

Later, Governor Taft, accompanied 
by Judge Smith and Captain Strother, 
left Rome for Naples.

THE WARE MURDER 


Most Interesiing Stage 

Elisworth, Me., July 22. -Interest in 
the trial of William A. Treworgy, who 
is charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Sarah A. Ware four years ago, is in- 
tensitied because of the evidence which 
was developed by the defense yester- 
day. The defense put on vitnesses to 
show that it would have heen impos- 
sible for Treworgy to have driven a 
team with Sarah Ware's body into the 
Nicholson pasture, where Joseph Fogg 
Claims he helped the accused man carry 
it. 

In the afternoon the most interesting 
Witness of the trial was put on the 
stand. This witness was Mrs. Elmira 
Miles, with whom Sarah Ware Tad 
lived for many years. After telling 
about Sarah Ware's disappearance Mrs. 
Miles told of a mysterious man who kad 
called at her house before tie body was 
found and who claimed to be a de- 
tective. She saw this man zo into the 
Nicholson pasture, where the body was 
later discovered. She said that ‘Tre- 
worgy’s relations with Sarah WareLad 
always been friendly. 

Selectinun Hall also testified relating 
to Joseph Fogg's retraction of the story 
he had told which implicated Tre- 
worgy. 

Francis Ginn of Rockport testified 
that Joe Fogg came into Lis store 
one day. Witness said: “What is the 
use, Joe, of trying to make people be- 
lieve that you drove down into that 
pasture with Sarah Ware's body when 
you know a wagon never Was in that 
field?” 

Witness testified that Joe replied: “I 
Shall tell the story I can get the most 
money out of.’ 


Fishermen Had Great Luck 

Bosten, July Though the mack- 
erel season is well on few dealers or 
employes on T wharf expected to see 
such a large fleet of seiners, as weil as 
ground fish, halibut and swordfish 
schooners, 18 came in yesterday, Dur- 
ing the past week a fleet of 14 seining 
schooners reached the pier from Georges 
With a total of 188,240 fresh and $45 
barrels of salt mackerel, or double the 
receipts for the previous week. Yet 
yesterday came near equalling the 
record for the week when a tleet of 11 
seiners arrived with a total of 165,000 
fresh and 578 barrels of salt mackerel. 
This is claimed to be the record for 
years in a single day, 


Anti-Imperialists Still Active 

Boston, July 22.—A number of the 
anti-imperialists of this city left last 
night for Bolton’s Landing, Lake 
George, to join other leaders of this 
movement at a meeting o¢ the apecial 
committee appointed last spring to in- 
vestigate affairs in the Philippines and 
secure the publicity of the facts. The 
object of the meeting is to canvass the 
investigation that has been made and 
discuss, the present situation. These 
leaders say that they are determined to 
press the issue with more vigor than 
ever. It is possible that at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting a statement of 
facts developed will be sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Teamsters Vote to Strike 

Fall River, Mass., July 22.—At a meet- 
ing of the Master Teamsters’ associa- 
tion last night it was unanimously 
voted to strike tomorrow if thesprices 
demanded of contractors are not 
granted. The city employes have al- 
ready been given an increase of 50 
cents, and the superintendent of streets 
has promised to make further ad- 
vances if others do so. A number of 
contractors are already paying the men 
$5 a day for double teams and $3.50 for 
single teams. It is expected that 
everything will be settled  satisfac- 
torily. 


Want Improved Conditions 

Boston, July 22.—The conductors and

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YOHE JEWELS MISSING 


B| Long Continued Case Has Reachea a| Ex-Captain Strong Charged With 


Larceny of $250,000 Worth 
New York, July 22.—A formal] com- 
Plaint of grand larceny was made 
against former Captain Putnam B. 
Strong last evening, by May Yohe, for- 


mer wife of Lord Francis Hope, who 
visited police headquarters, accom- 
panied by her mother and her lawyer, 
and there charged Strong, who re- 
cently disappeared from his home at 
Hastings, with the theft of jewels 
which she values at $250,000. Her 
complaint was entertained and a gen- 
eral alarm was sent out for the arrest 
of Strong. 

Miss Yohe’s counsel said that the 
safes in the Knickerbocker Sate De- 
posit company, where Miss Yohe nad 
kept her jewels, were opened yesterday 
and it was found that her jewels, valued 
at $250,000, had been removed, nothing 
of value being left in the sefe except 
a few trifling trinkets. He also ex- 
plained that pawn tickets calling for 
$100,000 worth of the missing gems 
had been recovered. 

Indignation got the better of affection 
with May Yohe when reports were 
brought to her that Captain Strong had 
been enjoying himself in the Tender- 
loin. 

“I gave up all for him when his father 
went bankrupt,” said Miss Yohe, with 
just the suspicion of moisture in her 
eyes. “I loved him dearly and I 
thought he loved me. For two years 
Ihavesupported him. Nota penny has 
he paid to maintain this establishment 
and the retinue of servants tlat we 
keep. 

“And now, as I think over what he 
has done—deserted me, taken my 
jewels, left me without anything in the 
world—if he should come watking up 
the path I would forgive him. I would 
say: ‘Well, Putty, we'll have to begin 
all over again. I will go to ‘work for 
you.’”

EXCURSION STEAMER SUNK. 


Struck by Tug in River Elbe near Ham- 
burg—Over Fifty Drowned. 


Hamburg, July 22.—The steamship 
Primus, with 185 passengers on board, 
was sunk by the tug Hansa on the River 
Elbe yesterday. So far as ascertained 
between 50 and 60 
drowned, 

The Primus was an excursion steam- 
er from Buxtehude. Among the pas- 
sengers Were the members of the Eli- 
beck Male Choral society. At the time 
of the accident the Prinius was cross- 
ing the river channel near Blankenese. 
According to witnesses aboard the 
Hansa, the movement was made too 
precipitately. The Primus struck the 
tug’s engine-room, and the Hansa en- 
deayored to push her ashore, but the 
tug grounded soon and the ships parted. 
The Primus then sank. 

The disaster caused deep gloom horo. 
Many children lost both their parents. 
Captain Petersen of the Primus swam 
ashore and gave himself up*to the po- 
lice. Captain Sachs of the Hansa also 
surrendered. The Primus was the old- 
est boat on the Elbe. She was built in 
England in 1844, and had never before 
met with accident. 

The terrible panic that occurred on 
the Primus when the Hansa struck her 
rendered the efforts to save her pas- 
sengers almost useless, The steamer 
Delphin came up immediately and suc- 
ceeded in saving 60 of those on board 
the sinking steamer, while a nuanber of 
other boats assisted in the work of 
rescue. 

Some of thesurvivors furnish graphic 
descriptions of the awful suddenness 
of the disaster. According to their 
story, the band was playing and many 
couples were dancing on deck when the 
crash of the collision came.- The ves- 
sel gave a great list, her deck taking 
such an angle that it was Impossible for 
the passengers to keep their feet. 
Those below scrambled up the compan- 
ion ways, but most of the persons in the 
saloon were drowned. Men fouzht for 
their own safety regardless of others. 

In the midst of the confusion the 
boilers exploded, adding to the horror 
of the scene, and many persons are 
Said to have been injured by flying 
splinters of metal. More of the Primus’ 
passengers would have been sayed by 
the ropes thrown from the Hansa had 
it not been that before those who siezed 
the ropes could be hauled on board they 
were pulled off from the lines they had 
grasped by other persons struggling in 
the water and all were drowned in the 
hideous confusion. 

Enormovs crowds poured out from 
Hamburg to the scene of the collision, 
and the shore was thronged with thou- 
sands of friends and relatives of those 
aboard the sunken steamer who had 
come in heartrending anxiety to learn 
the fate of their friends who were 
among the excursionists. Many sad 
scenes were witnessed as the bodies of 
those lost were washed upon the beach 
or brought ashore by divers. 

Divers have already recovered 45 
bodies, but as yet it Is impossible to 


verify the death list. An attempt will 
immediately be made to Noat the vessel, 


and when this is done it is believed a 
number more bodies will be found. A 
large number of survivors were in- 
jured, though not seriously. 


A Creditable Victory

sloop yacht Mineola was beaten by J. 
R. Maxwell’s Yankee. Harry Max- 
well, the owner’s youngest son, sailed 
the Yankee against Captain Barr, who 
bad the Mineola’s wheel.

On 
every point of sailing except the reach 
the Yankee outsailed her rival and 
finally defeated her by 19 minutes, 44 
seconds.

ANOTHER FREAK. 


Not Cat O’Nine Tails, but 
the Hades. 


One of the Manchester 
Defenders. 


May Soil Against Flashlight in 


Quincy Cup Races. 


Latg yesterday morning, says the 

3oston Advertiser, the Hades, the sec- 
ond Quincy cup defender of the Man- 
chester Yacht Club, was launched at 
White’s yard, Manchester, and today 
she takes her first sail over the club 
course. The boat slid serenely into 
the water from the ways, watched by 
many. It has been generally under- 
stood all along that this cup defender 
would bear the name Cat o’Nine Tails, 
but the committee which has her christ- 
ening in charge, after struggling be- 
tween Cat o’Nine Tails and Hades, 
has at last decided upon Hades as the 
proper name for a boat capable of rais- 
ing itself on the water. 

The Hades is distinctively a freak 
among freaks, and is even more out- 
landish in her design than the Flash- 
light, the Quiney cup challenger. Of 
the Crowninshield design, she is a flat 
scow, with her two hulls on either side, 
which float her. They bulge down 
tremendously at their centers, this be- 
ing necessary to get the proper dis- 
placement. 

The syndicate which has built the 
Hades comprises E. A. Boardman, 
T. H. McKee, Matthew Bartlett, J. A. 
Burnham, Jr., R. D. Boardman, F. L, 
Ames, George Lee, who with designer 
Crowinshield, have watched the build- 
ing of the bost with deep scrutiny. 

The rigging of the Hades is com- 
pleted, and yesterday afternoon the 
mast was stepped in. Members of the 
syndicate were present at the launch- 
ing, and today she will take her first 
sail in Manchester waters. The active 
crew of the boat will be Richard Board- 
man, helmsman; 8. 2, Bremer, Ed- 
ward Boardman, T. H NcKee, George 
Lee and Matthew Bartlett. 

The Globe adds: The Hades is 
slightly larger than her rival, the Out- 
look, being 55 feet on the deckline, 21 
feet waterline, of 17 feet beam, and 
drawing 14 inches. Her two hulls are 
each five feet wide and she has an 
eight-foot centerboard. She carries 
hollow spars, her mainmast being 52 
feet and 2 inches above deck, her 
mainboom 48 feet 6 inches, and her 
jibboom 24 feet. Her mainsail will 
spread 1600 square feet of canvas, jib 
400 feet and spinnaker 1500 feet. 

She is stiffened by two trusses of 
wire rope, one on either side, which 
rise two feet six inches above the deck. 
Her planking is of one-quarter inch 
spruce, the deck being of two thick- 
nesses of the same, laid diagonally and 
covered with canvas to make her 
water-tight. 

The Herald adds: On general prin- 
ciples, being of the catamaran type, 
the Hades should sail very fast and it 
will be out of the usual performance 
of such boats if she does not. As un- 
der the rules no America’s cup defender 
nor challenger would be built double 
hulled, it follows, no matter what the 
performance of the Hades, it will avail 
nothing so far as furnishing data of the 
best type of boat to sail for the Amer- 
ica’s cup. On the other hand, the 
scow type of boat is entitled to start in 
Quincy’s cup races, and such questions 
of design on an overall length of 55 
feet on !ess than 21 feet waterline, with 
17 feet beam, draw forth answers ob- 
tained from practical results which are 
of immense value to students of yacht 
naval architecture the world over. 
Well may the type be given serious 
consideration when boats carrying 1800 
feet of sail on 21 feet waterline can

Lately there has come a fresh reve- 
lation regarding the moon. This is 
largely due to Professor William H. 
Pickering, who has studied the moon 
more assiduously than any other living 
astronomer, says Garrett P. Serviss in 
the New York Journal. The revelation 
is that despite former belief the moon 
is not dead. 

There is something that lives and 
grows upon the lunar landscapes. It 
may be some form of plant life, al- 
though Professor Pickering is not pre- 
pared to say that itis exactly vegeta- 
tion. But it resembles vegetation 
more than anything else, and it covers 
vast areas that are like prairies in 
extent, 

It has color. We may suppose that 
it is ablaze with something equivalent 
to flowers when the hot sun beats 
upon it. It makes its appearance as 
the sun rises and flourishes through- 
eut the Tunar day, which is fourteen 
times longer than our day, and when 
the long night comes on it pertshes. 
But its brief duration is no argument 
against its possession of life. We have 
on the earth ephemeral forms of life 
whose entire span of existence is com- 
prised between sunrise and sunset. 

And if there is a kind of vegetation 
on the moon is it likely that that is the 
end of the story? 

Professor Pickering also finds evi- 
dence of the existence of snow on some 
of the lunar mountains, and he has ac- 
cumulated much evidence to prove that 
volcanoes are yet active on the moon. 

All these things must cause our satel- 
lite to be regarded with fresh interest. 
Already the wrinkles seem less deep 
and repulsive. Perhaps Diana has been 
playing with us and all the while 
laughing behind her fan. 

What a rebuke it would be if the 
first proof that there really is life in 
other worlds should come to us, not 
from distant Mars or gleaming Venus, 
but from the nearby, long despised 
moon, which we have so discourteous- 
ly turned our backs upon?

“The proprie- 
tors of our important hotels, restau- 
rants and cafes will not permit either 
beards or glasses to be worn by their 
waiters. It is possible that in some 
old fashioned family or commercial 
hotel the servitors may be found with 
their noses straddled by optical helps, 
but you won't find ’em along Broad- 
way 

“Now, this is a fact worthy of note 
because in every other calling in life 
the number of persons wearing glasses 
is on the increase, and even in our 
schools a considerable percentage of 
very small children will be found 
wearing glasses, and while, as I say, 
hotel, restaurant and cafe proprietors 
are opposed to the glasses, still I have 
seldom found a waiter whose eyes in- 
dicated that he was in the slightest 
need of them. 

“You may argue that restaurant 
waiters are generally young men. 
Grant you that instantly, but all the 
same thousands of men of similar age 
have to wear them in almost every 
other occupation. 

“The majority of those servitors 
commence in boyhood, and the demand 
of their vocation causes no strain on 
the eyesight. Gonsequently that may 
account In a measure for the absence 
of any necessity for the use of specs. 
Moreover, the steam from hot viands 
would render them useless probably.”— 
New York Telegram.

A Subject For Consideration 
by the President 


PROFFERED APPOINTMENT 


To Vacancy on Bench of Court of 
Ciaims Had Been Accepted by the 
Senator, but Newspapar Criticism 
Proved Teo Severe For Him 


Oyster Bay, L. L., July 22.—President 
Roosevelt is in receipt of a letter from 
Senator John I. McLaurin of South 
Carolina, declining the proffered ap- 
pointment to the vacancy on the bench 
of the United States court of claims. 
The president, it can be said, much re- 
grets Senator McLaurin’s decision, as 
he believes that McLaurin's senatorial 
experience and his career as attorney 


general of South Carolina would have 
rendered him a particularly good addi- 


4 tion to the court of claims. 


The president now is uncertain what 
he will do about Senator McLaurin. It 
is understood that he is anxious to ap- 
point him to some position in recogni- 
tion of what the president regards as 
his services to the country and his 
demonstrated ability in public life. 

Senator McLaurin’s letter is couched 
in the most positive terms, and evi- 
dently was based in particular upon a 
newspaper article which accompanied 
the letter. The article stated that the 
senator had sold himself for the pros- 
pect of getting such an office rs that of- 
fered to him. It can be said, however, 
that the president regarded such a type 
of accusation as beneath notice, and 
sincerely regrets that Senator McLaurin 
should have deemed it necessary to 
pay any attention to it. 

Senator McLaurin evidently has 
changed his mind about accepting the 
proffered appointment since he was in 
Oyster Bay on July 11. At that time 
he indicated his readiness to accept the 
vacancy of the court of claims, and the 
only question then was when he should 
resign from the senate. 

Representative Hepburn of Iowa 
called upon the president last night in 
respect to some appointments in which 


he is particularly interested. No de- 
cision regarding them has been 
reached.

Forty Thousand Idle 

New York, July 22.—The 25,000 gar- 
ment workers who struck Sunday for 
higher wages and shorter hours were 
joined yesterday by about 15.000 others, 
who asked that 56 hours be considered 
a week's work. As this is the dull sea- 
son in the trade it is expected that it 
will be some days before the varlous 
interests get together. About nine dif- 
ferent unions are engaged in the strike. 


Mississippi Flood Subsiding 

Keokuk, Ia., July 22.—The height 
of the flood in the Mississippi river 
was reached yesterday south of here. 
The river fell an inch and a half at 
Keokuk and the fall will reach southern 
points today. Farmers report a much 
greater loss than before, but estimates 
approximating $6,000,000 damage over 
75 miles of river frontage will not be 
changed greatly.

La Folette, Tenn., July 22..—William 
Delap was shot and afterward robbed 
of $1100 and a gold wateh by bigh- 
waymen while riding on the outskirts 
of this city late last night.

Murder at a Circus 

Buffalo, July 22—Lee Bruce, a 
teamster employed by Forepaugh &

MILLERS SEEK REVENGE 


For Holding Up of London 
Dock Measure 


ARE ON HENDERSON'S TRAIL 


Said to Be Determined to Compel 
Speaker’s Retirement From Politics 
—Foraker’s Prediction as to Nom- 
ination For President In 1904 


Minneapolis, July 23—H. §S. Ken- 
hedy, secretary of the National Federa- 
tion of Millers, last night announced 
that the milling interests of the coun- 
try are in league to procure the defeat 
of Speaker Henderson in his race for 
re-election to congress. ‘The announce- 
ment was made prior to Mr. Kennedy’s 
departure for Des Moines to attend a 
meeting at which measures and the 
means to compass Henderson's po- 
litical downfall would be discussed. 

The resentment of the millers owes its 
origin to Speaker Henderson's action 
in lLolding up the London dock clause, 
an amendment to the Harter bill, de 
signed to do away with what American 
exporters regard as unjust discrimina- 
tion against United States flour in the 
unloading charges at London, Ac- 
cording to Mr. Kennedy, Representa- 
tive Fletcher had practically secured 
assurances of the passage of the amend- 
ment and the millers of the country felt 
certain that their wishes would be 
carried out, when Speaker Henderson 
suddenly interposed his interference 
and held up the measure. 

Mr. Kennedy explains that no funds 


will be solicited outside of lowa to 
prosecute the Campaign against the 


speaker, but he intimates that all the 
money and means necessary are ayail- 
able in that state.

“Are you correctly quoted as to the 
Republican candidate of 1904, namely, 
that nobody is seriously thought of ex- 
cept President Roosevelt?” 

“Yes; the statement published is cor 
rect and the fact is as there stated. 
Roosevelt is the only man who is se- 
riously thought of by the great masses 
of the people. There are a few flicker- 
ing flames that some ambitious parti- 
sins are trying to fan into a blaze, but 
they cannot make them burn steadily 
and they will all go out in due time, ex- 
tinguished by the fire damp of Amer- 
ican polities.” 


Missouri Democrats For free Silver 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 23.—The state 
Democratic convention of Missouri 
met yesterday and at midnight con- 
cluded its work and adjourned sine 
die. The resolutions adopted declare 
allegiance to the principles of the 
Kansas City platform, especial stress 
being placed on the free silver 16 to 1 
plank. The government's Philippine 
policy is denounced. Drastic legisla- 
tion is proposed prohibiting the ex- 
istence of all trusts and combinations 
that have a tendency to destroy com- 
petition. The administration of Gov- 
ernor Dockery is endorsed. “The just 
and impartial election law of the 
state” is praised. Government by in- 
junction is opposed. Child labor in 
factories is denounced. ‘The record of 
the Republican party in St. Louis in 
connection with the recent bribery 
seandals is dilated upon and con- 
demned.

The woman 
says that her condition is greatly im- 
proved in conseugence of the fast. 


All Going to United States 

Berlin, July 23.—The Krenz Zeitung, 
dealing with Great Britain's position 
in the world, maintains that she Is not 
economically independent of other na- 
tions. “The colonies,” says The Zel- 
tung, “are rapidly severing themselves 
from the mother country, which will 
finally be absorbed by America, inas- 
much as the rise of the United States 
means the political and economic down- 
fall of Great Britain.”

Adopted by a Young Woman 
Providence, July 23.—An autopsy 
was performed yesterday on the body 
of Leonie Jodoin, aged 20, who died at 
her home in Jericho Monday night. In 


the region of the heart and piercing 
the pericardium was found a steel hat 
pin four inches in length, und in the 
stomach a part of another aud similar 
pin, about 134 inches long, was 
found. 

Dr. Chagnon, who performed the au- 
topsy, says the larger pin evidently 
was forced into the body by the girl 
in a hysterical attempt to , penetrate 
the heart. The smaller pin might have 
found its way to the girl's stomach by 
way of her mouth, but this theory he 
believed improbable. 

Previous to the girl’s death a sewing 
Needle Was removed during an opera- 
tion and, although the presence of 
other foreign substances was sus- 
pected, nothing was located. The girl 
suffered intensely up to the time of her 
death, but she gave no explanation of 
her strange actions. 

The attending physicians believe that 
the direct cause which led to the girl’s 
suicidal actions was hysteria, which 
affected the sufferer in a very peculiar 
manner. Miss Jodoin had only re- 
cently returned frem a convent in New 
Jersey to her home because of the 
severity of her illness.

DEATH OF RED POPE 


Man of Powerlul fhfluence In 
the Vatican 


HE ONCE DEFIED BISMARCK 


Iron Chancellor Had Him Imprisoned 
ani He Afterward Became Control- 
ler of Catholic Church In All Coun- 


tries—Lrethren In Dread of Him 


Rome, July 23.—Cardinal Ledochow- 
ski, prefect of the congregation of the 
propaganda of the Roman church, died 
yesterday after a long illness. 

Cardinal! Ledochowski was out driv- 
ing as usual Monday evening. When 
his valet entered his room et o ueteck 
yesterday morning the cardinal had a 
sudden paralytic stroke. 

Cardinal Ledochowski had long been 
ill. In May, 1901, he became blind, and 
it Was stated at that time that he had 
resigned his office of prefect of the 
propaganua, that is to say, controller 
of the Roman Catholic church ino the 
United States and in all countries of the 
world where Catholicism is not the 
state religion. Assuch the cardinal has 
been known for the wst 13 years as the 
“Red Pope,” in order to distinguish him 
from the “Black Pope,” who is the gen- 
eral-in-chief of the Order of the Jesuits, 
and from the ‘White Pope,” who is Leo 
XIII. The latter is always attired in 
white; Father Martin, the head of the 
so-called Society of Jesus, wears noth- 
ing but black; while the chief of the 
propaganda as a cardinal wears robes 
of red—whence their names. 

Cardinal Ledochowski had for the 
last quarter of a century been so re- 
markable a figure, not alone in the 
Roman Catholic church, but alse in in- 
ternational politics, that his disap- 
pearance from the scene eannot pass 
by unnoticed. He was the only car- 
dinal in the history of a chureh for 
2000 years who had been created a mem- 
ber of the Sacrgd College while in pris- 
on, and who received the red berrcita 
in a penitentiary cell. The prison in 
which he was incarcerated when le be- 
came cardinal was that of Ostrow in 
Prussian Poland, and he had been ar- 
rested and cast into jail by orders of the 
late Prince Bismarck owing to bis re- 
fusal as archbishop and primate of Po- 
sen, to submit to the so-called Ialk 
eLureh laws. 

He spent two full years in prison be- 
fore being liberated and sentenccd to 
exile, and then he proceeded to Rome, 
where he spent several years at the 
Vatican as the guest, first of Pius IX 
and theh of Leo XILI, exercising a po- 
tent influence at the papal court, so 
much so, indeed, that before Bismarck 
would consent to a cessation of the war 
between the papacy and Prussia, he in- 
sisted that Count Ledochowski should 
leave,the Vatican and cease to be a 
member of the pope’s immediate cn- 
tourage. e 

After Bismarck’s fall the cardinal 
became not merely reconciled to the 
Prussian government, but a particular 
friend and confidant of young Emperor 
William to such a degree, in fact, that 
for the last. six or seven years he had 
been looked upon at Rome as the prin- 
cipal representative in the Sacred 
College of the kaiser’s interests. 

The cardinal was a man of the most 
aristocratic appearance and bearing. 
haughty and arrogant in his demeanor 
towards his fellow prelates, but most 
kind and considerate to his iunferiors. 
At the Vatican all the cardinals and 
monsignori stood in dread of him, and 
even Leo himself treated him with ex- 
ceptional regard, having allowed him a 
degree of latitude and independence in 
the management of his department that 
he tolerated on the part of no other 
member of the Sacred College. 

Cardinal Ledochowski achieved fame 


in ecciesiastical circles for bis mar- 
vellous success in connection with the 
collection of “Peter’s pence.” ‘These 
constitute between 30 and 40 percent of 
the entire papal revenues, and are 
chiefly derived from countries which 
are described at Rome as being “in 
partibus infidelium.” So eager was 
the cardinal when primate of Prussian 
Poland to increase the Peter’s pence 
fund that he introduced a kind of beef 
tax into the Prussian, Austrian and 
Russian portions of his archdiocese by 
permitting the members of his flock to 
substitute the penitence of a money 
fine for that of abstentation from meat 
during Lent. 

It was largely owing to his success 
in this connection that he was appolated 
to the chieftainship of the propaganda 
ata moment when, owing to a series of 
heavy financial losses sustained by the 
papal treasury, largely In connection 
with the maladministration of Arch- 
bishop Folchi, who was the treasurer 
of the Peter's pence fund, the contribu- 
tions showed analarming decline. Leo 
XIIl realized that by appointing a 


foreigner Instead of an Italian to the 
directorsuip orc te propaganda, and, 


above all, a man of Cardinal Ledochow- 
ski's uncompromising and untlinching 
character, he. would convey a kind of 
guarantee to the faithful in partibus 
infidelium, tbat their contributions 
toward Peter's pence fund would be 
devoted strictly to the use of the papacy, 
and not to the rellef of a degencrate 
Roman aristocracy, for which the car- 
dinal as a foreigner would have less 
pity or compassion than a prelate of 
their own nationality, such as Arch- 
bishop Folchi, who devoted untold 
sums towards vain attempts to ex- 
tricate great patricians from their 
financial difficulties. 

Cardinal Count Miecislaus yon Le 
dochowski was born at Gork on Oct, 
29, 1822. 


People Moved Out In Time 

Peoria, Lls., July 23.—The dyke pro- 
tecting the Louisiana marsh drainage 
district gave way yesterday and caused 
great damage. Two square niles of 
farm lands are covered by from two to 
ten feet of water. Three weeks ago, 
when the river began its phenomenal 
rise, people living within the district 
moved out. 


Miss Yohe Withdraws Charges 

New York, July 23.—The charges of 
grand larceny that were formal!y made 
at police headquarters by May Yohe 
against former Captain VDutoam B. 
Strong, who has disappeared, have been 
withdrawn. May Yohe's lawyer would 
only say that the charges were with- 
drawn for the sake of Strong's family. 


Windward Starts Northward 

Sydney, N. 8., July 23.—lt was dis- 
covered yesterday that the Peary 
Arctic steamer Windward was leak- 
ing. It seems that she was strained 
in some way while bunkering. The 
water was pumped out of the Wind- 
ward last night and she sailed for the 
frozen north. 


Lightning Killed Fourteen 
Vienna, July 23.—Storms lave done 
immense damage throughout the coun- 
try. Many villages were ‘tooded and 
a large number of houses were swept 
away. Fourteen persons were killed 
by lightning.

An Editorial Which Pleases!‘*'"",, 


H. H. Faxon. 


Good Advice for Any 
City. 


Court Compels One Town to 
Pay $60 Tax Rate. 


By request of H. H. Faxon the Led-} 


ger reproduces entire the Herald’s edi- 
torial of July 22, on ‘*Paying the 
Piper.’’ Mr, Faxon says it is the best 
editorial he ever read, and that it is a 
salutary warning to all cities and towns 
which are plunging madly into debt. 
No city wants to have a tax rate of 
$60 per $1000 just to. pay ‘‘dead 
horses,’’? and the lesson should be 
heeded. The Herald says: 

The superior court of Pennsylvania 
has lately made a decision which en- 
forces the lesson that municipalities 
cannot be extravagant and escape pay- 
ing their debts, In Luzerne county 
there is a township with less than 7000 
inhabitants and an assessed valuation 
for purposes of taxation of but little 
over $1,000,000, against which judg- 
ments haye been rendered for debts 
amounting to nearly $64,000. This sum 
is simply the aggregate of expenses in- 
curred for .meeting which no taxes 
were levied, The people to whom the 
money was owed got tired of having 
their just claims ignored and appealed 
to the county court which ordered that 
a tax should be levied sufficient to pay 
off the judgments together with the ex- 
pense of collecting and the cost of the 
legal proceedings. The township au- 
thorities carried the matter up to the 
superior court, which has affirmed the 
decision of the county court. That 
township has got to raise this large sum 
by taxation, and can no longer as a 
debtor snap its fingers, so tu speak, at 
its creditors. 

The decision does not affect one 
township alone, but several others in 
the same county which have pursued a 
similar course. In one of them it is 
said the schools have boen suspended 
most of the time for a year, because 
mismanagement of the officials had 
wasted the school money. Upon all 
these places the court’s decision comes 
as a maadate to pay their debts and do 
it at once. It is a costly business, but 
it is just. The taxpayers have been 
committing their public affairs to un- 
wise and incompetent, if not dishonest, 
officials, with a rash degree of indiffer- 
ence. Probably the officials were smooth 
mep, men who were faithful to their 
party under all circumstances, men who 
were generous in using money tbat 
didn’t come out of their own pockets 
for purposes that they supposed to have 
the favor of the people, or some of 
them. It isa policy that works well, 
so long as the tax rate is kept down. 
This path to popularity is tempting, 
aud many are pursuaded to walk therein. 
But the day of reckoning surely comes, 
and the last state of that easy-going 
community is worse than the first. 

A tax of $60 on each $1000 of valua- 
tion, merely to bury ‘‘dead horses,’’ is 
something that is likely to cause the 
people of a township to do some seri- 
ous thinking. To be sure, the thinking 
comes late, and will be charged full 
with sacrifice and bitterness; but it 
will be good for them. Rue is the herb 
they need. They will not repeat the 
costly experience. It is one of the 
things that all who happen to own prop- 
erty there will remember to the last 
day of their lives, Never again will it 
seem quite so safe and comfortable to 
incur public debt. Public debt has to 
be paid sooner or later by the taxpay- 
ers. It makes no difference whether 
the debt be ‘‘floating’’ or funded. 
There it is, a sum due, and it must be 
paid, or repudiated. Repudiation isa 
disgraceful business, and commonly 
costs a town or a state more money in 
the end than honest payment at any 
sacrifice would do. 

Too much of such loose management 
of town and city affairs is tolerated, 
andit is surprising that more communi- 
ties are not severely mulcted, as these 
Pennsylvania townships are, in states 
where there is no restriction of the 
liberty of incurring debt, Hardly any 
legislation is sounder, or affords the 
people more real and necessary protec- 
tion, than that which limits the debt 
that municipal officers, or the people 
themselves, may create. It is easy for 
one or two influential men to induce a 
community to make improvements be- 
yond their ability, if they may do it by 
borrowing. 

In spite of our excellent Massachu- 
setts law, there are towns in the state 
that are embarrassed by their debts. 
Sometimes the too great debt is made 
possible by consenting to abnormally 
high valuations. Sometimes a debt 
which seemed not oppressive when it 


was created has become so by an un- 
looked for adverse change in the busi- 


ness prospects of a town. Such changes A Welsh Town Where the Feminine 


come when least expected, as for ex- 
ample, in the town of North Brook- 
field, where the closing up of its chief 


caused the permanent removal of a 
large proportion of the population, and 
greatly reduced the value of real estate. 
Such misfortunes cannot always be 
foreseen; are, in fact, rarely foreseen. 
Like a great fire, they come without 
preliminary warning. They teach the 
need of conservatism in drawing upon 
the future.

The talked of naming Prince 
Cupid for congress and of combining 
with the Democrats, who also held a 
meeting last night. 

Washington, July 23.—The Evening 
Star prints a Honolulu letter in which 
the writer gives a translation of a 
speech delivered by Delegate Wilcox of 
Hawaii before the Home Rule party 
convention. It illustrates forcibly the 
extraordinary character of the man 
chosen by the Hawaiians to represent 
them in congress. In the course of his 
speech he bitterly characterized the an- 
nexation of Hawaii as a wrong, tiung 
epithets at the missionaries, who are 
today responsible for whatever of en- 
lightenment has been brought to the 
people, and made assertions with a 
reckless disregard for the record. 
Speaking in the native tongue of his na- 
tive constituents, he doubtless con- 
ceived himself secure from observa- 
tion. Here are a few extracts from the 
speech: 

“We are now in the family ef the 
great United States—not by our own 
desire. They took us as a lion takesa 
lamb. I was elected as your delegate 
to congress. That positioa I hold un- 
til March, 1903. When we first lost our 
country, and when the monarchy was 
overthrown and the United States 
landed troops on our shores, America 
did not want us to become annexed. 
It wus through the missionaries that 
we lost our country and our monareby. 

“Then came the war with Spain, and 
the United States grabbed our islands. 
Three commissions from the states and 
two from here were in favor of an- 
nexation. Well, the missionaries man- 
aged to get nearly all the land, and now 
they want the rest. The fre during the 
Plague robbed the poor people of their 
belongings, and now the missionaries 
are wanting to rob the United States 
of their money. They wanted me to 
help them, and I did so, as l knew that 
it was for the good of our people, the 
relieving of our poor. All the time the 
missionaries in congress try to spoil my 
efforts, and my friends there got tired 
of constant attempts to hinder me and 
my attempts and often dropped the 
whole affair. 

“The president has nothing 0 say, 
he or his ministers; what congress s: ys 
or does makes the law. I asked for a 
trainingship here because L know thst 
only natives would be put on board of 
her. I may fail in these things, but if 
I lose I will fight again, as Morgan 
fought for 20 years for the canal bill. 
The missionaries work against vs all 
the time. If Christ should come down 
and say something that was good the 
missionaries would say it was not. 

“About this homestead law. We 
Want 40 or 50 acres, not 20; 10 man can 
£0 ranching on 20 acres. What do we 
want 40 acres for? To. drink wilk. 
We are Americans now, and we want 

to drink milk with the rest of the 
Americans, In the United States the 
niggers are slaves. They are wot like 
us or the Indians, who are treated as 
white men. They are an inferior race; 
a low class, composed of the worst 
people, who do terrible things. We do 
not wish to mix with such a class, and 
we are not compared with them, ex 
cept by only a few missionaries, 

“Iam sure that Christ will be with 
Us and rule in the next legislature, Al- 
ready I have sent to West Point young 
Lyman and young Hons. I[ want a na- 
tive boy there, and some day, I may 
or may not be living then, we shall see 
a native admiral on the Pacific cor st.”

Wimber- 
ley was one of the men to whom Mr. 
Hanna was bound by ante-convention 
obligations in 1896 to see landed safely 
in the places they wanted or “some- 
thing equally as good,” and the ques- 
tion now is, how far these obligations 
will continue in the future. 

It is known that Mr. Hanna would 
not stand for such an appointment as 
Wimberley in his own state of Ohio.

HAMLIN FOR GOVERNOR 


Announces His Candiaacy to the Peo- 
ple of Massachusetts 

Bosion, July 24.—Charles S. Hamlin, 

former assistant secretary of the treas- 

ury, announces that he is a candidate 

for the Democratic nomination for gov- 


ernor of Massachusetts. in as siate- 
ment announcing his candidacy, Mr. 
Hamlin says: 

“If nominated, I shall take the stump 
actively throughout the commonwealth 
in behalf of certain reforms which I 
believe to be vitally necessary to ef- 
fective representative government, 
among which are: 

The referendum as a popular check 
upon representative sovernment. 
Home rule and increased  legisiative 
powers for cities and towns. Pro- 


interference with the legislature or 
legislators by corporations by means 
of campaign contributions or appoint- 
ments to office. Rigid municipal con- 
trol of public utilities with a view to 
ultimate municipal ownership when- 
ever necessary to make such control 
effective in public interest. Grants by 
the legislature or municipalities of 
rights in or along the publie ways or 
streets to be subject torevocation at the 
will of the grantor; when not revocable, 
to be for short terms, for udequate 
consideration, and subject to the 
referendum. Concentration of ex- 
ecutive power in the office of governor, 
with seats for heads of departments ap- 
pointed by the governor in the legis- 
lature. 


Vermont Democrats In Convention 

Burlington, Vt., July 24.—The Demo 
crats of Vermont are holding their state 
convention here today, amd the indi- 
cations point to the nomination of 
Felix W. McGettrick of St. Albans for 
governor, although many leaders of the 
party favor the endorsement of Per- 
cival W. Clement of Rutland, who was 
nominated by a convention of bolting 
Republicans in Burlington last week. 
The platform declares against colouies 
or dependencies of the United States 
anywhere, and denounces the Republi- 
ean party for its alleged failure to pro- 
cure freedom of speech for all citizens 
and for autocratic legistation in Hawaii, 
Porto Rieo and the Philippines; de- 
clares that trusts are the legitimate 
ehildren of the McKinley and Dingley 
tariff bills; denounces the alleged cor- 
ruption in the Republican party of Ver- 
mont; favors a high license. local option 
law, and calls for reforms in the sys- 
tem of representation in the Vermont 
house of representatives. 


Slate Unbroken 

Fargo, N. D., July 24.—The efforts to 
amend the report of the committee on 
resolutions so as to include a plank 
demanding that the questien of pro- 
hibition be resubmitted to the vcters 
was about the only feature of yester- 
day's Republican state convention. 
The effort, while unsuccessful, was a 
surprise in its apparent popularity. The 
ticket arranged by the leaders went 
through solid with Frank White for 
governor. The resolutions denounce 
the attacks made upon the administra- 
tion by anti-imperialists; absolve the 
state and the Republican party from 
the charge that either is dominated by 
corporations and demand the reform of 
primary election laws.

PHILIPPINE CAMPAIGN 


T F LE G R A P - | = American Troops Lost 4156 by Death 


and Had 2897 Men Wounded 

Washington, July 24.—Major Parker 
of the adjutant general's office has 
compiled some interesting statistics re- 
garding the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines. There were 2561 engagements 
with the enemy, more or less serious, 
between Feb. 4, 1899, the date of the 
battle of Manila, and April 30, 1902, 
fixed as the virtual downfall of the in- 
surrection. The larger proportions of 
these fights were attacks from ambush 
on the 4gnerican troops or skirmishes 
in which only small detachments took 
part. 

In almost no cases in these engage- 
ments did American troops surrender 
or have to retreat, or have to leave their 
dead or wounded in the possession of 
the enemy, notwithstanding that in 
many cases the percentage of loss was 
high. 

The number of troops that have been 
transported to the Philippines and have 
arrived there up to July 16 last was 
4135 officers and 123,803 men. ‘Ihe 
average strength, taken from monthly 
returns for the period of the insurrec- 
tion, was approximately 40,600. 

Major Parker summarizes the cas- 
ualties of the American army as fol- 
lows: Killed or died of wounds, 69 of- 
ficers and 936 enlisted men; deaths 
from disease, 47 officers and 2555 en- 
listed nven; deaths from accidents, 6 
Officers and 125 enlisted men; drowned, 
6 officers and 257 enlisted men; sui- 
cides, 10 officers and 72 enlisted men; 
murdered, 1 officer and 91 enlisted men. 
Total deaths, 139 oflicers and 4016 eu- 
listed men. 

Wounded, 190 officers and 2707 en- 
listed men, a total of 2897; killed and 
wounded and deaths other than by dis- 
ease, 282 officers and 4188 enlisted men; 
total, 4470. 

A large proportion of the deaths by 
drowning occurred in aciion or in ac- 
tive operations against the eLemy. 
Major Parker makes the percentage of 
killed and wounded to the strength of 
the army 9.7.

London, July 24.—Robert Perks, 
treasurer of the Methodist million 
guineas fund, announces that the 
Methodists have secured the Royal 
Aquarium theatre property, ?acing 
Westminster Abhey, on which they will 
build a great hall, which is to be called 
the “Central Headquarters of Unhi- 
versal Methodism.” The price paid 
was $1,650,000. 


Lined Up and Murdered 

Tucson, A. T., July 24.—S. N. Jacks, 
a merchant of Fort Worth, Tex., re- 
turning from the Yaqui river country, 
reports having seen 30 Yaqui Indians 
lined up and shot Saturday at a small 
town called Torrin, in Sonora. The 
Indians had been captured in the moun- 
tains the day before. Several of them 
were mere boys. 


Attachment For $200,000 

Cambridge, Mass., July 24—The 
Bowker Fertilizer company of Boston 
has filed at the regisiry of deeds an 
attachment for $200,000 against the 
Dudley mills of Newton. ‘The declara- 
tion has not yet been filed. Counsel for 
the plaintiff has declined to suy any- 
thing about the case until the time for 
the trial.

Advantages on Frontier 
Berlin, July 24.—Court Chawmber- 
ain Von Morawski, a Polish 
mnagnate, has appealed to Emperer 
William not to visit Posen duriag the 
army maneuvers to be aeld in Sep- 
tember. as his majesty had planned to 


| do. The chamberlain fears that some | 


Polish fanatie might attempt to harm 
the emperor. Racial feeling is de- 
scribed as at fever heat and several 
Berlin journals take the view that it 
would be unwise for the empervr to 
expose himself unnecessarily. 

The Post (Conservative) says it is in- 
formed that it would greatly relieve 
those responsible for the 
safety to learn that he had given up 
the trip. Prominent Germans residing 
in Poser are glad that the Polish of- 
ficials and nobility have determined not 
to attend the festivities, as thereby the 
chances of unpleasant incidents arising 
are lessened. 

It is scarcely likely that Emperor 
William will act upon Chamberlaiu 
Von Morawski’s appeal, because he 
never permits himself to change his 
plans on account of the timidity of his 
advisers. He goes anywhere he thinks 
duty calls him; and, besides, it is his 
purpose to declare the jovernment’s 
Polish policy while in Polish territory; 
and his giving up of personal super- 
vision of the maneuvers would be un- 
precedented. 

The Polish question is regarded asthe 
most pregnant in the government's do- 
mestic policy. While no observer be- 
lieyes the Polish agitation can really 
amount to much ultimately, it is em- 
barrassing the relations with Austria 
and Russia. The Poles in Galicia en- 
joy local self-government and press 
privileges, which are not In vogue in 
Prussian Poland. Continual con- 
trasts are made in the Austrian press 
between the conditions existing in 
Galicia and in the province of Posen 
which annoy this government and tend 
to weaken the triple alliance. 

Indications are not wanting that 
Russia Is disposed to utilize the Polish 
passion by giving greater freedom to 
the Russian Poles, thus creating along 
the Russian frontier a Prussian popula- 
tion in sympatby with Russia. 

Count Von Buelow, the German im- 
perial chancellor, is well aware of the 
disagreeable features of the Volish 
agitation, and it is quite likely he will 
devise measures to quiet the extreme 
violence of the Polish feeling.

Andrew A. Meyer Awarded 
That Amount. 


For Injury to Fensmere 
Property. 


By Construction of Metropolitan 
High Level Sewer. 


Councilman Andrew A. Meyer, the 
proprieter of the Hotel Fensmere prop- 
perty at Houghs Neck was on Wednes- 
day awarded $77,118 with interest by 
the auditors chosen by the courts to 
settle the question of damages because 
of the taking of land and construction 
of the Metropolitan high level sewer. 

The State made Meyer an offer of 

20,000, which he refused and William 
H. Baker asked for the appointment of 
auditors. | 

The court appointed S. K, Hamilton 
of Wakefield, Robert O. Harris of East, 
Bridgewater and John W. McDonald of | 
Marlboro, they heard the case for 36 
days at the State House. There were! 
about 30 experts called in, and those 
for the State said that the damage done 
would not exceed $15,000. 

The facts went to show that the Me- 
tropolitan Sewerage Commission, inthe; 
constraction of a high level sewer at 
Houghs Neck, injured the hotel pro- 
perty owned by Meyer. Lawyer Baker 
was assisted in the case by James E. 
Cotter of Hyde Park. Attorney-Gener- 
al Parker appeared for the Common- 
wealth, 

The commission took a strip of land 
about 100 feet wide along tbe west | 
shore of Quincy bay between the Bay-! 
side and Great Hill and near the high 
water mark. Hotel Fensmere, the

and commanded a good _ view 
enjoyed the breezes of Quincy bay.

vented an illuminated Indian club with 
which this illusion can be very pleas- 
ingly effected. The club has a hollow 
perforated body threaded at the lower 
end to receive the handle portion. Se- 
cured to the handle and adapted to en- 
ter the hollow {s an incandescent lamp. 
Electricity is conducted to the lamp by 
means of wires passing through the 
handle and connected to any suitable 
source of electric current. 

When the current is turned on, the 
light radiates from the numerous per- 
forations in the club. One acquainted 
with Indian club exercises can give his 
audience a very fascinating entertain- 
ment, especially if colored lamps be 
used instead of the ordinary white 
light. 
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J. D. Martini, who for many years 
has been the manager of the Alhambra 
plantation in Iberville parish, La., for 
General W. J. Behan, in a conversa- 
tion at New Orleans recently said: 

“The crops out our way are looking 
well, and everything points to a suc- 
cessful year in spite of the rather un- 
favorable start in some sections. I be- 
Meve that I have one little matter that 
will be of general interest to the public 
of Louisiana, and that is an automatic 
cane loader which I have lately pat- 
ented. 

“The device is comparatively light 
and easy to handle and will be drawn 
by mules. A rake or fork extends along 
the surface of the ground and picks up 
the cane and scoops it off the ground. 
It is carried to a kind of screen incline 
and up the incline by a series of forks 
or carriers that operate by a gearing in 
an opposite direction to that of the ma- 
chine. These forks take the cane to a 
table above the ineline, and from 
thence it is placed in carts. 

“The saving of time and labor will 
be worth figuring on, and I believe the 
scheme is a good one. General Behan 
is interested with me in the plant that 
we purpose to build for making the 
cane loaders.” 


Sharpening Razors by Magnetism. 

A patent recently granted to Oscar 
Newhouse makes the novel claim that 
by placing the cutting edge of a razor 
in close proximity to a bar magnet the 
former may be perfectly sharpened. 
The inventor says that the magnet 
draws the minute teeth or projections 
of the sharp edge, which may be seen 
under a microscope, back into a 
straight line after they have been 
bent into all sorts of angles by the 
razor’s use, He states that after tests 
lasting for months he has found that 
the beneficial effect is very marked 
and that a razor can be used a great 
number of times without stropping or 
honing If it is simply placed in a Brop- 
er position near the magnet when it is 
put away. 


New Theory of Earth’s Formation. 
Richard Conrad Schiedt, A. M., Ph. 
D., professor of natural science and 
chemistry at Franklin and Marshall 
college, announces a new and startling 
theory of terrestrial construction and 
evolution. His theories are diametric- 
ally opposed to those espoused by ge- 
ologists and scientists of the past and 
generally accepted today. Professor 
Schiedt holds that the earth is not 
solid, as we have been taught for gen- 
erations to believe, but that the center 
is gaseous and ultimately will be a 
vacuum, and that the center of gray- 
ity is not at the center of the sphere. 


Wood as a Food. 

Wood is to be the newest food, says 
Heinrich Reh, a professor of chemis- 
try in Berlin. He has secured a patent 
upon a form of animal fodder which 
has sawdust as its chief ingredient. 
He argues that animals have a decided 
liking for young shoots, roots of 
shrubs, tree bark and other heavy food 
of the same nature, and, since experi- 
ments have proved that the nutriment 
contained in such growth remains in 
it even after it has become wood, he 
observes that with a little salt and wa- 
ter added to it the sawdust will prove 
to be a highly nourishing diet.

A RELIGIOUS OUTBREAK 


Against New French Law Re- 
lating to Schools 


BYMPATHY FOR THE NUNS 


Results In Demonstrations When At- 
tempts Are Made to Close Fheir In- 
stitutions—Threatening Attitude of 
the Catholic Population 


Paris, July 24.—The agitation. pro- 
voked by the order of Prime Minister 
Combes to close the congregationalist 
schools recalls to some extent the 
scenes enacted when M. Ferry, then 
premier, expelled the Jesuits in 1880. 
Demonstrations in favor of the nuns 
and teaching friars are taking place in 
Paris and many places in the provinces, 
where the prefects presented them- 
selyes at the schools and ordered that 
the institutions be closed. 

The Nationalists have joined the 
Clericals in engineering the agitation, 
and their leaders are in the forefront 
of the effervescence in Paris. Con- 
siderable sympathy has been worked 
up on behalf of the nuns, and their 
schools have been made the particular 
objects of demonstrations. ‘The Cler- 
icals called upon their sympathizers to 
meet outside of the school conducted 
by the sisters of St. Vincent de Paul, 
in the northeast quarter of Paris, which 
was closed yesterday afternoon, and a 
considerable crowd gathered there, 
compelling a large body of police and 
mounted municipal guards to form a 
cordon in the streets leading to the 
school. A few trifling collisions oc- 
curred between the Clericals and 
counter-demonstrators, who replied to 
the Clericals’ cries of ‘‘Long live the 
good sisters,” and “Vive la liberte” 
with “Down with the priests’ and 
“Long live the republic.” 

Anti-Clerical meetings in the latin 
quarter last evening led to some ef- 
fervescence, but no noteworthy dis- 
order. A few students, followed by a 
crowd composed of the rougher ele- 
ment, marched up and down the 
Boulevard St. Michel till a late hour, 
chanting anti-Clerical refrains and 
shouting “Down with the priests and 
the pope,” but these fled at the sight 
of the mounted guards and patrols. 

The greatest excitement in the proy- 
inces is displayed in the Clerical 
stronghold of Brittany, where the 
peasants have gathered in front of the 
nuns’ schools in several places and de- 
clared they will not allow the nuns to 
be expelled. At Landernean a crowd 
of farmers and women have mounted 
guard hefore the schools of the white 
sisters, awniting the arrival of the po- 
lice. The inhabitants of Ploudaniel 
who also are guarding the sisters’ 
school, seized a lay schoolmaster and 
thrashed him with nettles. At La 
Bresse, the commissary of pollee, ac- 
companied by gendarmes, thrice tried 
to approach the congregationalist 
school in order to effect its « losure, but 
Was Mliged to abandon the attempt 
because of the threatening attitude of 
the population. At St. Ambroix, near 
Nimes, the demonstrators detached the 
horses from carriages which were con- 
veying the sisters to the railway sta- 
tion and dragged the vehicles with their 
occupants back to the convent, shout- 
ing “Down with the tyrants.” The 
gendarmes were powerless to prevent 
the demonstrators from carrying out 
their plans, and reinforcements had to 
be summoned. Against these and 
Similar incidents, however, must be set 
off the addresses In support of the 
government voted by many municipal 
councils. 

While considerable sympathy is felt 
with the sisters personally Prime Min- 
ister Combes feels that he is supported 
by the mass of the country and is not 
likely to recede from the position he 
has taken up. The trouble is caused 
mainly by the ambiguity of the word- 
ing of the law of associations, which 
has led branches of the congregations, 
such as the schools now closed, to sup- 
pose that their position was legalized 
by the request for authorization made 
by headquarters. This was even the 
interpretation of the matter accepted 
by M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the former 
premier, but Prime Minister 
takes a contrary view.

Baid to Have Led to the War Which 
Devastated South Africa 
Berlin, July 24—Dr. B. O. Kelner, 
mayor of Bloemfontein, has arrived in 
Berlin. He says he attributes the war 
in South Africa to the impoliteness 
shown by President Kruger to the late 
Cecil Rhodes during their Jast inter- 
view, which took place on the street in 
Pretoria, where Rhodes had arranged 
to carry on negotiations with Kruger. 
Before Rhodes could state fully the ob- 
ject of his visit, according to Mayor 
Kelner, Kruger, who had a bible under 
his arm, growled: “I must go to 
chureh,” and broke off the interview 
abruptly, leaving Rhodes standing in 
the street. That was the last time 
Rhodes saw Kruger and he left Pre- 
toria convinced that the old man was 

implacable. 


Boer Leaders’ Sentiment 
Capetown, July 24.—Generals Botha 
and Delarey, who started from Pre- 


toria Monday on their way to Eu- 
rope, arrived here yesterday. At a 
meeting held in the Duten Reformed 


church, in thanking those present for 
the welcome extended to them, Gen- 
eral Botha said he wished to impress 
upon his hearers the necessity for 
working hand in hand with the Brit- 
ish, as South Africa was the only 
country they could call home. Gen- 
eral Delarey said the Boers had buried 
their Mausers and the flag, but not 
their traditions. 


Stock Carried Off by Flood 
Clinton, Ia., July 24.—One of the 
most disastrous rain and hail storms 
that ever visited this section swept 
over part of Whiteside and Bureau 
counties, Ills., just east of this city. 
The banks of the Hennepin canal were 
overflowed, the water carrying away 
two residences. Hundreds of horses, 
cattle and hogs were drowned. Fields 
of corn and small grains were totally 
destroyed by haii. The loss will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 


Worried Over American Invasion 
London, July 24.—Speaking at Ching- 
ford last evening, Richard J. Seddon, 
premier of New Zealand, referred to 
the grave menace to British commerce 
from combinations of American cap- 
italists, which, he said, are monopoliz- 
ing railways and shipping. The coun- 
try, declared Mr. Seddon, must awaken 
to the peril threatening it.

A MAN AGAINST A NATION. 


The Most Curious European War 
That Ever Was Waged. 

The most curious European war ever 
waged was that which in the sixteenth 
century, the period of the reformation 
and the renaissance, was carried on 
single handed for between five and six 
years between a bankrupt grocer of 
Berlin and the elector of Saxony, who 
was the most powerful German prince 
of the period. The grocer’s name was 
Hans Koblhase, and the immediate 
cause of the quarrel was the arresting 
of two of his horses in the elector’s 
territory, he being a subject of the 
elector of Brandenburg. Failing to get 
redress, he adopted what was then a 
perfectly legal expedient and declared 
formal war on the realm of Saxony. 
The declaration was accepted in due 
form, and the wer began. 

The extraordinary part of the «story 
is that the grocer kept the war up for 
nearly six years piraciically single 
handed and even Weut io the extremity 
of declaring war cz Lis own sovereign 
in the meantime befcre he was carght. 
He burned farms and even villages 
employed mercenaries after the fashion 
of the times and made himself the ter- 
ror of the district. He was finally in- 
fluenced to stop hostilities by Luther, 
and after he had taken the sacrament 
from his hands he was betrayed into 
a further act of hostility by treachery 
and, being captured, suffered death on 
the wheel after refusing an act of 
grace which granted him the painless 
and honorable death of the sword. The 
story is perhaps the strangest of all 
the romances of that romantic age. 


He Saw the Joke. 

Here is a true story of a curious per- 
sonality well known to many profes- 
sional men in London today: He isa 
Scot, whose business ability is above 
the average, but everything he does is 
done with the air of a man constantly 
wrestling with some problem of the 
soul. He rarely speaks unless spoken 
to. He never smiles, and his eyes have 
a fixed but intense expression. One 
day he was returning to London with 
several companions. The whole par- 
ty were Scotch, but the companions 
were of genial type. One of them told 
a bumorous tale, over which the rest 
laughed uproariously.

He sat in a corner of 
the railway carriage glowering at his 
mirthful friends. Half an hour after- 
ward, however, when al. were standing 
at a street corner before separating he 
took one aside and said solemnly and 
slowly: “Ye would obsairve that I did 
na’ laugh at yond’ story. Well, I saw 
the joke. Ye might not think it, but I 
have a keen sense of humor.”’—London 
News.

city acted as “moderator,” as he ex- 
pressed it, and presented in order Ed- 
ward M. Shepard of New York, Sena- 
tor Carmack of Tennessee and W. J. 
Bryan of Nebraska, who expounded 
and discussed the issues of this cam- 


paign. 

W. A. Gaston and ©. §S. Hamlin, 
rival candidates for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in Massa- 


chusetts were both present, while 
Lewis Nixon of New York and Con- 
gressman Wilson of that state nud Jobn 
R. Thayer of Massachusetts were con- 
spicuous among the guests of the oc- 
casion. 

The gathering was called to order by 
George E. Hughes of Bath, Me., presi- 
dent of the league, who called Mayor 
Collins to the chair. The latter gave 
notice that he should present the 
orators of the day with as little delay 
as possible and promptly introduced 
Mr. Shepard. 

Shepard Defines the Issue 

Mr. Shepard told the assembly that 
the issue for the Democratic party in 
the coming campaign ought to be 
tariff reform. He urged that the Amer- 
fean people are thoroughly ready to 
strike ut the monopolies of the country 
by taking away the special tariff priv- 
iles ges on whic h, he said, these monopo- 

un areas 'y even 
millionaires find their inion ast allied 
with those of the working classes rather 
than with the multi-millionaires of the 
trusts and monopolistic combinations; 
and he made it evident that he believes 
the Republican movement toward the 
passage of an anti-trust bill is only the 
throwing of a sop to appease tlose who 
may be discontented until after elee- 
tion. The reason why the Republicans 
would make no real change in trust 
conditions, he thought, was that such 
a change could not be accomplished 
without modifying the tariff. This, he 
said, the Republicans do not dare to 
do. 

Mr. Shepard was listened to closely 
and at the conclusion of his speech he 
was saluted with enthusiastic cheers. 

Strength Not In Colonies 

Senator Carmack followed and for 
nearly an hour and a half held the at- 
tention of the audience. His discus- 
sion of the trust issue brought forth 
applause, which was repeated fre 
quently during his argument on the 
Philippine question. 

Mr. Carmack assured his hearers that 
whereas the Republicans would try to 
avoid, rather than to remedy, the in- 
equalities and evils of the monopolistic 
combinations, the Democrats, if placed 
in power, would act; yet although he 
gave considerable time to this ques- 
tion his main point was the question 
as to expansion and colonial pos- 
sessions. Here he made much of the 
fact that this country, in spite of be- 
Ing without colonies, had won a place 
already in advance of the great co- 
lonial powers, and queried whether the 
Philippine market, now almost witbin 
the nation’s grzsp, could be worth any- 
ing like what it cost. He ended by 
taking the conservative attitide, de- 
erying anything that might unchain the 
spirit of revolution, and urging that the 
nation’s life and safety luy in a per- 
petuation of the stable national char- 
acter built up by the fathers. 

Bryan’s Address 

The presentation of Mr. Bryan de- 
veloped great enthusiasm. Cheers 
greeted him as he stepped to the front 
of the platform and he was several 
times interrupted by demonstrations of 
approval. He said: 

I always come to New England with 
pleasure, because I recognize how 
much fidelity it requires to plead for 
Democracy in New England. I have 
come here several times, and I confess 
that my missionary work has not been 
crowned with the success I thought it 
deserved. 

I thought I might be of some eger- 
vice here in aiding those wio desire Lar- 
mony in the Democrat party. I think 
there is no Democrat between the 
eceans that desires harmony more 
than I, for no one has suffered more 
than I from lack of it. 

Jefferson’s Rules of Harmony 

In view of the numerous harmony 
dinners, and the discord they have 
created, it may not be out of place to 
consider the basis of harmony. The 
word “harmony” is euphonious, and 
the idea which it conveys it a delightful 
one, Harmony! How it soothes the

Jefferson also laid down the rules by 
which real harmony can be secured 
within a party. I say real nvarmony, 
for that harmony cannot be cousidered 
worthy of the name which, ike the har- 
mony temporarily existing between the 
confidence man and his victina, is pur- 
posely employed for deception and in- 
jury. 
The great founder of the Dewocratic 
party, not long before the end of his 
eventful ife, said in a letter to Mr. Lee 
that there were but two permanent 
parties, the aristocratic and the Demo- 
cratic; that those two parties existed 
in every country, and that where there 
was freedom to think, speak and write, 
these parties would become apparent. 
With the aristocratic party he classed 
“those who fear and distrust the peo- 
ple and wish to draw all power from 
them into the hands of the higher 
classes.” With the Democratic party 
he classed “those who identify them- 
selves with the people, have confidence 
in them, cherish and consider them as 
the most honest and safe, though not 
the most wise, depository of tae public 


interests. 
Aristocrat and Democrat 
Every well informed student of his- 
tory will recognize this distinction. In 
every community you can draw a line 
the aristocrat from the 
Democrat. It will not separate those 
of illustrious lineage from those of 
humbk birth; it will not separate the 
rich from the poor; it will not separate 
the educated from the uneducated; it 
will not be along lines of vocation or 
occupation; but it will separate those 
“with the tastes, spirit, assumption and 
traditions of the aristocracy” from 
those who “believe ina government 
controlled by the people and favor po- 
litical and legal equality.” 

Jefferson was born of refined and 
well-to-do parents; he was even rich 
for one of that period and he was edu- 
cated far above the most of his as- 
sociates; he was a lawyer and his so- 
cial connections were favorable to 
aristocratic ideas, but he was 2 Demo- 
crat. He believed in the brotherhood 
of man. He believed in the rule of the 
people, in their capacity for self- 
government, and in their right to the 
control of their own affairs. He wasa 
friend of everything that helped the 
people, and the unrelenting foe of every- 
thing that injured them. Heorganized 
a party that has lived for more thana 
century, and he so impressed his ideas 
upon the party that no defeat, however 
overwelming, has been able to crush 
its spirit or disintegrate it. 

There can always be harmony among 
Democrats who have the purpose that 
Jefferson had and are willing toemploy 
the methods that Jefferson employed. 
There can always harmony among 
Democrats who believe in a government 
of the people and are willing that all 
the departments of the government 
shall be operated by the people and for 
the benefit of the people. Differences

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FATAL OWE 


Sad Fate of Adin P. Wilde 
at Cottage City. 


Son of Ex-Councilman 
Roger H. Wilde. 


Promising Student of the Thayer 


Academy, Braintree. 


Gloom has been cast over the whole 
of Atlantic by the sad death of the 
promising 18-year-old son of ex-Coun- 
cilman and Mrs. Roger H. Wilde of 
Billings street. 

The young man was the guest of 
John A. Duggan and family at Cottage 
City, where he has been since Satur- 
day, July 12. He was fond of the 
waterandan expertswimmer. Letters 
to his parents and friends reported 
that he was having a very enjoyable 
time, and mentioned swimming as one 
of the sports. 

They had been in the habit of bath- 
ing near the Duggan cottage, but on 
Thursday they went to the public 
beach. The water is very clear near 
Cottage City, and usually deeper than 
one would think. 

Young Wilde was the first to enter 
the water and Mr. Duggan’s son John 
was ready to follow. Unfortunately 
where Wilde dived the water was not 
over three feet deep, and when he 
came up he was unconscious and 
floated. 

At first it was not realized that 
was seriously injured, as there was no 
cut or bruise, but doctors were prompt- 
ly summoned, Dr. Moara and Dr. 
Butler responded. 

Among others attracted to the scene, 
were Mr, A. F. Hayward and his son 
Henry P. of Quincey, who had met the 
young men while to Nan- 
tucket. and came ashore for » half 
hour on the return ef the boat. 

Young Wilde recovered conscious- 
ness but had evidently broken his neck 
and was in such a precarious condition 
that the doctors recommended his re- 
moval to the Massachusetts General

Hospital. He was taken aboard the 
5.30 boat accompanied by doctor and 
nurse, Mr. Duggan and son, and 
Messrs. Hayward. At Woods Hole 


the regular train was boarded, but the 
conductor very kindly made arrange- 
ments to hold the express at Buzzards 
Bay and the party tranferred to that, 
and thereby reached at 6 26, 
half an hour earlier. 

Meanwhile Mr, Wilde had been noti- 
fied by telegraph of an accident to his 
son, and was at the terminal. station

They then became aware 
of the seriousness of the accident. 

The young man was taken to the 
hospital and Mrs. Wilde was summoned, 
and soon arrived with her daughter, 
Miss Corinna, Adin was conscious at 
the time but unable speak. He 
recognized all and smiled. 

Four or five of the best doctors of 
Boston examined him, but could do 
nothing to save him, and he 
away about 9.30 P. M. 

The news of the fatality was a great 
shock to the many acquaintances of 
the young man in Atlantic, Wollaston, 
Quincy and Braintree. Adin the 
only son and idol of his parents and 
popular with all, He was a student at 
Thayer Academy and would have 
graduated with honors next year. At 
the recent Founder's Day exercises, as 
president of his class, he delivered the 
address of welcome, together with a 
sketch of Gen. Sylvanus Thayer, the 
founder, 

A few weeks ago Adin took the 
preliminary examinations for Harvard 
College and was very successful. He 
was manager in the spring of the 
Thayer Academy base base ball team, 
and had been elected manager of the 
foot ball team for next fail. 

As one Atlantic gentleman expressed 
it today,no death could affect the 
people of Atlantic more. Adin was 
upright, sturdy, active and popular. 

The bereaved family are prostrated 
by the sad accident, but have many 
sympathizing friends. Mr. Wilde was 
a member of the first City Council, 
and served three years. He has also 
been prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the mayoralty. . 

The body was brought to Atlantic 
this afternoon by A. W. Fay of Wol- 
laston, and the funeral will be held on 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
No. 38 Billings street.

PRESERVATION OF WOOD. 


Many Ingenious Methods by Which 
Timber Is Kept From Decay. 

On South street are several concerns | 
whose business is the preservation of 
wood, says the Vancouver correspond- 
ent uf Wie Clicasy Tilbane. Bach 
its own favorite method, and each ex- 
periments more or less toward obtain- 
ing better and cheaper systems. The 
problem is very involved and is full of 
rich reward for successful inventors. 
“T have been in the business twenty 
years,”’ said a member of one of these 
houses, “and although in that time the 
trade has progressed tonsiderably, yet 
still much remains to be done, and 
whoever does it efficiently will make a 
arge fortune. In spite of the substitu- 
tion of iron and steel for wood in house 
and bridge building and in the con- 
struction of and other 
structures the consumption of wood in- 
creases yearly. 

“All wood decays, and its value de- 
pends chiefly upon its durability. The 
element of decay Is only one factor in 
the durability. Besides decay there is 
the destruction of wood by teredos and | 
other marine creatures and in tropical 
countries by the white ants and other 
forms of insect life. The simplest 
method of preservation is eharring. 
Every old farmer knows that if he 
burns the end of a chestnut post in the 
fire until it is covered with a thin coat 
of charcoal tt will last from ten to thir- 
ty years longer when set in the ground 
than if put there in its normal condi- 
tion. 

“The only process which seems abso- 
lutely efficient is to charge the wood 
with some poisonous fluid which is an- 
tiseptic, nonvolatile and permanent. 
Solutions of zinc, iron, copper, arsenic 
and mercury have been tried and have 
given good results. The best were ob- 
tained by forcing through the pores of 
the wood a strong solution of the dou- 
ble chloride of ammonia and mercury. 
After the wood was charged it was 
laid aside to dry, during which opera- 
tion the ammonia and the water evapo- 
rated, leaving the corrosive sublimate 
uniformly distributed through the lig- 
neous tissue. This made the lumber 
proof against any form of animal life. 

“Why is it not universally used? The 
cost. It requires a heavy pressure and 
expensive apparatus, and the mercury 
itself is worth something like 50 cents 
a pound.”

Held In New York.

Exhibits From All Parts ofthe World 
Will Be “Seen at Madison Square 
Garden-—Street of Nations to Circle 
Arena and Venice Street to Occupy 
the Basement. 


“There's a feminine finger in every 
pie, and the Woman’s exhibition will 
prove it.’—Mrs. Sara Knowles, Presi- 
dent Professional Woman's League, 
Director General. 

“The ple’s the thing in America, and 
the Woman's exhibition proposes to 
convert the world to this cult.”—Mrs. 
Gertrude Andrews, Official Piemaker. 

Woman ir all her phases, with a 
multiplicity of activities to indicate her 
past and future possibilities, will be 
the daily living picture at the Madison 
Square Garden in New York during 
the two weeks, Oct.6 to 18, while the 
Woman's exhibition holds the boards, 
Says the New York World. From east 
and west, north and south, whether as 
almond eyed daughter of Asia or dark 
haired Mexican senorita, she will bring 
her best to add to the sum of greatness 
of the sex. 

The enterprise found its origin in a 


| distinctively feminine organization, the 


Professional Woman's league, and it is 
this body of 600 women who are work- 
ing with might and main to bring it to 
a successful accomplishment.

One element of the kitchen display, 
which will represent many 
will be distinctly modern and distine- 
tively American. This will be the pure 
white apartment, fitted with a gas 
stove, where Mrs. Gertrude Andrews, 
with the assistance of Miss Carmelita 
Beckwith, will prove to the male under- 
standing that a woman can make and 
bake seventeen pies in a batch as pal- 
atable as any “mother ever made” and 
yet look pretty throughout the per 
formance.

SIR HIRAM MAXIM’S PLANS. 


Strong In His Belief of Final Success 
In Constructing an Airship. 

Sir Hiram Maxim, the famous engl- 
neer and inventor, sends word from 
his London home to President Francis 
o? the St. Louis world’s fair that he 
will go to work as soon as his health 


SIR HIRAM MAXIM. 
will permit upon new experiments for 
a flying machine. Sir Hiram is slowly 
recovering from an attack of bron- 
chitis and has gone to the south of 
France for a course of special treat- 
ment at one of the baths. 

He expects to return Sept. 1. His 
idea, as is generally known, is a ma- 
chine which will have either the small- 
est relation to or none at all to a bal- 
loon.

Mr. Morgan and 
Premier Balfour were both particularly 
animated. One of those present said 
to a representative of The Associated 
Press: 

“It was one of the most remarkable 
gatherings in which I ever took part. 
Practically a quorum of the cabinet 
talked over, in the simplest, :est open 
way, leading American subjects which 
how vitally concern both countries. To 
see Mr. Morgan and Mr. Balfour -to- 
gether, one could scarcely imagine tkat 
the former had ever been regarded asa 
bogey who threatened England’s ecm- 
mercial existence. If some things 
which passed around that table could 
be repeated it would be an cye-opener 

o those who are fomenting com- 
mercial rivalries between England and 
America.” 

A feeling of uneasiness pervaded the 
diners with regard to King Edward's 
condition, even leading members of the 
eabinet displaying nervousness lest 
the king should be unable to fulfill bis 
duties in the coronation ceretory. 
This was due, to no little extent, to the 
statement of the doctors that the king 
{s not yet allowed to walk and to the 
somewhat natural apprehension that 
the severe strain of a fortnight hence 
will prove too dangerous an undertak- 
ing. There was not the slightest 
whisper that the king is worse than the 
bulletins indicate. The only fear was 
that the doctors had possibly been too 
optimistic in setting the date of the 
coronation on Aug, 9. 

Me», Balfour comowhat allayed the 
feeling of nervousness by explaining 
that the docters had been instructed 
that under no consideration whatever 
must they decide upon the date for the 
coronation unless they were absolutely 
positive the king would not disappoint 
the people again. Mr. Balfour pointed

Monument to Commemorate 
Our Oldest Iron Foundries. 


ELABORATE DESIGNS PREPARED. 


This New Work of Art Will Be 
Erected In a Square at Taunton, 
Mass.—Charles H. Niehaus Is the 
Sculptor—Monument Will Be on a 


Large Scale. 


The Leonard family were famous in 
England and Wales for their iron foun- 
dries during the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, and in accordance 
witb the spirit of the age they kept the 
secrets of their art to themselves, 
handing them down from father to 
son. About 1651 certain members 
crossed the Atlantic and established a 
foundry in Massachusetts, says the 
New York Times. Two years later one 
of them went to New Jersey and opened 
the first furnaces near Rahway. Since 
that period many of the family have 
continued in tbe business, especially 
those who live at Taunton, Mass. In 
order to embellish that city and raise 
a memoria! which shall have its foun- 
dation stones laid on the two hundred 
aud fiftieth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the industry in America 
the Leonard family intends to place at 
Taunton a monument on a large scale. 

The sculptor is Charles H. Niehaus.

The memorial, as can be 
easily imagined, is not to be finished 
for a long while. The studies for a 
larger model may occupy a year or 
two, and it may be five years before 
the monument is unveiled. 

The site for this important work of 
art is a square in Taunton surrounded 
by immense trees, which look as if 
they might have been planted when 
the Leonards first came from England. 
There is a fountain in the center of 
the square just where the monument 
ought to stand. Perhaps in the com- 
pleted design the fountain idea may 
be included. Im any case within five 
or six years Taunton is likely to have 
@ more important monument than any: 
thing of the sort in Boston. The fami- 
ly is so large and so many members 
are still engaged in the iron industry 
that the heavy outlay for a work of 
art of these dimensions will not stand 
in the way. The sum of $100,000 is al- 
ready secured for the fund.

‘MORE SCHOOLS CLOSED 


_ France Continues War Against 


Congregations 


STRANGE SCENE IN PARIS 


Prosecutions—Schools Guarded by 


the Population In Many Districts 


Paris, July 26—The Journal Of- 
ficiel publishes a decree, signed by 
President Loubet, designating 12 con- 
gregationist schools in Paris and 14 
in the department of the Seine which 
it orders to be closed immediately, as 
they have been opened since the passage 
of the law of associations, without au- 
thorization. As a matter of fact, most 
of the schools designated have been 
closed already and the sisters in charge 
of them have returned to convents. 

A strange scene, reminiscent of 
stormier, sadder days in France, oc- 
curred yesterday at the Elysee palace. 
A large delegation of women. including 
the wives of several members of the 
chamber of deputies, assembled at the 


by mail or telephone promptly | palace to endeavor personally to im- 


plore Madame Loubet to appeal to her 

husband, the president, to stop the 
school prosecutions. 

Madame Loubet sent out word to 

them by Genera] Dubois, head of the 
president's military household, that it 
was impossible for her to receive a 
deputation upon a subjecr which was 
solely within the scope of the execu- 
| tive. 
The wife of Deputy Reille made a 
| violent protest. “Tell Madame Lou- 
bet,” she said, “that the blood of women 
will flow if measures are pot taken to 
Stop this ill-treatment of the sisters. 
| We will address a letter to the wife of 
the president in which we will declare 
war upon the oppressors. ‘The Christian 
women of France have decided not to 
suffer in silence.” 

The population of Landerneau has 
formed relays to guard the school and 
peasant women sit on benches opposite 
the gate, knitting while awaiting the 

coming of the gendarmes. They sre 
| greatly excited and declare they prefer 
to be shot rather than abandon the sis- 
ters. The lady superior of the Lan- 
dearneau convent said: “Like true 
Bretons, we will only yield to force. 
| The women and other people \.ho are 

guarding the schoo! night and day have 
given us a courageous example.” 

The population of Roscoff is guard- 
ing the schools night and day. Senti- 
nels are watching the roads and men 
are sleeping on the ground in the 
neighborhood in order to be ready at the 
first alarm. 

Count Albert de Mun, the clerical 
leader in the chamber of deputies, is 
stumping the country, denouncing the 
action of the government and urging 
resistance. 

A great clerical demonstration was 
made in front of the town hall at An- 
| gers, capital of the department of 
| Maine-et-Loire, last night, and was con- 
| tinued till midnight. The municipal 
council was in session at the time of the 
demonstration. There was much fight- 
ing between students of the Catholic 
college and the radicals, in which sev- 
eral persons were injured. Twelve 
arrests were made.

Luigi Solari, an Italian naval officer. 


Western Texas Inundated 
Dallas, Tex., July 26.—The rainfall 
in western Texas, whichischaracterized 
as the worst ever known, continues, 
and at Stephensville three lives were 
lost in a rushing torrent of water. 
Cloudburst was followed b¥ cloudburst 
in western Texas and lakes and seas 
of water have inundated the country, 
causing great loss to the railroads. 


Named After President 

Washington, July 26.—The great 
marine camp on Culebra island, W. I., 
has been named Camp Roosevelt. Cule- 
bra island is to be defended against the 
three United States fleets ina war game 
this year by the marines, assisted by a 
flotilla of torpedo boats and othersmall 
craft. 


Eruptions Threatened 

San Jose, July 26.—Unusual activity 
has lately been shown by Costa Rican 
volcanoes. ‘The lands in the neighbor- 
hood of Terraba have been considerably 
disturbed, and the government has 
sent a commission to that locality to 
study the conditions.

All of the interior woodwork is of 
cypress and is finished in the natural 
wood complete with one good coat of 
liquid wood fillers properly rubbed 
down and two good coats of interior 
varnish. 

The staircase is built of cypress, and 
the newels, rails and balusters are of 
ash turned to suit. 

The house is heated by hot air, and 
the plumbing throughout is of modern

Decoration In Metals. 

Nothing is probably more marked at 
the present time than the tendency to 
introduce the metals into interior dec- 
oration, copper being at present a fa- 
yorite, says the Architectural Record.

bank. Soon after a dead body was 
found and identified as that of Wil- 
liams. 

John Carnes was arrested for the 
murder. He couldn’t explain his 
whereabouts on the evening previous 
for a good reason. He was robbing a 
house. Another man suspected of be- 
ing an ex-convict, Joel Fisher, was ar- 
rested, who also could not give his 
whereabouts on that evening because 
he was robbing a freight car. It was 
believed that he and Carnes were part- 
ners in the crime. 

Still another man was arrested, a 
single man who kept house for himself. 
While no money was found, it was ar- 
gued that he had buried the sum se- 
cured from Williams, and for three 
days more than 100 people were ran- 
sacking his house and barn and every 
foot of his land in hopes to unearth 
the treasure. 

The name of the third party arrested 
was Black. He employed me to defend 
him. My first idea naturally was to 
prove an alibi. He claimed to me that 
he had not left his house during the 
evening. Living alone, we had only his 
unsupported word for this, and by ac- 
cident I ascertained that he was lying 
to me. Three different persons had call- 
ed at his house between 7 and 10 
o'clock and found him absent. Then 
Black made a confession to me. A 
farmer with whom he had quarreled 
had a large barn on the farm three 
miles away, and Black had gone there 
to burn it. His intentions were bad 
enough, but the fire he kindled went 
out, and the barn did not burn. To 
clear himself of the one he must own 
up to the other. 

As if the case was not complicated 
enough, the sheriff took another step. 
He worked at the two men first arrest- 
ed until they “confessed” that Blad@&k 
planned the whole affair, did the kill- 
ing and that they only watched to see 
that he was not interrupted. The pros- 
ecution now felt assured that it had a 
straight case, while I realized that 
Black must run the gantlet for his 
life. The sheriff naturally wanted to 
convict Black, and when Carnes and 
Fisher were “pressed” they cooked up 
a very plausible “confession.” 

I had verified Black’s story. I had 
gone to the barn and found a candle in 
a box just where he had told me to 
look for it. I had timed his journey to 
and fro and found it occupied the inter- 
val stated. 1 bad found mud on his 
boots which had come from a spot 
near the barn. However, when the 
case was called in the higher court I 
was appalled at the strength of the evi- 
dence against my client. 

I could only prove one thing in de- 
fense—previous good character. Black 
boldly confessed that he had intended 
to burn the barn and thus accounted 
for his time, but it only hurt his case. 
Everybody jumped to the conclusion 
that a man who would commit arson 
would not scruple at murder. It was 
shown that he was hard up financially, 
that certain men were rather afraid of 
him, that he had been heard to make 
dire threats, and they could not have 
painted him blacker had he been one 
of the Younger brothers. 

On top of all this came the “confes- 
sion.” Carnes and Fisher had occupied 
the same cell for days and therefore 
agreed in all the details. They swore 
to meeting Black just outside the vil- 
lage. They entered the town to look 
for Williams and found him on the 
street. Fisher swore that he accosted 
him and directed him to the mill race, 
telling him that the owner of the mill 
wanted to see him. After the murder 
all went back to Black’s house, where 
the money was to be divided. He had 
given Carnes and Fisher $50 apiece 
and put off the division for a week. 
While neither saw the blow struck nor 
the body flung into the water, both 
agreed as to what Black said on the 
way home. He had told them that 
Williams seemed suspicious and was 
about to run away when struck down. 

I lost my case, of course. The jury 
went out simply for appearance’s sake 
and in seven minutes returned with a 
verdict of guilty. You may ask what 
had been done to trace Williams. Very 
little. He had said he was from Chi- 
cago. No one knew his full address. 
The affair had been published in the 
Chicago papers, but no one had identi- 
fied Williams as Williams. He seemed 
to have neither relatives nor acquaint- 
ances. 

Black was to be sentenced to death, 
and Carnes and Fisher were to get off 
with a term in state prison. They had 
not yet been sentenced when Williams, 
the man who had been murdered and 
buried, returned to town as quietly as 
any other traveler. He left town on the 
night of the murder at 9 o'clock, going 
to Milwaukee to see about a bank safe 
and other things. He was taken ill en 
route and left the train at a small vil- 
lage where he had relatives. He had 
been sick with fever for weeks, and 
nothing whatever was known of the 
case. 

My case was won by the reappear- 
ance of Williams. It was for his mur- 
der that Black had been tried. Who 
was the victim? That was never found 
out, though it was generally believed 
that he was one of a pair of bad men 
who had come to Cane Hill with some 
evil intent and had quarreled with 
and been done up by his pal. Carnes 
and Fisher at once went back on their 
“confession” and accounted for their 
time on that evening. This gave them 
away on the robberies, and they were 
duly tried and landed behind the bars.

Willi#m T. Treworgy was charged 
with murdering Mrs. Sarah Ware Sept. 
17, 1898. The body of Mrs. Ware was 
found in a field two weeks after her 
disappearance from home. In March, 
1899, Joseph Fogg, Jr., a man of 30 or 
thereabouts, who does odd jobs about 
town and goes to sea when work on 
shore is slack, went to the police with 
a statement that he had assisted Will- 
iam T. Treworgy to remove 2 body to 
the spot where it was found. This 
Statement resuited in the first arrest 
of Treworgy, which occurred Mareh 11 
of that year. He was given a hearing 


and held for the grand jury. Then 
Fogg retracted his story, and Tre- 


worgy Wasreleased. The affair drifted 
into politics and Treworgy was re- 
arrested. At the trial Fogg testitied to 
his original statement that he helped 
move the body. Evidently the jury 
did not believe him. 


Bitzer Trial In September 
Greenfield, Mass., July 26.--Chief 
Justice Mason has assigned the mur- 
der trial of Louis Martin Bitzer for the 


second Monday in September. The 
crime With which Bitzer is charged 


was committed in Turners Falls on 
Dec. 31 last, when Bitzer shot his clerk, 
Miss Ida Colombe, 17 years old, and 
killed her, and also killed his 6-year-old 
son, Louis, besides wounding his wife 
and two daughters. No motive for 
the crime has ever been shown, and 
many believe Bitzer insane.

ARMY AND NAVY WAR GAME 


Big Balloons Will Watch For the 
Warships. 

The most spectacular feature of the 
Maneuvers of the fleet in sham attack 
on the land defenses of New York 
harbor will be the use of balloons by 
the signal corps, says a Washington 
dispatch to the New York Journal. 
One balloon will have a capacity of 
2,000 cubie feet and probably will be 
used at Fisher's island. Eleven others 
will be disposed along the coast from 
New York to Narragansett. The bal- 
loons will be used both by night and 
day. 

The object is to get advance news of 
the sighting of the fleet and signal the 
forts of the approach of Admiral Hig- 
ginson and the warships. Balloons 
were used in the Shafter campaign 
against Santiago, and they were used 
in Washington forty years ago to lo- 
cate the enemy across the Potomac. It 
is said, however, that Shafter’s bal- 
loon was of more real advantage to 
the Spanish than the 
forces.

The 
corps has invented a system of signals 
of varicolored rockets which can be 
read more easily and rapidly than the

Today in the waters of Massachrsetts 
Bay, a foll-rigged ship is rare enough 
to cause comment from those who look 
from the land. The schooner is more 
easily handled by fewer mep, may be 
handled more quickly ina given ma- 
peuvre, and though in sailing directly 
before the wind, where mapy of _ her 
sails would blanket one another she 
may not be so speedy as the ship with 
square yards, yet on any given voyage 
of much duration she would come in 
ahead because of her superior speed in 
reaching and tacking.

Now we havea seven- 
master and there little doubt that 
thougn most of our harbors will not 
admit vessels drawing greater, depth 
than this, there is room in them for 
vessels still longer, and no reason why 
an eighth ora tenth mast might not give 
the ship still greater length and coal 
carrying capacity. Indeed the problem 
of handling these great vessels is not 
so much the matter of entering harbors, 
for in many coastwise ports the big six 
masters already in commission sail 
directly to the dock, and in others 
where it is not wise to attempt tbis, 
tugs meet them outside and tow 
push them in; the trouble will come in 
the open sea.

GOVERNMENT FRIENDS 


Take Part In School Demon- 


Strations In Paris 


CROWDS WERE KEPT MOVING 


A Number of Fights, Without Any 
Serious Results—Clerical and Anti- 
Clerical Women and _ Politicians 


Help to Enliven the Proceedings 


Paris, July 28.—The demonstrations 
made yesterday in connection with the 
decree of Premier Combes ordering the 
closing of the Congregationist schools 
proved to be quite as much cf a mani- 
festation in support of the government 
as of opposition to its anti-clerical 
measures. The crowd which gathered in 
the Place de la Concorde numbered 15,- 
UOU persons, while as many more 
thronged the Champs Elysees. ‘The 
clerical and anti-clerical forces about 
equally divided the gatherings. he 
former were distinguishable by the red, 
White and blue paper flowers which 
they wore, while the latter sported red 
ezlantines, 

Though many fights occurred, they 
never became general, nor was any per- 
Son seriously injured. An imposing 
force of police and mounted municipal 
guards had much troublein keeping the 
manifestants constantly aoving, and at 
times they were forced to charge to 
prevent the crowd becoming too dense. 
On the whole, the crowds were good- 
natured and mainly confined them- 
selves toshouting “Liberty,” “Liberty,” 
“Long live the sisters,” and “We want 
the sisters,” to which the anti-clericals 
replied “Long live the republic,” and 
“Down with the priests.” The occa- 
sional appearance of a priest was the 
signal for much hooting, and several 
fights were due to their presence. 

A striking feature of the manifesta- 
tions was the large number of women, 
many of them well dressed, who ae- 
tively participated. Nor were these all 
clerical in their sympathies, for the 
anti-clerical women were also out in 
strong force and they occasionally made 
things lively for their clerical sisters, 
whom the police had some difficulty in 
protecting. In one instance a detach- 
ment of mounted guards had to rescue 
three women from the hands of a group 
of socialist women who Were bent on 
mobbing them. 

The clericals made several attempts 
to reach the Place Beauyees, on which 
the elysee and ministry of the interior 
are situated, but were prevented from 
doing so by strong cordons of police and 
municipal guards, which were sta 
tioned at all the approaches in order 
to prevent demonstrations in front of 
these buildings. The demonstrations 
culminated when a group of 60 women, 
some in carriages and some on foot, 
attempted to reach the ministry of the 
interior in order to present to Premier 
Combes a petition on behalf of the sis- 
ters. The police, however, refused to 
allow them to pass. 

Subsequently the clericals made an 
angry rush on the cordon guarding the 
Avenue Gabrielle, and the soldiers had 
to use the butts of their rides to keep 
the crowd back. 

Another incident occurred on the 
Champs Elysees, where the crowd he- 
gan throwing the small iron chairs 
bordering the sidewalks 1mongz the feet 
of the horses of the mounted guards. 
One horse fell, injuring his rider. 

A number of prominent s ationalists, 
including Deputies Millevoye and 
Auffray and several municipal coun- 
cillors, were conspicuous in the crowd 
and were much ovated by their fol- 
lowers and hooted by the anti-cler- 
icals.

Rumor That One Coal Com- 
pany Will Soon Start Up 


STRIKERS SAY IT CANNOT 


Real Test of Strength of Operators 
Will Come When Supply of Hard 
Coal Is Exhausted—Shortage In 
Shipments of Over 11,000,000 Tons 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 23.—The be- 
ginning of the 11th week of the anthra- 
cite miners’ strike finds apparently no 
change in the situation, although the 
rumor has been revived that an effort 
will be made some day this week, upon 
the part of one of the large companies, 
to start up one of their collieries. The 
companies have a sufficient number of 
coal and iron policemen enlisted now to 
prevent trouble should it arise, and all 
that would be necessary to get a mine 
in operation would be a sufficient num- 
ber of miners and laborers to blast the 
coal and load it on the cars. No doubt 
plenty of ordinary laborers could be 
secured, but it is a question whether the 
requisite number of miners could be 
persuaded to go into the workings. 

At strike headquarters the belief is 
as strong as ever that the operators 
cannot resume and that it is idle talk 
to even suggest such a thing. Pres!- 
dent Mitchell simply says that the sit- 
uation is about the same and that the 
strikers are as firm as ever. 

Mine workers’ officials believe the 
actual crisis in the anthracite eoal 
Strike will come within the next two 
weeks. While the contest has been 
waged with all the vigor possible on 
both sides, the operators so far Lave had 
the advantage, they say, in that their 
product bas been on the market all the 
time. The real test of the strength of 
the operators will come, it is believed, 
when the supply of hard coal in the mar 
ket shall be completely exbausted. 
This situation promises to develop 
within two weeks at the outside and 
probably within a very-few days. 

With the exception of 2.000.000 tons 
shipped during May, no hard coal has 
been hauled from the mines since May 
1. The shipments for May, June and 
July last year amounted to 13,129,296 
tons, making a shortage for this year of 
11,129,269 tons. 

A shortage existed in the anthracite 
market before the strike was inau- 
gurated, and with the shipments cut 
off absolutely by the tie-up, the supply 
on hand practically has been exhausted. 
A few days, it is believed, will leave 
the eastern market absolutely barren. 

This may test the real unity of the 
operators. Whether they will be able 
to resist the demands from manu- 
facturers and the public generally is the 
question. 


Suicide of Insanity Expert 

Wahington, July 28—Dr. Eugene 
Grissom, aged 71, once well known as 
an alienist and neurologist, committed 
suicide here yesterday by sending a 
bullet through his brain. Dr, Grissom 
had been dejected and morose for sey- 
eral weeks and had become physically 
and mentally weakened from the use of 
strong-narcotics. He was a native of 
Granville, N. C., served on the Con- 
federate side until wounded during the 
Civil war and afterwards was a mem- 
ber of the state legislature. 


Lee’s Prediction as to Cuba 

Indianapolis, July 28.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee said last night: “I believe 
that the crisis of Cuban affairs is now. 
The Cubans were promised an inde- 
pendent government and they have it. 
Now they will have to prove that they 
ean give security to property and main- 
tain order in the island. If they do 
not come up to the mark, the island 
must become either a part of the 
United States or a dependency of this 
country.” 
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BE CHANGED 


Before True Reformers Can Do In- 
surance Business In Massachusetts 

Boston, July 28.—-The Massachusetts 
branch of the Grand Fountain of the 
United Order of True Reformers, hay- 
ing beén forbidden to admit more inem- 
bers in this state, bow occupies a unique 
position. Unless it is assisted by the 
legislature the branch must die out. 
Members are paying their regular dues 
and beneficiaries of those who die are 
receiving the sums expected. 

The True Reformers order is con- 
sidered by prominent members of the 
negro race as its best insurance or- 
ganization. The troubles which it bas 
had in connection with the Massachu- 
setts laws began 18 months ago, when 
technicalities in insurance regulations 
of the order and legislation with re- 
gard to such laws conflicted. 

Since that time an effort has been 
made to effect a change whereby the 
order will not be affected in this way 
by the laws of Massachusetts, which 
ig the only state in the union in which 
the reformers cannot do any business 
as a state organization. 

All business in Massachusetts has 
been suspended for the past 18 months. 
No more policies can be issued in 
Massachuestts until the order shall 
comply with theinsurance laws, There 
are in America 60,000 membefs of the 
Grand Fountain. The order was e>- 
tablished in 1881. It has paid out in 
sick benefits over $1,500,000, and has 
given over $662,000 for death benefits. 

There is in connection with the or- 
ganization of a savings bank with busi- 
ness transacted amounting to over $6,- 
000,000, tegether with real estate, 
printing and old folks’ departments, 
and a Reformers’ mercantile and indus- 
trial association. 


To Eliminate American Teachers 

Manila, July 28.—Commissioner

is perfecting plans for the organiza- 
tion of a college in Manila for the train- 
ing of Fillpinoteachers.

In Open Letter to President 
From Anti-Imperialists 


A REMARKABLE DOCUMENT 


In Which Torture, Robbery, Murder 
and Outrages on Women In Philip- 
pines Are Alleged—Claim to Have 


Proof of Allegations 


Lake George, N. Y., July *8.—At a 
meeting of anti-im- 
perialists held in New York city last 
spring a committee was appointed to 
investigate army conditions in the 
Philippines. That has 
since then been prosecuting its inquiries.

President Roosevelt's recent review of 
the court martial of General Smith 
seemed to the committee to den and 
some reply and at a meeting just held 
at Lake George an open letter to the 
president was adopted. ‘The lettersays 
in part: 

On the 16th of April last the secre- 
tary of war, under your persoval or- 
der, issued a “memorandum” of in- 
structions sent to Genera] Chaffee, re 
lating to outrages and acts of torture 
alleged to have been perpetrated in the 
Philippines. Shortly after a reeeting 
of persons interested therein Was keld 
in New York. At this meeting we 
were appointed a vomuiittee “to take 


all necessary steps to effect the full‘ 


disclosure of the facts connected w'th 
processes and executions in the course 
of militavy operations in the Philip- 
pine islands.” The duty thus imposed 
has since engaged our attention; and, 
in the performance thereof, we have 
investigateg many cases of alleged out- 
rage, besides otherwise seeking to in- 
form ourselves in relation thereto, 

Coming directly to the point, and 
speaking historically, our investiga- 
tions have led us to conclude that the 
@emoralization of the ollicers and sol- 
diers of our army in the Philippines, 
including all branches of the service 
and all grades of rank, was far more 
general, as well as pronounced, than 
might be inferred from your review-of 
the court martial findings in the case 
of General Smith. The essential faets 
charged inthis case, we believe we have 
reason to say, were rather notorious 
than exceptional. 

The inquiries we, as a committee, 
have made, necessarily imperfect, have 
yet been suflicient to satisfy us that 
General Smith and Major Waller were 
not the sole culprits, nor should they 
suffice in the character of scape- 
goats. 

Certain facts have been elicited in 
the proceedings before rhe senate Phil- 
ippine committee or through the im- 
perfect reports of evidence given in the 
more nortorious of the courts martial 
proceedings, but these, though very 
suggestive, are far from complete, 
much less exhaustive. Yo our minds 
they indicate unmistakably a condition 
of great and general demoralization. 

At first, also, the charges of the in- 
fliction of torture, by the so-called 
“water cure,” met with an indignant 
denial. One general, recently promoted 
for the capture or killing of those whose 
bread and salt he, starving, bad just 
begged for and eaten, even went to the 
length of recording his belief that in 
no case had “the water cure” ever been 
administered by an American. When 
the actual notoriety of the practice thus 
denied was proven, evidence of utter 
demoralization is found in the t stimony 
given before sympathetic courts mar- 
tial by officers, apparently inclined to 
be humorous, to the effect that, before 
administering a torture not unknown to 
those familiar with the processes of the 
medieval inquisition, they lad first had 
it tried on themselves. As so applied, 
they had found it productive cf no in- 
Jurious effects; in certain cases even, 
they alleged, it had proved jaost bene- 
ficial to the health. 

Where, in other cases, irquiry re- 
vealed the systematic use of torture by 
subordinates, the officer in responsible 
command is pronounced free from 
blame on the ground that his praise- 
worthy absorption in other duties of his 
position was so complete that such 
trivial incidents failed to attreect his 
notice. 

Finally, every severity known to a 
state of war—practices whieh have ex- 
cited the special reprobation of the 
American people when reported as 
features of the hostilities ta Cuba, un- 
der the Spanish regime, or in South 
Africa, during the Boer -var —have been 
of undisputed and frequent occurrence 
in the Philippines. Such evidence, 
gravely given, Is not only proof con- 
clusive of utter military demoraliza- 
tion but, we submit, it is with dificulty 
distinguished from what is usually 
known as audacious mendacity. : 

In like manner as respects Coneentra- 
tion camps. These as a feature in re- 
cent Spanish and South Afriean opera- 
tions excited in us as a people the deep- 
est indignation, combined with the most 
profound sympathy for those thus un- 
mercifully dealt with. By one army of- 
ficer they have been likened to “sub- 
urbs of hell.” Meanwhile, the ost 
persistent effort on our part us 2 com- 
mittee has failed to briag to light any 
statistics of disease or morality in 
those camps. 

The allegations we make are grave: 
the conditions of affairs we describe, 
serious. As a national record it is dis- 
creditable. The good inme: f the coun- 
try is implicated; as also is the profes- 
sional character of officers of the army 
some of them retired, many stillin high 
command. 

This we submit and are prepared to 
show, is established by the evidence be- 
fore the senate Philippine committee;

by the findings of the courts martial 
published, or on the files of the war de- 
partment, and by documentary preof 
already accessible. Cumulative proof 
would, therefore, appear to be super- 
filuous; nor is there any tribunal before 
which it could be adduced. None the 
less, from the scanty material thus by 
mere chance made accessible to us here, 
we hold ourselves ready to direct your 
attention to concrete cases the investi- 
gation of which would demonst ‘ate the 
following criminal acts, contrary to all 
recognized rules and usages <f war, on 
the part of officers and soldiers of the 
United States: 

1. Kidnapping and murder, tnder 
circumstances of aggravated brutality. 

2. Robbery. 

3. Torture, both of men and of wom- 
en, and rape of the latter. 

4. The infliction of death on otber 
parties on the strength of evidence 
elicited through torture. 

In conclusion the letter scoffs at what 
it terms the alleged efforts of Secretary 
Root to gloss over the conduct of offi- 
cers in the Philippines. csserts thet the 
inquiry made reearding the outrages 
attributed to the troops has been wholly 
inadequate, and asks that a comeptent 
tribunal be appointed by the president 
to fully investigate the whole question 
of outrages. 

The further charge is made that ob- 
stacles have been placed in the way of 
investigation into Philippine matters, 
and the committee representing the anti- 
imperialists holds itself in readiness to 
present evidence before such a tribunal 
as it suggests.

Rochester, July 28.—An attempt by 
five men to wreck an incoming trolley

car at the rifle range, a short distance 
north of this city, late last night, re- 
sulted in a rear-end collision in which 
seven passengers were seriously and 
several others slightly injured, while 
two score or more passengers miracu- 
lously escaped. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock a car left 
Summerville, bound for the city, heav- 
ily laden with passengers with orders 
not to stop at the rifle range. which is 
a flag station only. As the car ap- 
proached this point the motorman dis- 
covered an obstruction on the track 
and brought his car to a stop justin the 
nick of time. The obstruction, which 
consisted of several lengths of picket 
fencing and other material, had been 
placed on the track by tive men under 
the influence of liquor, because, as they 
said, they had attempted to flag other 


inbound cars without success and de- 
termined to make sure of the next at- 
tempt. 


While the crew of the car was try: 
ing to clear the track in order to pro- 
ceed, another inbound car came along 
at a rapid speed and crashed into the 
rear of the car ahead. The vestibules 
on both cars were smashed and their 
interiors were wrecked. ‘The five men 
who placed the obstruction on the track 
disappeared immediately after the 
wreck and have not yet been captured. 


President Has Quiet Sunday

There was a large attendance of busi- 
ness men at City Hall this morning to 
meet Edward A. Crane of the Treasury 
department at Washington to consider 
what was the best location for the pro- 
posed vovernment building,

THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY 


| Hints For Travelers Furnished 
by an American Consul. 


TOILET ARTIOLES ARE NEEDED. 


Daily Trains Are Run From the Pa- 
cific Const to St. Petersburg—Only 
Thirty-six Pounds Baggage 
Transported Free of Charge—Hotel 
and Railroad Accommodations,

In a recent report to the state de- 


partment at Washington Henry B. 
Miller, United States consul at New- 


echwang, China, gives some informa- 
tion for the benefit of who 
find it necessary to travel over the 
Siberian railroad. Mr. Miller says that 
he is in daily receipt cf 1equests for 
information in regard to the Siberian 
railroad. 

Trains can be taken now 
stock, Dalny, Port 
ehwang daily for St. Petersburg, the 
route being all rail, with the excep- 
tion of twenty-seven miles across Lake 
Baikal. Only second class accommoda- 
tions are to be had at the present time 
from the Pacific to Irkutsk, although 
first class trains are expected to be in 
operation in a short while. From 
Irkutsk fast trains equipped with din- 
ing cars, bath, barber's shop and 
library run thrice weekly to St. Peters- 
burg, the time from that point to the 
capital being eight days. 

Among the things Mr. Miller advises 
travelers to carry with them are their 
own blankets, pillows, towels and soap 
and as much hand luggage as possible, 
as baggage to the amount of’ thirty- 
six pounds only is transported free by 
the railroad. Mr. Miller also advises 
travelers unable to speak Russian to 
provide themselves with pocket dic- 
tionaries in their native tongue and 
Russian, as the train hands speak 
only the latter language. 

A first class fare from Irkutsk to St. 
Petersburg is $62.57, the second class 
fare being $46.81. The sleeping car 
rates are $11.60 first and $7.37 second 
class from Irkutsk to St. Petersburg, 
while from the Pacifie to London they 
are: First class $128.75 and second 
class $103. The time required for the 
trip from Japan or China to New York 
via Siberia is about the same as across 
the Pacific and the American conti- 
nent. 

In the matter of money, Mr. Miller 
| Says it should all be in rubles (50 cents 
| gold) and kopecks (about half a cent 
gold). Money can be exchanged at 
Vladivostok, Dalny, Port Arthur and 
Newchwang. All travelers should be 
provided with passports vised by a 
Russian consul, 

Trains from Tientsin and Peking 
make close connection daily with 
trains for St. Petersburg and New- 
chwang, the time required to make the 
journey from Peking to Newchwang 
being two days. Several steamship 
lines are operated between Japan, 
Shanghai and Chefu to Port Arthur, 
Dalny, Newchwang and Vladivostok. 

There are no hotels at Port Arthur, 
and at that point travelers should stay 
on board their steamers while awaiting 
their trains. The hotels at Dalny and 
Newchwang are only fair. 

There are a United States consul at 
Newchwang and a commercial agent at 
Port Arthur. Telegraph rates to Lon- 
don and other points in Europe are 30.8 
cents a word and to New York 50.4 
cents a word. The Russian rate Is 7.7 
cents a message, with an additional 
rate of 5.1 cents for each additional 
word. 
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VOLCANIC DUST FERTILIZER 


Splendil Flowers Grown In Matter 
Emp ied From La Soufriere. 
The Kingstown (St. Vincent). corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia ‘Times 
Says there is one remarkable fact in 
connection with the recent volcanic 
eruptions in the West Indies which 
tends to disprove the statement of cer- 
tian scientists that volcanic dust is not 
a fertilizer—namely, that in the gar- 
dens of Kingstown, where volcanic 
dust has fallen many inches deep, 
there has rarely been such a splendid 
show of flowers. They have come out 
in a wonderful way, so that every one 
remarks it. It is recorded that after 
the eruption of 1812 the quantity of 
produce on the estate was unprece- 

dented. 

As illustrating how suddenly death 
came during the eruption it is stated 
that in some houses In St. Vincent peo- 
ple were found stil! sitting round their 
tables at tea. One man had a smile on 
his mouth and had evidently died with 
a word on his lips. Another had a pipe 
in his mouth and his hand outstretched 
for a match. 


Novel Use For Missionaries. 

A new phase of the missionary ques- 
tion is coming g the front, says the 
North China Herald. In the past the 
difficulty In this region (Fuchau) has 
been to find any one willing to iden- 
tify himself with the hated western re- 
ligicn. But now from every side come 
requests from a large number of men 
asking to have a “teacher” sent to 
their town, with the offer of a chapel 
free. The requests are, without ex- 
ception, made in the hope of getting 
the foreigner, or at least the “church,” 
to take up their law cases.

Hanna May Enter Presidential 
Race In 1904 


FAIRBANKS ALSO ASPIRES 


In Event of Widening of Breach Be- 
tween President and His Party In 
Congress—Ohioan Holding His Peace 


and Awaiting Developments 
Washington, July 29.—The Istest po- 
litical gossip represents Senator Fair- 
banks as arranging bis political lines so 
that, if Mr. Hanna enters the convention 
of 1904 as a candidate for the pr¢si- 
dency, he will do the same. This is 
based on the idea that what if fair for 
Ohio is quite as fair for Indiana. 

The “if” in Senator Hanna's case is 
perfectly well understood by his friends 
here, and his program is as nearly com- 
plete as any forecast can be sofar in 
the future. There has not been, up to 
this time, any friction between Mr. 
Hanna and President Rooseveit. Mr. 
Hanna has not asked the earth, and Mr. 
Roosevelt has not quarrelled with him 
for the mere sake of quarrelling. 

There is always the possibility of a 
clash when they come to discuss the re- 
appointment of some of the southern 
oflice-holders who were put into place 
by President McKinley at Mr. Hanna’s 
instance, and in recognition of their 
services in the St. Louis convention of 
1896. Not a few of these, unless the 
signs are most misleading, are liable to 
be dropped out when their terms ex- 
pire, as Wimberley was, not becaus? 
they are Mr. Hanna’s appointees and 
clients, but because they belong to a 
class of politicians whom the president, 
in spite of all his efforts to cultivate 
a rare catholicity of taste in Repub- 
lican human nature, has not yet been 
able to like. 

Perhaps Mr. Hanna may feel the same 
Way that the president does when the 
critical hour comes. He is a_ good 
bargain-keeper, and he would have 
turned the heavens and the earth wrong 
side out rather than miss giving thc se 
men the sort of compensation they lad 
in viéw when they rallied around him at 
St. Louis. But he did not bind himself 
either legally or morally, then or at 
any time, to take care of them all their 
lives. He used his influence to get 
them the offices they aspired to: having 
succeeded, that seemed to wash the 
slate clean as far as he and _ his St. 
Louis debts were concerned: aud as he 
could not prevent the change of presi- 
dents near the beginning af the second 
McKinley term, his beneficiaries cun- 
not hold him responsible for what hap- 
pens to them in the natural course of 
events, irrespective of what might have 
happened had Mr. McKinley lived. 

Mr. Hanna knows his own mind 
pretty nearly as well as the people who 
are daily constructing policies for him, 
and he thinks that, unless some serious 
administrative errors later block the 
path, Mr. Roosevelt has the best chance 
for the nomination in 1904 of auy cf the 
possibilities yet mentioned. That be- 
ing satisfactory to him as things stand, 
he would not raise a finger to 1uterfere, 
To this extent he must himself be con- 
sidered out of the preliminary race for 
position. But here comes tu that peril- 
ous “if.” 

Suppose the breach which has begun 
to show itself between the president 
and his party in congress widens, in- 
Stead of closing over? To stand by 
and see someone else bear dowu upon 
the prize and carry it off—particularly 
someone who would use his power to 
Mr. Hanna's burt wherever possible— 
would not be tolerable for the senator, 
constructed as he is. He has got to be 
as big as any other man in every wm 
dertaking Into which he enters. So it 
igs always possible that he may, if he 
sees things going the wrong wuy 4s the 
time draws nearer for the convention, 
run up his flag as a candidate, merely 
to hold in check some others who would 
try to press to the front if the field were 
comparatively empty. 


The widely prevalent idea that Mr. 
Hanna wauts the presidency for his 
own sake is as far from the fact as 
the talk which has been beard from 
time to time about a cabinet office in 
store for him. It would take a locomno- 
tive in front and a- regiment with fixed 
bayonets behind to force Mr. Hununa in- 
to the cabinet; such a position is abso- 
lutely foreign to his tastes, would have 
no attractions as a point of departure 
in party management, and could rot 
even contribute to the gratification of 
a single ambition of his. He knows 
that he is not physically equal to the 
strain of a president's pother with de- 
tail. But he would like to be able to 
nanie the president, just as it would be 
pleasing to him to be consulted about 
any cabinet appointment. Thut is the 
only relation he cares to sustaiu toward 
either office. 

Hence it can be seen why Mr. Hanna 
does not make his formal withdrawal 
from tbe field. First, he cannot tell yet 
whether or not he will be compelled to 
let his name come before the ecnven- 
tion for the protection of the interests 
he has in charge; second, any prema- 
ture announcement of that kind would 

| release his hold upon an army of fol- 

| lowers who are for him as long as there 
is a chance that he may run. These 
men belong to the class who px ople eon- 
ventions and cast their yotes ig lumps. 
To turn them loose now wouid not do 
them any good, and might leave him 
in a sorry pligkt when he needed their 
aid to carry through his plans. So he 
simply holds his peace, and waits to 
see what the next week, or month or 
year will bring forth. 
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RIOT AND BLOODSHED 


A POSTOFFICE THIEF 


One Man Killed and Others Badly | Has Expectations Fulfilled So Far as 


Hurt In New Jersey Primaries 
Camden, N. J., July 29.—The Repub- 
lican primary elections for delegates 
to the convention of the First con- 
gressional district of New Jersey were 
held yesterday in the counties which 
comprise the district. The candidates 
for the nomination are Henry C. Loud- 
enslager, the present congressman, and 
J. A. Van Sant. The contest has been 
one of the most bitter ever held in 
south Jersey. John Morrissey was 
shot through the heart in this city, and 
“Toe” Goddard, the heavyweight  pu- 
gilist, was probably fatally shot while 
electioneering at Pensauken. Another 
man was dangerously stubbed in this 
city and a fourth man received stab 
wounds near Merchantville.

FULL SELF GOVERNMENT 


Will Ultimately Be Granted 
Boers In South Africa 


OLD TRADITIONS 10 REMAIN 


Chamberlain Says Surrender Prom. 
ises Will Be Kept In Spirit as Well | 
as In Letter—Conciliatory address | 
Applauded by Opponents 


London, July 30.—Mr. Chamberlaig’s 
appearance in the house of commons 
yesterday was marked by a speech 
which won the applause even of such 
Opponents as Henry Labouchere. Mr. 
Chamberlain dealt comprehensively 
With the past and future of fouth 
Africa. “We have no intention,” he de- 
clared, “that the Boers should break 
with their old traditions. We desire 
that they should preserve gil the best 
characteristics of their race and hope 


they will shake hands with us, thus 
securing prosperity in South Africa tn- 
der the flag which protects different 
races and different religions." That 
sentiment was the keynote of ihe 
speech, 

Dealing with the much discussed la- 
bor question, Mr. Chamberlain ssid he 
believed every inducement to labor 
should be held out to the blacks, but 
Lo scheme of compulsory labor would 
receive the slightest government sup- 
port. There was no intention of pack- 
ing the country with Britishers, but so 
much Transvaaj land was lying idle 
that the colonists could only be viade a 
great corn producing factor by bring- 
ing in British settlers. 

The government, said Mr. Cham- 
berlain, reserved to itself the important 
right in the new colonies to refuse to 
allow the return or to keep watch over 
persons who showed themselves in- 
imical to good order and peace. “We 
are not going to“allow the result of the 
war to be undermined,” sald Mr. Cham- 
berlain, “by intrigues carried on by 
nominally constitutional means.” 

Regarding the future status of South 
Africa, the colonial secretary said the 
imperial government had establisned a 
crown colony in the strictest sense. 
The next step would be to add a nom!- 
nated official element. Thereafter 
there would be an elected ollicial ele- 
ment and then nothing but circum- 
stances and time ‘would separate the 
new colonies from full self-govern- 
ment, the ultimate goal of thelr ambi- 
tion. That consummation would not 
be delayed, if for no other reason, be- 
cause it might relieve the governinent of 
the tremendous burden of responsi- 
bility involved in the present  situa- 
tion, but all must understand that the 
government would not be rushed or 
hustled into any action which cir- 
cumstances did not warrant. 

The speaker said he was one of those 
optimistic enough to believe that the 
new colonies would reach the ultimate 
goal of theirambition much sooner than 
many persons now thought possible. 
So far as the government was con- 
cerned, the surrender promises would 
be kept in spirit as well as_ in letter. 
The government, he said, was bound 
both by honor and by interest to this 
course. There remained many ques- 
tions concerning which experts must 
be consulted, and the taxation of mines 
must be settled, but he wished to say 
that nothing would be done to punish 
owners of mines, as had been sug- 
gested in many quarters. The gov- 
ernment would do nothing to inter- 
fere with a quick revival of develop- 
ment of tke country. Subject to that 
consideration, Mr. Chamberlain con- 
tinued, no man Was more anxious than 
he to recover some considerable part 
of the cost of the war from South 
Africa. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech evoked 
criticism of the financial features of the 
policy outlined for South Africa from 
Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, James 
Bryce and others. Mr. Bryce said he 
hoped the national scouts vould not be 
used as police, but Mr. Chamberlain 
said he could not see why they should 
not be so employed, as he believed 
they would make admirable civil 
guards. Mr. Chamberlain also said 
he hoped the roys’ judicial commis- 
sion going out to South Africa would 
exercise the king’s clemency in view 
of the large number of sentences im- 
posed during the war.

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GOLD TURNED INTO PENNIES 


Bostonian Invested $2700 to Get 
Rich Quick and Got $9.97 

Boston, July 30.—Frank Bornstein, 
28 years old, was arraigned in the mu- 
nicipal court yesterday, charged with 
the larceny of 500 $5 gold pieces and 
four $50 bills, total value being $2700, 
from Bernard Bennett. Judge Bennett 
held the prisoner in $5000 for the grand 
jury. 

The complainant is cf the firm of 
Bennett & Cohen, second-hand clothing 
dealers. In court Beunett stated that 
Bornstein came to him with a scheme 
to get rich fast. Bennett claims that 
he was prevailed upon to furnish $2500 
in $5 gold pieces, which he turned over 
to Bornstein, who promised him 
enormous profits upon the investment. 

According to the complainant's story 
Bornstein arranged to have him wit- 
ness the wonderful process of adding 
value to coin by changing a_ small 
amount of pure gold into a great many 
English sovereigns. Bennett states that 
the last he saw of his $2500 was when 
it was demped into a can standing 
about one foot in height. 

Acids were evidently placed In this 
can and the odor soon became so great 
that Bennett had to lenve the room. 
When the alleged process was com- 
pleted the complainant received a 
plaster cast object from Bornstein, and 
thinking it an infernal machine he con- 
ferred with the police. When the ob-

that he found 997 pennies, but not a 
sign of his gold coin.

Fined $20 for Assault on Yachting 
Editor McVey. 


Because of the prominence of B. B. 
Crowninshield in desiguing one of the 
Quincy Cup defenders, his arrest and 
trial for assault on A. G. McVey, the 
yachting editor of the Herald are of 
interest to Quincy yachtsmen. In the 
Salem court on Tuesday Mr. Crownin- 
shield was fined $20, whicb he paid in 
good humor, 

The Journal reports Mr. McVey as 
follows: . 

‘*T have known Crowninshield since 
boyhood. I’ve seen him around in 
small boats, but in the last six or seven 
years I have known him very well to 
talk to. I saw him on the 23d of July 
in Manchester, on the wharf. He was 
on a boat ten or twelve feet from the 
dock. I was on the wharf.’ 

‘Did you say anything to the de- 
fendant?”’ asked Mr. Bartlett. 

‘* Not a word,” replied the witness. 

Mr. McVey stood where he was for 
some time. He had some talk with a 
man on the wharf. Then he started to 
go to the train with Mr. Frank Cheevy- 
er. A few men stood around, but he 
did not know them. 

‘On the way up the wharf,” he con- 
tinued, “I saw Crowninshield, I 
hadn’t gone more than four or five steps 
when I turned to see where Mr. Cheey- 
er was and saw Crowninshield coming 
toward me like a wild man. He said: 
‘D—— you! d—— you!’ 

“T was afraid he was coming to 
strike me. I dropped a photographing 
outfit L carried and picked up 4 stick 
to defend myself. He jumped in front 
of me and kept sparring for an open- 
ing tohit me. He did not hit me then. 
I threw the stick down and stooped to 
pick up my rubber overcoat, when he 
came up behind me and struck me on 
the base of the brain. He reached 
around in front and struck me six or 
seven times all over my head. THe left 
these marks (indicating several on his 
face and head). Some man came and 
took him off my back. I picked up 
the stick again to defend myself, but 
did not use it. I said to him: 

‘¢¢T didn’t think that you’d do sucha 
cowardly thing, to strike an old man 
like me, 60 years old, and a sick man, 
too. It was a cowardly, brutal thing.”’ 

McVey said that at this point Mrs. 
Crowninushield came up and said some- 
thing. But Mr. Moulton made objec- 
tion and what she said was not repeat- 
ed at that point. 

** Did you ever havé any conversation 
with Mr. Crowninshield about your 
physical condition?’’ asked Mr. Bart- 
lett. 

“*Yes,”’ replied Mr. McVey, “about 
a year ago.” 

“What was it?” 

**T told him that I was in poor health. 
He was in his office atthe time. I had 
gone to get the news of the Lawson 
cup defender. I told him I had diabe- 
tes and would not be able to come and 
see him every day. I asked if he 
would not give what news he had to the 
young man I should, send in my place.” 

“Were you ever ordered out of Mr. 
Crowninshield’s office?’”? asked Mr. 
Moulton in cross-examination. 

‘*No, sir,” replied Mr. McVey. 

‘** And you gave him no provocation 
for this assault ? ”’ 

**No, I gave him personally no prov- 
ocation.”’ 

** You say not personally. 
you mean ?” 

“T only answered insulting remarks 
made by his wife.’’ 

‘“* What were the remarks?” * 

‘* She urged Crowninshield to throw 
me overboard into the dock and per- 
haps kill me. I replied to her that 
it would be better if he had thrown 
her overboard before he had married 
her.” 

Mr. McVey said he had heard Mrs. 
Crowniushield urge her husband to at- 
tack him twice before he paid any at- 
tention to them.

The Hancock Street Men Well 
Organized. 


Tuesday's Ledger reported at length 
the first part of the hearing before 
Agent Crane of the Treasury depart- 
ment, relative to location for the new 
F. F. Prescott out- 
lined his three proposals to the govern- 
ment offering the lots on Washington 
| Street between Canal and Wibird streets. 

The Col, Packard lot was advocated 
by G. H. Field, Lawyer McAnarney, 
H. 8. Nicoll, D. King and H. L. Kin- 
eaide. Ex-Mayor Sears and Albert 
Keating favored the Prescott lot. Con- 
tinuing the report: 

L. M. Pratt, a grocer opposite the 
estate of Col. Packard, advocated the 

Packard lot. the tendency of 


Federal building. 


He said 


business was toward ‘‘the Hollow.’’ 
Considerable of the business of the 
city came from the south and west. 


The Briesler corner was better located 
than the Packard lot, but was not large 
enough and not good shape. The 
Quincy avenue line was the most direct 
to the shipyard. 

Albert Keating said government 
should locate for future, and for this 
reason he favored the Prescott lot. 

Councilman Fallon, who owns prop- 
erty on Cottage avenue opposite Col. 
Packard’s, favored the Cottage avenue 
corner. He said he spoke for West 
Quincy, where the growth was, and 
where the money was earned. It was 
absurd to claim that the corner of 
Washington and Canal was the business 
centre. ‘There was no more desirable 
lot than the Packard lot. 

C. C. Hearn said the business centre 
was between Saville and School streets. 
There were two classes who used the 
postoflice, the business men and the 
laboring men. The accommodation 
of the people shoald be borne in mind. 
The majority of the money order busi- 
ness probably came from the south and 
He favored the Packard lot. 

Agent Crane wished to ascertain if 
the Coddington corner was a_ satisfac- 

tory one to all bad the price been 
right, 

Lawyer McAnarney said tbat for 
beauty and for sentiment it was an 
ideal lot, but not for the convenience 
of the public. 

T. L. Williams, a jeweler oppgpsite 
the Packard lot, said the drift of busi- 
bess was toward the Packard lot. It 
was the business section of the city. 
It was on the direct line of cars from 
West Quincy to Boston. H. L. Kin- 
caide & Co. with business  sagacity 
had. located three stores opposite the 
Packard lot, 

Jobu Swithin asked for a rising vote 
as to preference, but it was not taken. 

Ex- Mayor Sears said that at the time 
| the committee went to Washington, the 
| city was all but unanimous in favor of 
| the lors at the corser of Washiagton 
and Coddington streets, Not until per- 
interests entered was there a 
|change. The people want a Federal 
building witbout delay. 

J. H. Dinegan spoke of land values 
by the Assessors. He claimed that 
Cul. Packard had been offered from 
$1.50 to $3 a foot for his property. I 
would gladly give $1.50. It was offered 
to the government for $1. 

Councilman Bass asked for area of 
Packard lots offered. 

Chairman Hammond, prompted by 
Agent Crane, said the 12,000 feet offered 
for $12,000 would not be available as 
19,500 feet were required and a corner 
lot. 

Agent Crane added: I cannot con- 
sider the Packard lots, as only $12,000 
is avail able. : 

Councilman Bass—I suppose then that 
the Packard lot is out of the question. 

D. E. Wadsworth explained that one 
of the Packard propositions was for 
150 feet on Hancock street and 130 feet 
deep; another 130 feet on Hancock and 
150 feet deep. 

Agent Crane interrupted saying that 
only one Packard proposition came 
within $12,000 and that lot did not 
meet requirements. 

F. F. Green said the lot at the cor- 
ner of Washington and Coddington 
streets was an ideal site for beauty, but 
we must build for service. I own a lot 
near the Packard lot and must admit 
that is the best lot. Quincy avenue 
was as near to the Weymouths as 
Washington street. 

A letter was read from M. P. Wright 
saying that none of the sites proposed 
were desirable, but Packard lot was 
best. He asked eonsideration of four 
others: Briesler corner; Washington, 
corner Coddington; Washington, corner 
Temple, and the Dr. French estate, 


west.

Dr. F. E. Jones wasin hopes that 
the Packard lot would be accepted, as 
the surroundings were now unsightly, 
It would result in the widening of 
Cottage avenue and a better connection 
with Foster street, and other improve- 
ments. The Edwards estate will soon 
be opened up giving another street. 

H. H. Faxon would put the building 
where the travel was. He didn’t im- 
agine the city wonld get a public build- 
ing. Government should suit the pres 
ent and not the future. It was of no 
use to advocate the Packard lot; it was 
not the place. A suitable lot could 
not be obtained for $12,000. It was all 
nonsense to talk of Packard corner be- 
ing worth $3 per foot. The Prescott 
lot was peaked all round and no kind 
of a place. 

W. P. Pinel and A. Milne favored 
the Packard lot. 

C. C. Hearn asked how the matter 
now stood. 

Agent Crane said 12,000 square feet 
was not enough, and that the Prescott 
lot was the only one that met all re- 
quirements. 

J. F. Burke, a former postmaster, 
was familiar with use of postofiice. 
Within the radius of 1,500 feet there 
were many beautiful lots. He invited 
attention to the Crane estate at the 
corner of Greenleaf and Hancock near 
the High school, It was a question of 
money and $12,600 was not enough. 
He would prefer to defer purchase that 
we may have a central lot. ‘Lhe 
Hospital property at the corner of 
Washington and Coddington can be 
bought, but he did not know about 
the Insurance Company lot. The 
Packard lot was out of the question. 
He would have the agent goback to 
Washington and report that enough 
money has not been appropriated. 

C. C, Hearn asked bow $12,000 com - 
pared with amounts appropriated for 
other cities of 25,000 population. 

Agent Crane said he had none in 
mind. In New England land was usu- 
ally higher than other parts of country. 

Ex-Mayor Sears, from his experience 
on the Committee to Washington, 
thought it would be impossible to ob- 
tain an increase of the appropriation. 
It was difficult to get that as all cities 
are clamoring. Better take half a loaf 
and get the best lot possible for $12,000. 

F. F, Green thought Congressman 
Naphen would work for more. 

Charles Hammond said he had been 
notified that the Dr. French estate 
would be sold for $25,000. 

Charles Crane said he would sell his 
lot on Greenleaf street for $12,000. 

Councilman Bass asked what course 
the agent would pursue at close of 
hearing. 

Mr. Crane—I have formed no opinion. 
He agreed however to hold back his re- 
port for two weeks and to receive in 
the meanwhile further communications. 

Adjourned at 12.15.

Evidently Well Understood by 
Commander McCrea 


AFFAIRS AT CAPE HAYTIEN 


Reported by Him to Be In a Serious 
State—He Will Protect Foreigners 
and Will Prevent Bombardment by 


Belligerents Without Due Notice 
Washington, July 30.—The follow- 
ing cablegram, dated July 29, has been 
received at the navy Jeparbnent from 
Commander McCrea of the Machias, 
which arrived at Cape Haytien Mon- 
day: 

“Affairs are very disturbed at Cape 
Haytien. Unorganized mob in the 
city. Foreigu consuls have been threat- 
ened. Will give protection on board. 
I will prevent bombardment without 
due notice.” 

The state department has no hesita- 
tion in fully approving the energetic 
and suficient action of Commander 
MeCrea in taking care of the foreign 


consuls and in preventing a bom- 
bardment without warning. The Amer- 
ican and foreign interests in Cape 


Haytien are large, and an American 
captain is required by the unwritten 
law to look after the life and property 
of other foreign residents as well #3 
Americans.in such cases. It is said 
that the rules of international law, as 
well as the dictates of humapity, re- 
quire that proper notice be given before 
a bombardment, in order that women, 
children and non-combatants may 
leave the town and carry cif their per- 
sonal belongings 

The navy department feels that the 
Machias is sufficieptly large for the 
work at hand at this point, though if 
there were more such suialil American 
gunboats in the gulf and Carribean a 
quieting and restraining influence 
would be exerted over these frequent 
rebellious outbreaks, involving viola- 
tions of the rules of War and great suf- 
fering. However, there is no naval 
vessel, save those now actually en- 
gaged in such service as the Machias, 
within 1800 miles of the various seats 
of trouble in Central and South Amer- 
ica and the West Indies. 

The Machias is a vessel of 1177 tons, 
carrying eight four-inch rapid-fire guns 
and a crew of 11 officers and 143 men. 
While not many men could be spared 
for a landing party, the vessel un- 
doubtedly could lie in the anchorage 
and cover the town with her guns. It 
is not believed that there is the slightest 
danger of an attack upon her by any of 
the Haytien gunboats, loyal or rebel. 

The London county council has sanc- 
tioned large extensions to the tram- 
Way system of London, costing nearly 
$10,000,000. 


Ready to Repulse Navy 

Washington, July 30.—Acting Secre- 
tary Sanger returned to the war de- 
partment yesterday, after having, in 
company with the officers of the army, 
made a tour of the forts forming the 
defenses of the eastern entrance of 
Long Island sound, which is to be the 
scene of the army and navy maneu- 
vers. They found eversthing in ex- 
cellent condition to meet the navy in 
the coming engagement. 


Steamer Seized and Released 
Halifax, July 30.—A dispatch from 
Charlottetown says that steamer Oli- 
vette was seized yesterday by the cus- 
toms department on a charge of viola- 
tion of the customs laws. It is stated 
that a person landed yesterday with a 
box containing 10,000 cigarettes. The 
agents here deposited a check and the 

steamer was released and sailed. 


A Persistent Suicide 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 80.—Charles 
Preble, a prominent farmer and stock- 
man, yesterday tried to shoot hin self 
through the heart, but the bullet, the 
last one in the revolver, failed to strike 
a vital spot. He then leaped into a 
50-foot well, but was taken out. Later 
he was found dead, hanging from a 
rafter in the barn. 


Sound and Hanged Himself 

Haverhill, Mass., July 30.—The body 
of Bernard Perkins, 70 years old, wes 
found bound to a tree just off the Ames- 
bury road yesterday. The wan Lad 
evidently bound himself to a linb of 
the tree and swung into the rir, bang- 
ing himself. The man was supposed to 
be insane, and no relatives can be found. 


Won’t Settle on Silver Basis

Official Announcement of Coronation 
Ceremonies on Ninth of August 

London, July 30.—Tie latest and most 
reliable information indicates that 
King Edward's doctors were not mis- 
taken in fixing Aug. 3 as the date upon 
which he could be crowned. The ap- 
prehension that King Edward would be 
unable to stand the strain of the cor- 
onation ceremony bas been greatly 
lessened by the announcement that he 
is now permitted to use his feet end, 
with the ald of a stick, has done a little 
walking. Another telegram from 
Cowes, saying that nearly all the re- 
strictions upon the king's diet haye 
been withdrawn, bas been welcomed as 
evidence that the recent ou.inous de- 
ductions were drawn without due al- 
lowance for the doctors’ extreme cau- 
tiowsness.

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FOLDING ICEBOX. 
Invention That Should Be a Boon to 
Travelers. 

An article which should be of partic- 
ater value for travelers and also for 
nurses who have charge of children 
has been recently invented by Mrs. J. 
B. Rogers of Lakewood, N. J. The in- 
vention relates to an icebox which 
may be folded up and packed away 
in a small space whenever desired. 
Our engraving shows the icebox set 
up in position for use. 

As described by the Scientific Amer- 
ican, side leaves (A) and end leaves 
(D) are hinged to the bottom of a wa- 
terproof pan (B). A flanged top piece 


(E) serves to hold the leaves in verti- 
cal position, their upper edges being 
the flanges 


wedged between and

blocks on the under surface of the top 
(E). 
the top piece, to which it is hinged, 
and is provided with a knob (G), by 
which it may be raised. A jacket (H) 
of thick felt covers the icebox, and a 
flap (K) of the same material covers the 
lid, the felt serving to prevent the en- 
trance of heat from external sources. 
A grid (C) placed in the bottom of the 
pan (B) serves to hold the ice and per- 
mit proper drainage of the same. The 
pan is provided with a drain pipe, to 
which a rubber hose is attached for 
drawing off the water. When desired, 
however, this rubber tube may be re- 
moved and the drain pipe closed by a 
cork or stopper. 

To fold the icebox the felt jacket is 
first removed, then the top (E) is tak- 
eu off, the grid (C) lifted out and the 
leaves (A und D) folded over. It will be 
noticed that the side leaves (A) are 
hinged at a higher point than the end 
leaves. The purpose of this is to per- 
mit the side leaves to fold over and 
lie flat on the end leaves. The grid is 
now placed on the folded leaves and 
is covered by the top piece (E}, thus 
forming a neat and compact parcel. 
When in position for use, there is am- 
ple room in the box for bottles or oth- 
er articles to be kept cool, and it is 
therefore an accommodation which 
travelers will find indispensable. 


Among the recent Rhode Island pat- 
ents, says the Boston Transcript, is one 
covering an electric flytrap in which 
the flies are lured Into the apparatus 
and then killed by a current of elec- 
tricity. It is not explained whether or 
not the trap is capable of working 
havoc among mosquitoes at night when 
there are no flies to be electrocuted. 

The fiy killer is described as a frame 
made of wood or other insulating ma- 
terial. Sugar is used for bait. On the 
frame are positive and negative wires, 
forming grids on both faces of the 
frame. Every fly alighting on the grid 
for the purpose of getting a taste of 
the sugar is supposed to have his feet 
on at least two wires, and the current, 
passing through the insect, relieves 
mankind of the pest. The flies fall ona 
shelf composed of positive and nega- 
tive wires, so that if the first shock 
was not fatal the second will put it out 
of their power to crawl over bald 
heads. When the shelf is covered with 
flies shocked to death, it is removed, 
and the dead and dying are dropped 
into the fire or the nearest pond, and 
the shelf is replaced and is ready for 
another quart of victims. 

The inventor states that he had an 
electric trap in use last summer and 
that it was as fatal to flies as the 
death chair in a New York prison is to 
condemned criminals. The trap is con- 
nected with Narragansett 104 or 235 
volt circuits, and every fly alighting on 
the wires and closing the circuit ceases 
to exist. Mr. Greene claims to be the 
first to utilize electricity for the de- 
struction of files. When the trap is out 
of order, due to the crossing of wires, 
an incandescent lamp is lighted, and 
when it is in working condition—cir- 
cuits open—the lamp remains unlight- 
ed. A-switch shuts off the current 
while the shelf is cleared of the accu- 
mulation of flies. 


Makes Dolls That Walk. 

Dollis that go to sleep and dolls that 
cry are plentiful enough, but a long 
felt want of the nursery has been a 
walking doll. Happily, this requirement 
seems to be filled by a contrivance just 
patented by Edmund U,. Steiner of 
Brooklyn. It is a manikin whose stom- 
ach is occupied by a small machine 
which actuates the legs and causes the 
doll to perambulate, taking one step 
after another with gravity and equilib- 
rium. Usually, however, it is expected 
to be led by the hand by the child 
mother. The mechanism employed is 


simple, cheap and practically inde- 
structible. 


Sponges of Rubber. 

Novelty is shown in a sponge that 
has made its appearance. It is of Rus- 
sian mannfacture and resembles close- 
ly a dark brown sponge, but while it 
consists chiefly of holes whatever solid 
material there is of it is rubber. These 
sponges come in two sizes, oblong, with 
rounded corners. Whether, being made 
of rubber, they are less likely to form 
germ repositories than the genuine arti- 
cles remains to be seen.

The report affecting Coe’s financial 


administration was contirmed last 
hight by Frederick Higginson, who 
succeeded Coe as treasurer of the 


Bowker company three weeks ugo, he 
Stating that Coe had confessed to the 
officers of the Bowker compapy that 
be had taken money represented by 
$120,000 in notes, Mr. Higginson added 
that it was as yet impossible to learn 
from the company’s books the exact 
sum lost. 

R. S. Gorham, counsel for the com- 
pany, said that no action had been 
taken against Coe, und that he did not 
know what the future would bring 
forth. Coe is between U0 and 70 years 
old and it appears that he did not profit 
Personally by the transactions, He 
claims that all the money went to the 
Dudley hosiery mills, of which he was 
also treasurer.

Mrs. Roosevelt Will Use Historic Ar- 
ticles In the Remodeled Mansion. 
Plate and China Like Those of For« 
mer Days—Original Proportions of 
Famous East Room Will Be Re- 
tained. 


Work on the White House is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. Colonel Bing- 
ham, who is supervising the improye- 
ments, returned to Washington from 
Oyster Bay the other day after sub- 
mitting the latest suggestions for deco- 
oratious to the president and Mrs. 


Roosevelt. 

One feature which has claimed espe- 
cial attention is lowering the ceiling 
of the east room, says the New York 
World. Popular opinion has declared 
that the original aspect of the famous 
east room should be preserved, and the 
president has given his word that 
yox populi will be respected. Archi- 
tects were very desirous of making 
the ceilings of first and second floors 
correspond, as it would present a more 
harmonious sight when the grand 
stairway is carried to the living apart- 
ments. Had this plan been followed 
the stately ceiling of the east room 
would have been lowered at least six 
feet, and much of the grace of the 
apartment would have been lost. 

The president has decided that the 
entire floor of the second story must 
be raised, since Mrs. Roosevelt has a 
decided objection to the steps which 
hitherto have been used in entering 
the east side of the mansion. 

On the second floor the wide corridor 
will be extended throughout the length 
of the house, with chambers opening 
on each side. There will be three 
arches, the last just where the grand 
stairway reaches the sleeping rooms. 
This arch can be covered with drapery 
to give more privacy to the apartments 
of the president's family.

When a good man dies, he begins to 
live. With the death of John W. 
Mackay comes a flood of light on his 
character, says the New York Herald. 
His countless benefactions, the many 
people he cheered in dark hours, the 
unfortunate ones he set on their feet 
and made happy, wil! be heard from in 
the future and his good deeds told and 
retold as the years roll by. 

Mr. Mackay began life in New York 
a poor boy, became a ship carpenter, 
sailed for California in a vessel he had 
helped to build, turned miner there, 
and after years of hard work with pick 
and shovel in the mines he struck the 
greatest bonanza lode of history and 
made millions; then he returned to the 
city of his apprenticeship and won an- 
other fortune in colossot business en- 
terprises. Durirg all these years Mr. 
Mackay never forgot his friends, and 
to the end of his lifeehe gave money 
to the unfortunate and destitute with 
& generous hand. 

An officer was about to be cashiered 
from the army for a very serious In- 
discretion committed while intoxicated. 
He had a wife and children depending 
on him for support. They were in 
Straitened circumstances, and Mr. 
Mackay was so much concerned for 
their welfare that he made a special 
trip to Washington and saw President 
McKinley at the White House in the 
young man’s behalf. The was 
discussed for half an hour. The presl- 
dent sent for the papers, and they were 
gohe over at length. 

“I see,” said the president, “that the 
man is charged with deserting his post 
When intoxicated, and his offense 
seems a serious matter. I do not see 
why thegvy should not take its 
course.”

Mackay assured the president that if 
he would not destroy the young offl- 
cer’s career he would become respon- 
sible for his future conduct. Mr. 
Mackay added, “To cashier a man 
from the army for an occasional spree 
would be to bar out men like Sheridan 
and others, indiscreet some time in 
their lives.” 

President McKinley said ‘he would 
do what he could, if possible he would 
give the offender a chance to atone for 
his misconduct, but the officer was 
finally dismissed. Mr. Mackay was 
greatly disappointed over the news. To 
a friend he said: “I am going to see 
that boy through. I know all about 
him, know the kind of stuff he is made 
of, and I'll see that he gets a chance 
to make a career. His wife and chil- 
dren shall never suffer. Didn't I know 
her father when she was but a chick 
of a child and he was a hardworking 
man, honest and true?’ 

Mr. Mackay was fond of good acting 
and the men famous on the stage. Of 
John McCullough be had many remin 
Isecences to tell. “I helped him out of 
a hole when he had come to the end of 
his money and knew not where to 
turn,” he said. “It is one of the things

But Mr. Mackay understood 
General Grant so well and was so higb- 
ly esteemed by him that when the sol- 
fier visited Nevada and was invited 
to inspect the Bonanza mines he play- 
fully suggested that the general might 
got be able to endure the fearful heat, 
that almost made water boil, in the 
deep mines. General Grant said he 
could stand it, and as the car dropped 
into the blistering temperature Mr. 
Mackay signaled the fans to stop and 
closed the ventilation so that the gen- 
eral might experience the natural heat 
pf the deep mines. The general burst 
into perspiration until he was drenched 
as by a hot shower batb. He made no

he was proclaiming all of his extraor- 
dinary knowledge in news- 
paper presence. He began to boil and 
bubble; what he had said was in 
Strictest confidence; it must not be 
printed; be would hold any man re- 
sponsible who dared betray him, and 
so forth, in more or less incoherent 
effervescence. But he was so ardently 
desirous of impressing Mackay that he 
could not restrain the flow of bis con- 
fidence, and he kept on grinding out 
detail on detail, sandwiched continu- 
ally with the remark: 

“Mind you, I am talking confiden- 
tially—we are all gentlemen together 
—this isn’t to be printed—I depend on 
your being a gentleman’—still on and 
on and on. 

He wanted Mr. Mackay to sell Read- 
ing short; it was going all to pieces, 
Mr. Mackay seldom speculated, but in 
this case he listened without protest 
to the closing declaration of the broker 
that he intended to sell for Mr. Mack- 
ay’s uccount a round block of stock the 
next morning.

“There goes a 
worthy case; no beat, that, but too 
proud to beg, not cheeky enough to 
borrow,” observed Mr. Mackay, at the 
same time jocularly and familiarly 
hailing his friend by his nickname of 
former days. There was no escape.for 
the other, and he reluctantly approached 
Mr. Mackay, who said, “I bave been 
looking for you for some time.” 

“Why, what do you wish to see me 
about, Mr. Mackay?’ the other tn- 
quired timidly. 

“Why, Jim, looking over an account 
book of mine 1 found I had borrowed 
some $500 from you going on to forty 
years ago”— 

“You don’t say so!” 

“And here’s $50 on account, and come 
and see me tomorrow, and I'll pay you 
the balance.”

A NAILLESS HORSESHOB, 


Invention That Will Be Appreciated 
by Lovers of Equines. 

Ever since men began to shoe horses 
they have bee ustug nails, but now a 
Cuban inventor says that nails are 
quite unnecessary, according to the 
New York Herald, 

The accompanying picture shows the 
kind of horseshoe which he proposes 
to substitute for the one now in use. 
Its main feature is a plate to which 
the various shoe parts are pivoted and 
which is so constructed and arranged

that it forms a protection and a sup- 
port for the pivoted ends of these 
parts. Connected with the plate is 
also a “mechanism for binding the va- 
rious parts and keeping them in proper 
position. 

Not a single nail is used when this 
shoe is put on a horse, as the plate 
suffices to keep the shoe firmly on the 
foot. 


METALLIZING TEXTILES. 


Russian Scientist Invents Method 
With a Unique Feature, 


A method of metallizing textiles elec- 


trically which ts said to afford the pos- 


sibility of tmpregnating the thickest 
piece of cloth either thoroughly or 
ouly on its surface with any kind of 
metal has been invented by Dr, K, 
Donalowski of Russia, says Engineer 
ing. The object is attained by an eleec- 
trical process of separation of the dif- 
ferent salts from a given metal by ac- 
cumulation of the separated metal ina 
cathode. 

There can be used copper, iron, sil- 
ver, nickel) and any of the metals 
which can be separated from their 
Salts by electrolytic action. The textile 
has to go through a preparatory treat- 
ment before ready for the process of 
metallization, consisting of impregnat- 
ing the salt with a solution of the salt 
of a certain metal. After the cloth has 
been impregnated it Is submitted to 
treatment with oxidized sulphur, which 
causes the metal to be separated from 
the solution in a sedimentary wass, 
which, being very fine, intrudes into 
the cloth, uniting closely with its fibers 
and settling down on its surface. 

When the cloth is thus made ready, 
it is put into an electrolytic tub filled 
with a solution of the salt of the kind 
of metal which is to be coated upon It 
and brought in contact with the posi- 
tive surface of an electrical device. 
The power of the current, as well as 
the contents of the tub, has to be regu- 
lated for each case respectively. 

Where Men Hibernate, 

To accustom themselves to hunger 
and to the absence of food the Rus- 
sian peasants practice a sort of hiber- 
nation, says a curious note in L’An- 
thropologie. “As soon as the head of 
the house discovers that the quantity 
of rye on hand is not sufficient to last 
out the winter he arranges to limit its 
consumption. The whole family goes 
to bed and sleeps for the greater part 
of the next four or five months, In 
order to economize the animal heat 
and to limit as much as possible the 
necessity for food, all movement is re- 
stricted to what is absolutely neces- 
sary. The custom is called ‘liojka’ 
and is practiced by whole districts. 
Only the most imperative want is per- 
mitted to disturb the slumber, and im- 
mediately all is silent again.” 


The good results of administering 
potatoes in-certain forms of diabetes 
are affirmed by a French physician, 
Dr. Mosse, who states that he has ef- 
fected cures by this means. ““M. Mosse 
thinks,” says the Revue Scientifique, 
“that this treatment probably acts by 
alkalinization of the humors in the 
same way as the treatment by the al- 
kaline mineral waters of Vichy. Be- 
sides this, potatoes contain oxydases 
and bring to the tissues ferments fa- 
vorable to those oxidations that are 
habitually retarded in diabetic patients. 
The quantity of potatoes that should 
be taken by the invalid varies from 
two and a half to three times that of 
the bread eaten. But altered potatoes 
should not be employed. When jeilied, 
they contain sugar. In too warm a 
medium they begin to sprout, and their 
germination also develops sugar as 
well as solanin.” 

The writer remarks that in the 
spring, when potatoes are scarce and 
not very good, potato bread may be 
used to advantage, although little 
known. This is prepared by mixing in 
proportions varying from one-quarter 
to one-third wheat flour with mashed 
potatoes. This food tastes enough like 
ordinary bread to make it palatable to 
persons who feel that they must have 
plenty of the latter. The use of the 
potato instead of bread deprives the 
body of certain useful phosphates that 
are contained in the latter, but this ob- 
jection may be removed, we are told, 
by adding eggs to the diet, especially 
the yolks.

Ceesar trhveled with the retinue of a 
man of rank, and on his way to 
Rhodes he fell in with an adventure 
which may be something more than 
legend. When he was crossing the 
40gean, his vessel is said to have been 
taken by pirates. They carried him 
to Pharmacusa, an island off the Ca- 
rian coast, which was then in their pos- 
session, and there he was detained for 
six weeks with three of his attendants, 
while the rest of his servants were 
sent to the nearest Roman station to 
raise his ransom. 

The pirates treated him with polite- 
ness. He joined in their sports, played 
games with them, looked into their 
DADITS And Amused Wiser witu tiem 
as well as he could, frankly telling 
them at the same time that they would 
be hanged. 

The ransom, a very large one, about 
£10,000, was brought and paid. Ceesar 
was set upon the mainland, near Mi- 
letus, where, without a moment's 
delay, he collected some armed vessels, 
returned to the island, seized the 
whole crew while they were dividing 
their plunder, and took them away to 
Pergamus, the seat of government in 
the Asiatic province, where they were 
convicted and crucified. Clemency was 
not a Roman characteristic. It was 
therefore noted with some surprise 
that Cesar interceded to mitigate the 
severity of the punishment. The poor 
wretches were strangled before they 
were stretched on their crosses and 
were spared the prolongation of their 
torture.James Anthony Froude.

Have a Conference on State 
and National Politics 


THE NOMINATION IN 1904 


Will Be Sure to Go to the President 
to Succeed Himself, Barring Serious 
Contingencies—-Odell a Candidate 
For Re-election— Woodruff Out 


Oyster Bay, L. L., July 31.—“President 
Roosevelt will have a solid delegution 
from New York state to the next Re- 
publican national convention.” This 
statement was made yesterday uafter- 
noon by Senator Thowas C. Viatt of 
New York, after a conference witb 
the president at Sagamore Lill. 

Senator Platt was accompanied to Mr. 
Roosevelt's country home by George 
W. Dunn, chairman of the Republican 
state committee of New York. The 
visit to the president was made by ap- 
pointment. After a cordial welcome 
by Mr. Roosevelt, luncaeon Was an- 
nounced. During the two hours’ con- 
ference which ensued both iiati nal and 
New York state politics ’.7ere discussed, 
the discussion quite naturally revoly- 
ing principally around state affairs. 

Senator Platt comprehensively re- 
viewed the political situation in both 
the national and state fields. He al- 
ready had declared himself to be a 
supporter of Mr. Roosevelt for the 
presidential nomination in 1904, and he 
expressed the opinion that, tarring se- 
rious contingencies, the president 
would be nominated to succeed Lim- 
self. It was in this connection that 
he made the statement which is quoted 
at the beginning of this dispatch. Mr. 
Platt assured Mr. Roosevelt that per- 
fect harmony existed among the lead- 
ers and among the rank and tle of the 
Republican party in New York and 
that without doubt the entire Repub- 
lican ticket would be elected this fall. 

The story that Governor Odell might 
retire from politics to accept a hand 
some business offer was adverted to, 
but merely in the form of a denial of 
its authenticity. Governor Odell has 
had, it is understood, several offers 
during the past year or two to go into 
business in a Way particularly ad- 
vantageous to him. But all of them 
have been rejected. Ile is a candidate 
for re-election and will be nominated 
in September, it is contidently stated 
by Senator Platt. 

Physically Mr. Platt looks stronger 
and better than he has looked for sev- 
To a representative of 
The Associated Press he said that he 
and Calanel Donn had tad a very 
pleasant talk with the president. 

“The object of our visit to Sagamore 
hill,” suggested Colonel Dunn, “was to 
discuss pending national matters with 
President Roosevelt and to inform bim 
of the condition of the Republican 
party in the Empire state. Our inter 
view was entirely satisfactory.” 

Discussing the poiitical situation in 
New York state, Senator Platt eaid: 
“Perfect harmony exists wmong the 
leaders and among the rank and file 
of the Republican party in New York. 
President Roosevelt vill lave a solid 
delegation from New York state to the 
next Republican national convention. 
He will meet no opposition in his own 
State.” 

In response to other inquicies, Ser a- 
tor Platt said, after announcing the as- 
sumption, of course, that Governor 
Odell again would be «a candidate: 
“The candidates on the state ticket will 
not be decided upon until the Repub- 
lican convention meets rt Saratoga in 
September. Of course the president 
has no candidate for lieuteiant gey- 
ernor. He is urging the claims of no 
man” 

Mr. Platt said that he anderstood 
Governor Odell, in a few days, would 
visit the president ati Sagamore hill 
to discuss New York affairs with him. 
An inquiry Concerning the political fu- 
ture of Lieutenant Governor Woodruff 
elicited only a shake of the Lead by 
Mr. Platt and the brief statement that 
Mr. Woodruff would not be chairman 
of the Republican state executive com- 
mittee. 

Aside from the visit of the senator and 
Colonel Dunn, the president passed a 
notably quiet day. 


Iowans Endorse Roosevelt 

Des Moines, July 31.—The Republi- 
can state convention yesterday named 
W. B. Martin for secretary of state, 
and made selections for auditor, treas- 
urer, attorney general and minor of- 
fices. The only controversy was over 
the tariff and trust utterances of the 
platform and that was settled in the 
committee on resolutions in favor of 
a reiteration of last year's atterances, 
with an addition to the trust plank con- 

atulating President Roosevelt on the 
inauguration of judicial proceedings to 
enforce the anti-trust laws.

Quantities of Russian goods in 
transit have been looted and two Rus 
sian merchants in’ Manchuria were 
recently burned alive,

Binghamton, N. Y., July 31.—A band 
wagon which was conveying the Ilion 
baseball team to Suburban park yes- 
terday was struck at a railroad cross- 
ing in Lestershire by a train and the 
driver instantly killed and six others 
injured, one seriously. Both horses 
were killed. Charles H. Lewis, the

Slipped From Our Fingers 

Washington, July 351.—Probably the 
last chance the navy department had 
to secure a coaling or naval station in 
Havana harbor was lost by the action of 
the Cuban cabinet yesterday in au- 
thorizing the lease of the arsenal 
grounds.
